Newton Corner Post Office Moves 
To New Location On Centre Ave. 

Occupies Fine New Modernly Equipped Building Built By 
Stuart-Marshall Company 


The Newton postofflce was moved 
yesterday from its location at .‘120 Cen- 
tre street, in the Nonantum Building, 
to its new quarters in the building 
erected expressly for it on Centre 
avenue, at the rear of the Graphic of- 
fice. Nineteen years ago last July the 
postofllce was moved from the location 
at 408 Centre street across the tracks 
to the Nonantum Square site. Much 
Indignation was expressed at that time 
by persons residing on the south side 
of the B. & A. tracks, and much indig- 
nation is now being expressed by per- 
sons residing on the north side of the 
tracks and by persons who found the 
old site quite handy for those who 
used the Boston Elevated or Middlesex 
& Boston cars and buses. However, 
the Newton postofflce during most of 
the years since it was established, had 


been located on the south side of the 
tracks and it has returned to a site 
within 100 feet of one it occupied a 
couple of of generations ago when it 
was located in a store which stood 
where the Hubbard Drug Store is now. 

Tile new postofflce building wns 
erected by the Stuart-Marshall Realty 
Company and provides more up-to-date 
quarters. modern equipment and 
much needed sanitary conveniences 
and rest rooms for the employees. The 
rest room, called in postofflce lingo, 
the “swing room,” is used by the let- 
ter carriers between trips. Walter 
II. Guilford of Newtonville. for a num- 
ber of years Superintendent at the 
Newtonville postofflce, is temporarily 
in charge of the Newton postofflce be- 
cause of the recent death of John I. 
Farwell, who for 25 years was super- 
intendent there.

Newton Kiwanis Club’s Fine Gift 

Of Vita Glass To Peabody Home 

Fittingly Dedicated at Oak Hill Last Sunday With 
Interesting Program 


Sunday afternoon at the New Eng- 
land Peabody Home for Crippled Chil- 
dren at Oak Hill the Newton Kiwanis 
Club formally presented to the insti- 
tution the “Vita Glass” equipment for 
one of the large porches there. The 
New England Peabody Home cares for 
little sufferers who are afflicted with 
bone tuberculosis, classified as ortho- 
pedic cases. There is no discrimina- 
tion against any race or creed and 
children up to the age of 12 are ad- 
mitted. The Home was started in 
1S94. being made possible by the 
munificence of Mrs. Harriet Peabody, 
a native of Maine and a former resi- 
dent of Boston. After having been 
located in Weston and Hyde Park, the 
Home moved to its present location 
in the Oak Hill district of Newton in 
June of 1922. 

The site of the home was formerly 
the estate of Dr. Henry J. Bigelow, a 
professor of surgery at Harvard Uni- 
versity, and it contains over 40 acres 


of land which includes the summit and 
several of the slopes of Oak Hill — 
an ideal location. The following de- 
scription of the New England Pea- 
body Home is taken from the report 
of the corporation for 1927: 

“T*he broad glas- - nclo-ed porches of 
the Home are seen from the main 
highway, and the approach is by 
means of a steep winding road bor- 
dered with fir trees and shrubs From 
the hilltop one looks over a wonder- 
ful panorama. The distant horizon is 
bounded by a low chain of hills, half 
lost in misty haze, among which we 
may distinguish Blue Hill with its 
famous observatory. In the fore- 
ground may be seen the beautiful es- 
tate of Robert Gould Shaw, the 
Charles River Country Club, and the 
Charles River itself winding through 
the picture. 

The main building of the Home is 
a long curved structure facing east,

NEWTON BOWS TO 

SUPERIOR TEAM 

Somerville high advanced n step 
nearer In Its quest for n long await 
ed Suburban league championship last 
Saturday by defeating Newton high on 
Cla 11 in Held 18 to 6. The orange ami 
black held the Dickerman team on 
even terms for three periods but in 
the final quarter the red ami blue cut 
loose, ripped the Newton line open 
time after time and scored twice to 
stow away the game. Somerville must 
now win from Everett, Brookline and 
Rindge to win the title and by hold- 
ing Everett to a tie next Saturday and 
wining its other two league contests 
can tie Everett for the flag. 

Somerville showed the best football 
of any team Newton High has faced 
this year. A heavy fast charging line 
coupled with a deceptive rushing at- 
tack and a successful forward pass 
now and then was too much for the 
local eleven to offset. On the other 
hand Newton could not get its run- 
ning attack going and its one touch- 
down was largely due to a long for 
ward pass from Gllligan to Captain 
Scheinfain for over 30 yards. Three 
plays made it first down on the one 
yard line and Duane went over for 
the touchdown to tie the score at G 
to 6. Somerville had opened the scor 
ing in the second period with a 20 
yard pass from Sullivan to Graham 
Towards the end of the third period 
Somerville had reached Newton’s 15 
yard line after receiving Gilligan’a 
kick from behind his goalline on the 
35-yard line. A bad pass from centre 
over PescosolUlo’s head had put the 
ball back to the five yard mark. On 
the fifth play In the fourth session 
Litppi crossed the last white line to 
put the visitors in the lead. Perry 
fumbled the ensuing kickoff but re- 
covered on the ten yard line. Gilli- 
gan’s kick lauded on the 45-yard line 
hut bounced back yards where Luppl 
downed it on the 30-yard line. A rush- 
ing attack soon developed the final 
score. 

First Period 

Harrington kicked off to Graham of 
Somerville on his 15 yard line and it 
was run hack 15 yards. Harrington 
threw Graham for a yard loss. Es- 
cott gained back the loss and Graham 
kicked to Newton’s 35-yard stripe 
Two rushes by Duane and Perry net- 
ted four yards and Duane kicked to 
Escott on Somerville’s 35-yard line 
where Scheinfain dropped him in his 
tracks. Graham and Escott made a 
first down in two plays and duplicated 
the feat aided by a five yard penalty 
against Newton for offside play 
Keppe, Graham, and Escott picked up 
a third first down to Newton’s 23 yard 
line. Keppe and Graham each gained 
two yards but Escott fumbled and 
Scheinfain recovered to save an al- 
most certain score. Duane’s kick was 
short and was downed on the Newton 
37. Robblee stopped Graham on the 
scrimmage line, Scheinfain held Es- 
cott to five yards, Harrington held 
Graham for no gain ami an Inconi- 
pleted pass from Graham to Rondiua 
gave Newton the bull on downs on 
their own 32 yard mark. Pescosolido 
ran the end for eight yards and Duane 
slid through the line for five and a first 
down. Reilly fumbled and Captain 
Casey of Somerville recovered the ball 
on Newton’s side of midfield as the 
period ended. 

Second period 

Two rushes by Keppe and one by 
Fannon made it first down on the 35- 
yard line. Keppe carried three times 
and Graham once to make another 
first down on the 20-yard line.

SOMERVILLE SIDELIGHTS 


A few figures on the game show how 
Somerville won. Thirteen first downs 
to six for Newton. Of these ten were 
made by rushing, two by aid of a pass 
and one by aid of a penalty while 
Newton counted three by rush, two 
hv passes and one by aid of a penalty.

EDITORIAL 

The most important matter at the 
coming election next Tuesday is to 
VOTE in order that the will of the 
majority can he clearly manifested. 
Next in importance is to vote for the 
Republican candidates for the na- 
tional. state and county offices. We do 
not need to go into the arguments for 
the election of Mr. Hoover ns presi- 
dent. The radio and the press have 
told the story far better than in any 
other campaign. We merely suggest 
that if sensational charges are sprung 
on the country in the last days of the 
campaign, they should be given scant 
consideration, for all worth while argu- 
ments have already been advanced. 

In addition to voting for Mr. Hoo- 
ver. we urge a heavy vote for Lorlng 
Young for United States Senator. Mr. 
Hoover as president, will need able 
support in the Senate, which he will 
have with Mr. Young and which he 
will not have if Senator Walsh is re- 
elected. We also would like to see 
a big vote cast for Frank G. Allen 
for governor and for the rest of the 
Republican ticket with the exception 
of the candidate for state auditor. 
We have consistently opposed the 
nomination and election of Mr. A. II. 
Cook for that office as he fails to 
measure up to the high standing of 
other Republican candidates. 

We warn the voters to allow plenty 
of time in which to vote next Tues- 
day. With the heavy increase in reg- 
istration. there is certain to he some 
congestion at the polling places espe- 
cially during the early morning hours 
and it will require some patience for 
many to cast their ballots. We also 
urge as many of the women voters 
as possible to refrain from voting in 
the early hours of the morning and 
wait if possible until noon and after- 
noon for casting their ballots. 

A few remarks regarding the ques- 
tion of public policy on the ballot next 
Tuesday may be of interest. This 
question is placed on the ballot by an 
initiative petition signed by a number 
of voters and seems to “Instruct” the 
state senator from this district to 
vote to send a memorial to Congress 
requesting the repeal of the ISth 
amendment. In the first place there 
is no teeth in the measure and even 
if so instructed the senator may do as 
he pleases without any penalty what- 
ever. In the second place the “in- 
struction” will not be effective unless 
it receives the vote of a majority of 
all votes cast in the district. In 
the third place such a memorial 
would have absolutely no standing in 
a Congress eighty per cent dry. It 
is therefore of little consequence 
whether or not the voters of this dis- 
trict take action on this question. As 
a matter of good policy to hit a “wet” 
measure whenever possible, it might 
be wise to vote NO on this question. 
— o — 

An incident connected with the re- ! 
cents visits of Mr. Hoover and Gover- 
nor Smith to Newtonville, show the 
difference in the character of the two 
men. It will be recalled that Gov. 
and Mrs. Smith were presented with 
and accepted the gift of Waltham 
watches, while at Newtonville. It was 
not known that a similar gift of 
watches was offered to Mr. and Mrs. 
Hoover and were quietly declined. 
Mr. Hoover realized that the Waltham 
Watch Company was deeply interested 
in the tariff of watches and had the 
foresight to avoid the possibility of 
any claim being made on him from 
this quarter if elected president. Gov- 
ernor Smith did not have that fore- 
sight and if elected president, may 
be embarrassed by his obligation to 
the Waltham Watch Company.

An important matter on the ballot 
next Tuesday is the referendum on 
authorizing Sunday sports. The pro- 
posed act will give local option on al- 
lowing sports on Sunday afternoon 
for which admission fee may be 
charged, — in other words it commer- 
cializes the Sabbath. The present law 
authorizing Sunday sports does not • 
allow any fee to be charged. As a 
member of the Legislature when this 
bill was enacted, we opposed its pas- 
sage on the ground that it was merely 
an opening wedge for a wide open 
Sunday. The proposed referendum 
shows that that prediction was cor- 
rect. We certainly do not want a 
"continental” Sunday to bequeath to 
our children. Vote NO.

WARREN SCHOOL NOTES 

Mr. Hermann Speaks at Assembly 

Mr. Hermann. Superintendent of 
Playgrounds of Newton, gave an un- 
usually Inspiring talk on the value of 
out door life. Mr. Hermann began by 
saying that the pupils of the Warren 
Junior High were fortunate in having 
such splendid grounds for athletics. 
He compared Newton's area with that 
of four large neighboring cities to 
show that Newton had more open 
spaces than all four cities put to- 
gether. Newton maintains 24 play- 
grounds, comprising 1G7 acres of land. 
The Board of Aldermen have appro- 
priated $90,000 for the care, main- 
tenance, and instruction provided for 
these playgrounds. However, Mr. 
Hermann believes that it is worth 
every cent of the money to the City 
of Newton in affording healthful recre- 
ation to the boys and girls who are 
to become the men and women citi- 
zens of Newton. 

Mr. Hermann claims that it is nec- 
essary to get training in the funda- 
mentals of athletics, as well as any- 
thing else, in youth. "Play is tile 
greatest educational lesson,’’ said Mr. 
Hermann, “because it unifies the body 
with the mind. One should play hard 
and work hard. Outdoor exercise 
stimulates the senses and follows the 
stimulation by action. Outdoor play 
creates a love for something, and if 
we love to do a thing, we do it well 
because we are alert.” Therefore, the 
playground gives every child a chance 
to excel in something. "Success in 
something one has worked for builds 
character” believes Mr. Hermann. 
"See if you can’t do something bet- 
ter than someone else. Put your 
heart and soul and energy into what 
you’re doing whether it is work or 
play and you’ll make a success of your 
life,” he urges. 

In Newton the passing automobilist 
will notice that there is less trouble 
on the streets with children hanging 
around and asking for rides. This is 
one result of the playgrounds. Mr. 
Hermann hopes to have more winter 
sports on the playgrounds soon — 
toboggan slides, etc. He believes that 
exercise In winter is one of the great- 
est features of health. “If your heart 
and organs do not beat to their maxi- 
mum capacity at least once a day 
then robust heulth in manhood will 
not result." 

Esther Merchant of Grade VIII 
played a piano solo after Mr. Her- 
mann’s talk. Rosalind Bigelow gave 
a reading “Daddy Long Legs.” Tills 
concluded the assembly for Wednes- 
day.

PESCOSOLIDO BEING TRIED 

The trial of Amato Pescosolido, for- 
mer Nona nt tun hanker, started at East 
Cambridge on Tuesday. He is tried 
on eight indictments charging him 
with fraud and larceny. The case for 
the government is being prosecuted 
by Assistant Dist. Attorney Volpe. 
The first witness against tlie defen- 
dant was Dr. Alfred Amendola of 
Adams street, Newton, who testified 
that Pescosolido pledged shares he 
owned in tlie Columbus Realty Cor- 
poration twice, collected rents from 
tenants of the Corporation and di- 
verted them to his own use, and is- 
sued a stock certificate to a woman 
for 100 shares, when the books of the 
corporation showed that the certifi- 
cate only should have been for 10 
shares. 

James D’Angelo of Murphy Court, 
Newton, treasurer of the Columbus 
Realty Corporation testified that the 
defendant had collected $4500 rents 
from tenants, but had not deposited 
this amount to the credit of the cor- 
poration. Richard Murphy of Wood- 
row avenue, Newtonville, testified that 
he bought a lot of land from Pescoso- 
lido for $425 and later found that 
there* was a mortgage on the lot of 
which he lmd not been informed. 

Antonio Arcose, former cashier in 
Poscosolido’s bank, testified Hint the 
defendant kept two sets of books. Mrs. 
Elizabeth Volturno testified that she 
had loaned the defendant $10,000 and 
that he had given her as collateral a 
stock certificate for 100 shares in the 
Columbus Realty Corporation. This 
certificate was the one entered on the 
hooks as being only for 10 shares. The 
trial is being continued.

As 
soon as Mr. Maher took tlie little one 
from Captain Mitchell, the aged man 
ran into his kitchen and obtained 
water to extinguish tlie burning cur- 
tain and siiade in his living room. 

Engine 1 responded rapidly to the 
alarm from Box 152 and llosemun 
Dave Keefe rushed upstairs to the 
Maher apartment witli the first uid 
kit, but when ho saw how seriously 
the child hud been burned, advised her 
mmodiute removal to the Newton Hos- 
pital, which was done.

KIWANIS CLUB PRESENTS "VITA 
GLASS” PORCH TO PEABODY 
HOME

south and west, to secure the maxi- 
mum of sunshine. Broad porches ex- 
tend the length of the building, and 
on these porches are rows and rows 
of beds and frames from which come 
merry laughter and happy childish 
voices, for the brown-skinned, rosy- 
cheeked youngsters here are the sun 
babies receiving heliotherapy treat- 
ment. 

"On the ground floor are two school- 
rooms, tlie primary room and the room 
for the older children. The other 
rooms on the ground floor are tlie 
cooking-room, where many delicious 
dishes are concocted; two playrooms, 
the scene of many happy games; two 
lavatories, the sowing room, and the 
dining rooms. Here there are no long 
tables such ns are often associated 
with institutions, but the children sit 
at small tables, five or six in a group. 

"The second floor is reached by an 
incline easily ascended by children 
with crutches and braces. On this 
floor are the two airy, well-lighted 
wards, the boys’ and girls’, both open- 
ing on tlie sunny porch. There is a 
pleasant playroom with a fireplace, 
books and toys, connected with each 
ward. On this floor too are the offices, 
tlie reception room, the modern X-ray 
room recently equipped, and the isola- 
tion rooms, bathrooms and linen 
rooms. 

“On the third floor are a modern 
operating suite, two recovery rooms, 
tlie dental room and laboratory. Hero 
too are the apartments of tlie Super- 
intendent. the nurses and the resident 
surgeons. On tlie fourth floor are the 
rooms of the attendants. 

“The annex, a new building, was 
made possible in part, by tlie gift of 
Major M. J. C’onnelly in memory of 
Ills father, Patrick Connelly. 

"it is connected witli the main build- 
ing by a glass-enclosed porch and is 
composed of one big room, the assem- 
bly and recreation room, wliere enter- 
tainments, etc., are given. In the 
basement is the well-equipped sloyd 
room, a first-class laundry, store room 
and boiler room. 

"In addition to the Home itself there 
are two other buildings on the estate. 
At the top of tile Hill is the old Rio- 
low house, where the people who take 
care of the farm and grounds Live, 
and down on the main road is a de- 
lightful old-fashioned house which has 
been attractively furnished and is run 
as tlie Peabody Home Tea Room and 
Gift Shop. It has become a real 
source of revenue as well as a means 
of bringing tlie Home to the wider 
knowledge of the public. 

"The new Home is spacious and well 
equipped; there are one hundred and 
eighteen children now at the Home and 
more are to be admitted in the near 
future. With the present accommoda- 
tions. only a few more can be cared 
for; but the lands of the Home are 
broad, and with the support of a gen- 
erous public it is hoped that new 
buildings may rise on Oak Hill in 
which other children may find home 
and health. The New England Pea- 

I body Home lias always been a grow- 
ing affair, and as long as there are 
crippled children uncared for, its Ideal 
is unrealized and it hopes to grow to 
meet t heir n< eds.” 

Last Sunday afternoon the porch 
at the home which was equipped with 
"Vita Gluss” by the Newton KIwanis 
Club, was well filled by a largo dele- 
gation of Newton Kiwanians and mem- 
bers of tin ir families, together with 
Mayor Childs and a number of de- 
partment heads of the City of New- 
ton, including Chief of Police Burke, 
chief Randle tt of the Fire Depart- 
ment and Buildings Commissioner 
Chadwick, Representative Arthur W. 
Hollis was also present. 

President James P. Gallagher of the 
Newton KIwanis Club opened the ex- 
ercises by introducing Rev. Maurice 
Mullock of tin; Centenary Methodist 
Church of Auburndule, who delivered 
tlie following invocation: 

"Father of all wo thank Thee for 
the ministry of love which knows no 
hounds. We come here for thy hloss- 
ing upon this institution founded and 
maintained in its service. Grant that 
our gathering today may load to the 
opening of enlarged channels of heal- 
ing grace for these little ones. We 
remember Him who said, 'Suffer the 
little ones to come unto Me, and for- 
bid them not, for to such holongoth 
the Kingdom of God.’ We would help 
these needy ones to come and enjoy 
tin* full sunshine of His life giving 
power. May this KIwanis Club he led 
into still larger service for the build- 
iitK up of thy Kingdom. Bless our uu- 


deavors to the end that the ministry 
of healing, sunshine and love may be 
advanced everywhere. May the under- 
privileged child come into ills own, 
and let this institution with its gifted 
and consecrated servants, continuo its 
health giving and joy making efforts 
to tlie honor and glory of Thy great 
Name.” 

Mr. Gallagher next introduced 
Mayor Childs, who said: 

“Mr. President and Friends — 

"It is indeed a privilege and a pleas- 
ure to be hero on this happy occasion 
when tlie Kiwanians of Newton dedi- 
cate this splendid gift to the better- 
ment of these little children of the 
Peabody Home. 

"Kiwanians the country over have 
always singled out the underprivi- 
leged child as the special object of 
their care. It is a great work. 

“To help in any way those whom cir- 
cumstances have knocked off into a 
corner and upon whom fortune seems 
to refuse to smile is real service. 

"No individual organization can en- 
gage in nobler work. 

"To minister to those ‘at the end of 
the procession’ like these little folks, 
handicapped from the start, is Chris- 
tianity in its first form. 

"No greater service can be rendered 
by anyone anywhere. 1 congratulate 
the members of the Newton Kiwanis 
Club upon having grusped the oppor- 
tunity to restore to health and 
strength these little children. 

"As you go back to business and to 
the everyday life of the shop, the of- 
fice, tlie factory or tlie store carry 
with you tlie joy and satisfaction 
which comes from tlie commendation 
of Him who said, ‘Inasmuch as ye 
liavo done it unto one of the least of 
Hi. .,, my brethren, ye have done it 
unto Me’— and God bless you as you 
go.” 

The next speaker presented was Dr. 
Gerald N. Hoeffel, resident physician 
ami surgeon at the home who ex- 
plained tlie heliotherapy treatment 
given the little patients there. He 
told of the great improvement which 
follows this treatment in the great 
majority of cases brought to tlie New 
England Peabody Home, and of the 
complete cures effected on many of 
tlie crippled children. He voiced his 
appreciation for the gift of the glass 
which allows the ultra violet rays of 
the sun to percolate through and thus 
enable tlie heliotherapy treatment to 
he enjoyed by the children in the cold 
months when weather conditions do 
not permit them to be exposed to the 
open air. 

Following Dr. Hoeffel’s remarks, Mr. 
Gallagher, in behalf of the Newton 
Kiwanis Club said: 

“Reference lias been made to the 
importance of underprivileged child 
work and tlie emphasis laid upon this 
line of endeavor by Kiwanis. We rec* 
ognize the obligation to bring sun- 
shine into tlie lives of those who are 
undei -privileged. Literally as well as 
figuratively tlie result of this presen- 
tation will be to bring sunshine to 
these little sufferers who are starting 
life with grievous infirmities and who 
are receiving here tlie treatment and 
caro that would be impossible without 
such an institution as the Peabody 
Home. Every visitor here must lie* 
impressed with the atmosphere of 
cheerfulness which prevails and with 
the happiness manifested by each and 
every one of tlie inmates. It is some 
evidence of tlie sunshine which has 
boon brought into these little lives by 
those who are charged with their care. 
The Newton Kiwanis Club recognizes 
the real service to humanity that this 
institution is performing and tlie 
porch which wo are presenting today 
is a slight expression of that recog- 
nition. The Newton Kiwanis Club is 
glad to be able to recognize tlie ser- 
vice of tills institution by tlie erec- 
tion of tills porcli and we trust and 
hope that in the future our recognition 
and appreciation may ho substantially 
expressed." 

At the conclusion of Mr. Gallagher's 
presentation, Mrs. Gilbert C. Brown, 
Jr., of 28 Cent: o street, Brookline, 
Vice-President of the New England 
Peabody Home, accepted the gift, say- 
ing: 

"Nothing succeeds by itself — it is 
only by co-operation of ouch for all 
and ail for each, the joining together 
in mutual good will and brotherly love 
that anything can lie satisfactorily ac- 
complished I feel tliut those are tlie 
motives that prompt your club to kind- 
ly, holpftil action. The golden link 
of opportunity is to do for others less 
fortunate than ourselves. Charles W. 
Eliot, President of Hurvurd College 
for many years, a muster mind in 
education and u man of vision, once 
said: ‘Wluit do we live for if not to 
make life less difficult for each other.'

GOV. SMITH’S RECORD 

The saloon record of Governor Al- 
fred E. Smith of New York is a fitting 
prelude to his promise that if he 
reaches tlie White House he will lead 
the way hack to legalized liquor. 

For twenty-five years he has voted 
and worked with the Tammany Ma- 
chine for more saloons, longer hours 
for the sale of booze and against pro- 
hibition. At a dinner at the Hotel 
Vanderbilt. April, 1922, it is reported 
he declared tlie Democratic party was 
a saloon party; and March 8, 1923, he 
told newspaper correspondents he 
would be glad to help Senator Edge of 
N. J., with his beer bill “if that would 
get us anywhere near the time when 
we can put a foot on the brass rail 
and blow off the froth.” 

The Democratic party is not a sa- 
loon party, and millions of dry Demo- 
crats are forsaking their party ticket 
simply because of Governor Smith’s 
record which contains the following 
high lights in his career as assem- 
blyman, speaker of the the house, and 
governor: 

1904: Voted to force hotel bars into 
three hundred dry towns and to 
make hotels independent of local 
option elections. 

1905: Voted three times against a 
bill to kill assignation houses and 
other red light institutions. This 
was a bill to separate the sale of 
liquor from its immoral connections. 
1907: Voted the saloon side in local 
option legislation. 

1908: Voted to permit saloons near 
churches and schools in spite of 
violent opposition. 

1909: Introduced and pushed a bill 
permitting bars within church and 
school zones. 

1910: Voted against a city local op- 
tion bill: took the saloon side of the 
argument. 

1911: Voted to permit saloons nearer 
churches; voted to increase the 
hours of legal sale in saloons. 

1912: Voted for a law making it dif- 
ficult to convict violators of the 
liquor laws. 

1913: As Speaker of tlie Assembly 
worked to open saloons in New York 
on Sunday. Also engineered pass- 
age of measure permitting saloons 
within two hundred feet of private 
schools. 

1914: Voted against a local option 
measure for towns which wanted to 
rid themselves of saloons. 

1915: Voted against local option and 
statewide prohibition measures. 
1920: As governor he aided and 

signed the bill legalizing in New 
York 2.75% beer which was thrown 
out by the Supreme Court. 

1928: His signature mado effective 
the repeal of tho New York prohibi- 
tion law, thus destroying enforce- 
ment in the largest state.

NEWTON HOSPITAL 

During the week ending October 22. 
there were in the hospital 120 pa- 
tients. of which IS paid as much or 
more than cost of care, 47 paid less 
than cost of care and 25. including 
babies, were treated free. Twelve ba- 
bies were born, 5 girls and 7 boys. 
One hundred and sixteen patients were 
treated in the out-patient department 
and 10 in the eye clinic. Six social 
service calls were made in th*» homes 
and 0 patients were transferred by the 
social service car. Fourteen accident 
eases were treated in the operating 
room. 

The twenty-fifth Autumn Meeting of 
the Massachusetts State Nurses’ As- 
sociation was held at the Hotel Bruns- 
wick. October 23, nnd 24. 1028. Miss 
Bertlm W. Allen. R.N.. the superin- 
tendent of the hospital is president of 
the Association and the hospital was 
represented at the banquet by about 
ten of our people, and quite a num- 
ber attended the meetings on Wednes- 
day. 

On Monday evening. October 22. the 
Newton Medical Club held its regular 
meeting at the hospital. The speaker 
was Dr. Leighton Johnson, consultant 
to the Evans Memorial, who talked to 
the members on “Bronchoscopy.” 

Of the fourteen accident cases 
treated in the operating room during 
the past week, only three were the 
results of automobile accidents, two 
of these being men, — one with lacera- 
tions of the forehead, and one with a 
laceration on the wrist— and one was 
a boy with a lacerated forehead. Of 
the other cases cared for. six were 
men, one with a strained back 
caused when lie fell from a staging, 
one with a lacerated toe received 
when he was cutting ice, one treated 
for shock, one with a ine^rntnd fn*n. 
finger which he had cut with a saw, 
one with a fractured wrist caused oy 
falling on a rock, and one with a gun- 
shot wound on t lie arm. One woman 
was treated for an obstruction in the 
windpipe which was thought to have 
be ,>n caused by a piece of food lodg- 
ing there. Two hoys were treated — 
one for a lacerated chin received 
when he fell on a slide at school, and 
one for abrasions of the right hip, 
elbow and forefinger caused when he 
fell from his bicycle. Two girls were 
also cared for. one for a lacerated 
forehead received when she fell from 
a step, and the other for a crushed 
finger caused when her finger was 
caught in the door of a car. 

The hospital has been the recipient 
of many generous gifts of magazines, 
fruit and flow. is. \Ve are grateful to 
the many friends who remember us 
so kindly.

“How much freedom should the 
young people of today expect?" was 
the topic for discussion at the meet- 
ing last Sunday in the Union Church 
of the Young People’s Forum of 
Wuhan. Led by Marjorie Cady and 
Louise Came, while no actual deci- 
sion was reach d, tin* discussion gave 
much food for thought for both chil- 
dren and parents,

of parents to their children to do 
what they please, when they pleaso, 
where they please."

Again the question of a definition 
of freedom wa ; brought up, and it was 
asked, "I i it fp <*dom to do something 
because the others do?" "Are there 
siieb thing a false freedom and true 
freedom?" and finally, “Will freedom 
breed judgin' ill, or must the freedom 
he governed by common-sense of the 
parents and tho knowledge gained 
through their greater experience?"

Backed by his “political godfather,” “Big Tom” Foley, a 
saloon keeper and Tammany district leader, Smith was 
elected to the State Assembly in 1903 and has ever since 
served Tamilian) faithfully and well — its most distinguished 
member and apologist: 


“I have listened to a great deal of public and very 
caustic criticism of Tammany and I ask myself: How can 
anything live in this country 139 years that is not all 
right? I will conclude with a congratulation and thanks 
to the SOCIETY OF WHICH I AM PROUD TO BE A 
MEMBER AND AN OFFICER .”

Tammany has ever been a thorn in the flesh of the 
National Democratic party.

All skirmishing should have censed 
by this time as far ns the political gen- 
erals and their henchmen go and the 
few remaining days should be quiet. 
Naturally they will not he. for those 
tireless speakers ami writers, whose 
energies seem not to he exhausted 
after so many weeks of the campaign, 
will feel In duty bound to continue 
until the very Inst minute. 

I doubt if any Presidential election 
in years 1ms so gotten hold of the 
feelings of the people. Not only men 
and women, but youngsters as well, 
are talking and arguing over the 
qualities of their respective favorites 
Somehow when a man starts to criti- 
cise a candidate the latter’s defender 
does not answer the charges hut be- 
gins to blast the opposing candidate. 
That to me Is one of the most amus- 
ing things about political arguments. 
They seem so futile. ‘‘I think that 
your candidate is a big no good,” says 
one man. “Yes, hut wlmt about your 
candidate.” his friend retorts, "if he 
isn’t a big piece of cheese then I 
never saw one." 

It gets to he a matter of person- 
alities. People who are otherwise lev- 
el-headed can become red in the face 
lose their temper ami almost froth 
at the mouth in defending or denounc- 
ing somebody they have never seen, 
know only by a printed picture and 
wouldn’t recognize In a crowd if his 
identity was not disclosed. 

I haven't any idea what might not 
happen to certain men and women of 
my acquaintance if this contest were 
extended beyond next Tuesday. They 
seem to be thoroughly besides them- 
selves. on the verge of a nervous 
breakdown; food does not appenl to 
them, sleep is practically out of the 
qui stion aiul business and social af 
fairs nre neglected. I sympathize with 
two women whom I overheard. They 
were hoping for the early arrival of 
Election Day. 

“I wish to heaven it was all over," 
groaned the first. 

“So do I,” the other agreed. "Ain’t 
the suspense turrible!” 


It was interesting to observe the 
enthusiasm with which the Democra- 
tic leaders joined in the criticism of 
the original arrangement of the State 
election ballot as prepared by Secre- 
tary of State Frederic \V. Cook. The 
contention that the new voters, whose 
intent was to vote for t lie Democratic 
Presidential candidates, might inad- 
vertently mark their cross at the left 
instead of the right of the names 
Smith and Robinson. A mark at the 
left would he for Foster and Gltlow, 
the candidates of the Workers’ Party. 
All this hypothetical picture was 
based on the fact that the Foster and 
Gitlow group was at the top of the col- 
umn on page one of the ballot and tie- 
smith and Robinson group at the top 
of the column on page two. 

The matter was brought to the at- 
tention of the State Ballot Law Com- 
mission. There is a grave question 
whether that body has any jurisdic- 
tion over the preparation of tin* bal- 
lot. There is nothing in the law which 
gives them any power in the matter, 
according to certain attorneys. I call 
attention to the fact that their deci- 
sion does not direct or order the Sec- 
retary of State to make a change in 
the typographical arrangement — it 
recommends that it he clone. 

Well, whether the situation justified 
all the hue and cry It is clear that 
the people who protested gave the 
new voter credit for a minor quantity 
of intelligence. I attended the hear- 
ing and listened to one man who near- 
ly burst into tears in his plea for the 
I women who would he casting their 
I first vote and who might he misled 
| by this particular ballot. This same 
I speaker went on to say that eight 
I years ago when a new form of ballot 
' was introduced many mistakes were 
made by tho voters, “largely in the 
; Back Bay and West Roxbury.” These, 
j by the way, are Republican wards. 

| I remember a political writer who 
i once prepared for his paper a story in 
| which lie said, “In the richer and so 
called intelligent sections frequent 
mistakes are made in marking the bal- 
lot . in the poorer and so-called less 
intelligent sections mistakes are never 
made; furthermore, the vote is heav- 
ier. sometimes greater than the total 
number of registered voters.” 


It is recognized that representa- 
tive government such as the United 
States of America has established for 
i itself, for the individual States and 
political subdivisions thereof is about 
the best there is. Yet there are times 
when we question thut fact. Grave 
. doubt comes to us on occasions and 
we ask ourselves "How may we be 
! sure we have; reached perfection?” 
j When a city like Newton turns out a 
woman employe after 33 years of ser- 
vice with a miserly pension of $25 
a month we may be certain that some- 
thing is wrong -very wrong indeed. 

I am well aware that in the case to 
which I refer, that of Mrs. Ella E. 
Mason, former police matron, the city 
government was influenced by tin opin- 
ion of the City Solicitor that she was 
not entitled to a pension as a member 
of the Police Department, which 
would have at least been a decent 
sum, hut must take the lowest pos- 
sible amount because her duties were 
so graded. Thut of course is final. 
At least it appears so in this case. All

AGAIN WINS FIRST PRIZE " 

Word was received recently from 
Pittsfield, Maine, where the Maine 
State Dairymen's meet has been In 
progress, thut the first prize and nil 


city solicitors *-e Infallible. They 
were never known to make mistakes. 
Consequently no Mayor or Hoard of 
Aldermen would for a moment think 
of disputing a City Solicitor’s opinion. 
That, at least, Is the ease In Newton. 
Iti other eities where there nre more 
daring souls in the city government 
that have at times questioned the 
opinion of the City Solicitor and with 
a rare display of courage have some- 
times actually overridden him. 

Nothing like that Is advisable In 
this case. I assume. It Is therefor up 
to the citizens to see that Justice is 
done. Almost within a year we had 
the spectacle of the people of Newton 
rallying to contribute to a purse for tin 
employee of tho city killed in the per- 
formance of his duty. We had the 
same old line from City Hall that it 
wouldn't be legal to vote money so 
the men and women of Newton re- 
sponded out of their own pockets. We 
were told that there would be legisla- 
tion enacted by the General Court to 
take care of such instances in the fu- 
ture. And there was, but it doesn’t 
seem that the new pension act for 
the city has taken in everything. 


Here we nre with Christmas ap- 
proachlng and the new system of 
handling mails in this city becoming 
more and more unsatisfactory. I have 
given up trying to keep count of the 
examples of delayed delivery that have 
been called to my attention. All seem 
to be about the snme. A letter is 
mailed in one part of the city, prop- 
erly addressed, and Is not delivered for 
4S or 72 hours and possibly longer. 
The fact that there is’ repetition in 
these complaints only proves that 
they are fully justified. It all seems 
to hang on collecting, sorting and de- 
livery. 

Personally I must admit that I am 
not an expert in postal matters. I 
agree that if I could get on the Fed- 
eral payroll that would make mo 
one and I would need no other qual- 
ifications. But I do not seek the hon- 
or or the salary. I cannot claim to 
have had any great experience beyond 
having written and mailed a great 
many letters In my time and also 
having received ami read many oth- 
ers I enjoy the personal acquaint- 
ance of a number of postotllce officials 
of varying degree and am on very 
good terms with the carrier whose 
route includes my modest dwelling. 

All this I set up to support my argu- 
ment that when we come right down 
to brass tacks the truth is we have- 
n’t got enough clerks and carriers. Of 
course we know that the men who 
have the handling of the mail, sort- 
ing and delivery included, are intelli- 
gent and competent. They are not 
sufficiently numerous, that’s the trou- 
ble. We must have more employes in- 
side and outside the office. If they 
were provided I wager things would 
go along much more speedily and 
smoothly. 

And now all I have to add is this — 
without assurance that there is likely 
to be any improvement In the situation 
Newton people would do well to start 
today mailing their Christmas cards 
and gifts for local stations. 

I have often wondered how this old 
world managed to exist prior to the 
advent of moving picture stars and 
their press agents. Almost every day, 
and oftener if my luck is running bad, 
I pick up a newspaper or magazine 
that contains several pictures in dif- 
ferent poses of a famous screen beau- 
ty and anywhere from 1,000 to 3.000 
words purporting to he her own. Usu- 
ally it is advice about marriage, a dis- 
cussion of the traits of character in a 
man concerning which any girl should 
be wise to b< 1 ire entering matrimony. 
At least, that i - tin* usual theme, but 
there may he a variation such as. 
"How I Married and Had a Career” 
or “Why I have never loved anything 
but my profession.” 

It is usually the mushiest kind of 
stuff and yet I am told there are many 
readers— far more than turn to mat- 
ters worthy of serious or half seri- 
ous thought. 1 • course I have no ob- 
jection to any motion picture actor or 
actress giving Ids or her views on 
some of tho more profound and dif- 
ficult problems that confront us in 
life.

THE PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION 

When tho voters of the Nation go 
to the polls on next November 6th 
they will register their votes in tho 
most important election ever held. 
We nre nearing the end of a most 
exciting campaign. Both parties have 
talked on the vital issues at stake and 
I we the people are the jury on the elec- 
tion and It Is our duty to render a 
verdict t hat will be a credit to the 
American Nation, and in future years 
we and our children can look hack 
with much pride and satisfaction that 
the election or 192S was the greatest 
moral victory of our history. 

It Is up to you, Mr. Voter, to con- 
sider the principles of the two candi- 
dates for President. Those principles 
nre easily understood and need no 
Interpreter. 

The Democratic nominee. Alfred E. 
Smith, represents a party that favors 
free trade with other nnttons, which 
would have hut one result; foreign 
made goods would come Into America 
at a lower price than we could manu- 
facture. Tills condition would he most 
unsatisfactory; unemployment would 
Increase, unrest would prevail and 
hard times would exist. The Demo- 
cratic nominee, Mr. Smith, is in reality 
the nominee of Tammany. Tammany, 
the political machine of New York 
City, represents tho reactionary wing 
of the Democratic party. This organ- 
ization forced the nomination of 
Smith and defeated the rank and file 
of the Democratic party. Tammany is 
honey-combed with politicians who 
seek nothing but graft and whose 
principles nre dishonest. Its public 
record 1ms long been unsatisfactory 
and leaves much to he desired. Tam- 
many may he able to control New 
York City hut it is unfitted to run the 
Nation. Gov. Smith if elected would 
favor modification of the ISth amend- 
ment and the Volstead Act; in other 
words, he would like to see the United 
States in the liquor business. What 
Gov. Smith favors is not only imprac- 
tical but Impossible. If Congress 
alone was to vote on tills question 
there is a hare possibility it might 
pass, hut In order to become a law it 
is necessary to have a vote of three 
quarters of our States and records 
show that 60 to 70 per cent of the 
States would vote against any change. 
Tills argument to modify the 18th 
Amendment has little merit and is of 
no value to the Country. 

The Republican nominee. Herbert 
C. Hoover, represents a party that has 
always been progressive, and whose 
achievements are recognized through- 
out the world. Secretary Hoover in 
my opinion is better fitted to assume 
the responsibilities of tho office of 
President than any other man who 
has been nominated by either party 
during tho last fifty years. 

Mr. Hoover is a civil engineer has 
been a builder of world renown; as 
food administrator during the World 
War, appointed by a Democratic Pres- 
ident. Woodrow Wilson, lie fed the Al- 
lied Nations, an accomplishment that, 
no other man dared undertake; as 
Secretary <»f Commerce under Presi- 
dent Coolidge. his duties have required 
much forethought and study, but the 
results attained have put our com- 
merce on a high level so that today 
we are leading the world. During the 
Mississippi Hood he was asked by the 
President to investigate conditions in 
the flooded district in order to pre- 
vent the recurrence of any such cal- 
amity In tin* future. What did Hoo- 
ver do? Within twenty-four hours he 
was i i the stricken area to make a 
study of the situation in order to make 
recommendations to end such destruc- 
tion oi property again. A Flood Relief 
liill was submitted to Congress and 
Hoover fought tootli and nail with the 
House, Senate and finally with Presi- 
dent Coolidge until this bill was 
passed because he knew he was right. 
Today Hood relief is under proper con- 
trol. Mr. Hoover, if elected, will ad- 
here to the Republican principle and 
demand a tariff that will assure pro- 
tection to our industries and keep our 
workers employed with good wages. 
The Republican party will insist on 
the strictest economy in the manage- 
ment of government affairs. The Re- 
publican party stands four square for 
the supremacy of our courts; for gov- 
ernment regulation of business and 
not government ownership, and fqr 
law enforcement. 

During this campaign there lias 
been much whispering on the religious 
issue. In my opinion this issue has 
no place in a political campaign. Do 
we elect a president because he goes 
to this or that church, because he is 
a Catholic, Protestant or Hebrew. My 
answer is n<>. We elect a man Presi- 
dent, first because lie Is a man, be- 
cause ids principles are upright and 
just, because he will observe all our 
laws and above all because lie is an 
American. 

On Farm Relief Gov. Smith assumes 
the role of a magician — "Now you see 
it and now you don’t.” Gov. Smith 
takes both ends and the middle on 
this issue, lie leaves us much in the 
dark. To the west lie says I am in 
favor of the equalization fee and to 
the east he is silent on this question. 
In his recent speech at Omaha lie 
says “When I am elected President 
(not if I am elected President) I will 
appoint a commission to study this 
problem." On such an important issuo 
should not tho President himself study 
the matter in order to make recom- 
mendations to Congress? Is it pos- 
sible that Gov. Smith knows so little 
about farm relief that he passes it on 
to a commission in order to avoid any 
responsibility? To quote Sen. Borah 
— "When wo in the Senate have a 
measure to onact and we cun come to 
no agreement we appoint a commis- 
sion to Investigate it, and investiga- 
tions are of little or no value.” If 
Herbert Hoover is elected President 
ho himself will make a survey of tho 
entire agricultural situation in order 
to bring about constructive farm re- 
lief. He will allow no commission to 
toss it around and make it u political 
footbull. 

Mr. Voter, don’t be deceived, this 
election is going to lie won on one 
issue, Prohibition. Modification of the 
18th Amendment is simply a Demo- 
cratic smoke screen, to hide tho real 
issue — Law Enforcement. It is a ges- 
ture to attract tho Republican voter. 
Mr. Smith well realizes ho cannot win 
without these votes. 

The Republican party lias endorsed 
the Coolidge administration, an ud- 
ministration without precedent in gov-

High School will long remember the 
charm and beauty of this series of j 
panels, with background of music, i 
The smoothness and finish of the pro- 
duction, the harmony and gorgeous- 
ness of costume, the poise of the 
actors, the ability of participants, 
made for moments of pleasure and ab- 
sorption for all beholders. Maude 
Nichols Lyons In her assembling of 
the tableaux lias brought a most color- 
ful and noteworthy series of the out- 
standing events of this wonderful old 
religious story. Quite the most wise 
of ideas was the entry of all actors, 
in the order of their appearance for 
the story’s development , down the cen- 
tre aisle, thence to the stage where 
the throne awaited King Arthur, and 
his court seemed to gather. This 
gave excellent opportunity to view the 
costumes, and to become acquainted 
with the various characters, before 
seeing them In the panels that silent- 
ly told the story’s progress. 

There was a thrill in the coming 
of the two heralds, who swung with 
almost military precision Into their 
places beside the dais and with their 
trumpets signalled the opening of the 
court and of the pageant. The bearer 
of Hie Grail, In long white robe, with 
wings, and a sparkling head-dress 
pendant to the lighted grail, brought 
a gasp of admiration. Sir Galahad, 
youthful, spiritual, in his red costume 
and golden helmet; the nuns, simple 
in white, with withdrawing cowl that 
signified aloofness from the world, or 
sombre in black, as If in sorrowing 
penance; Sir Percival, Sir Launcelot, 
Sir Boris, resplendent In silver armour, 
silver helmets tufted with gay feath- 
ers, and gauntlets, the first bearing a 
gorgeous shield of blue and orange; 
King Arthur in his royal robe of pur- 
ple; the impudently entertaining jes- 
ter in red; aged Amfortas whose robes 
of white matched his flowing beard; 
Blanchfleur, beloved of Galahad, but 
with spiritual understanding which 
sent him forward to his high mission, 
pathetically lovely, in bridal garb, with 
silver train ,and her bouquet; the 
Spirit of Joseph spelling high purpose 
in his old-world white robes; the 
Bishop in his ecru lace surplice above 
a colorful frock; the gorgeous (laugh- 
ter of Herodius, with shimmering 
spangled white robe, bearing defiantly, 
proudly, aloft the head of John the 
Baptist upon the golden platter; the 
forbidding Knight with Spear whose 
high task was protection of the castle; 
the wonderfully lovely Bearers of the 
Seven-branch Candle-sticks, whose 
brilliant robes were most effective 
when brought Into prominence from 
the lighted tapers; the sombre Keeper 
of the Gate, in robe of brown, and with 
beard of white, as if his high duty 
gave no opportunity for other than the 
drab color of life; the resplendent 
Knights of the Round Table with sil- 
ver helmets, and ornamented shields; 
the white-winged angels, with golden 
halos, offering their touch of spiritual 
beauty; the maidens in costumes and 
hair bandeaux ranging in color from 
pale tones of pink and blue and gray 
to deeper rose and green and yellows, 
some sparkling with spangles, ranging 
from simplicity and innocence to more 
sophisticated; so passed the proces- 
sion down the centre aisle and swept 
or glided upon the stage, as character 
demanded of pride of rank or of hu- 
mility, each a new bit to attract the 
eye and heart. 

And then the panels, with their de- 
veloping story, read effectively in sim- 
plicity and calm dignity by the Club’s 
president, and general chairman in 
charge of the Pageant, Mrs. Joseph A. 
Otis, whose black sparkling robe and 
silver scarf and silver head-dress 
seemed to make her proud priestess of 
the role. First, the Vision, when the 
babe, Galahad, iti the arms of the nun, 
is seen with the Bearer of the Grail 
hovering above him, in token of his 
high destiny, the nun only vaguely 
sensing some higher presence. Next 
the thrill of the coming of Sir Launce- 
lot, proud father of Galahad, accom- 
panied by the Knight. Sir Boris, to 
take him before the King, and we see 
the boy helmetless kneeling, taking 
the coveted oath, before the lighted 
candles as his father fastens t lie 
golden spurs. Mrs. Clinton W. Kyle’s 
sweet voice matched the sweetness of 
this moment in her solo, “Panis 
Angelicas.” Here, too, a violin solo 
was played by Elisa Fabes Biron. 
Third, the Round Table of King Ar- 
thur, when Galahad is led in to the 
King, by Joseph of Arlmathea, the 
religious spirit of old days, bequeath- 
ing to his descendant the spiritual 
force that made it possible for him 
to dare to take the Seat Perilous at 
the Table Round, which to sit upon 
and not he true and pure meant death. 
The alto solo of that ever lovely 
“Voice in the Wilderness” by Mrs. 
George W. Abbott, was one of the 
most charming events of the evening. 
Her rich quality of tone, Its depth, its 
roundness, and her expression of liv- 
ing her role thrilled the heart. 

Panel IV, the Departure of t lie gor- 
geously arrayed knights, with their 
banner: Panel V, the Castle of the 
Grail, where Amfortas lies in n stupor 
for his sin, and the maidens are under 
a spell, so that, spiritually dead, they 
do not see the wonderful vision of 
the lovely Bearer of the Grail: Panel 
VI, Galahad arriving at the gate, and 
the overcoming of sin, in the battle 
with these exemplifying Knights; 
Panel VII, the gaining of the Key to 
the Castle, where the sombre-garhed 
Keeper of pure righteousness of the 
Old World submits the key: then the 
triumphant Panel VIII, where in the 
Castle of Maidens they joyously greet 
their deliverer from the spell and pre- 
sent their hands to he kissed; Panel 
IX, the Farewell to Blanchfleur, pa- 
thetic and lovely In bridal robe, with 
Mrs. William T. Jones singing the deli- 
cate soprano solo; Panel X, when 
Galahad asks the right question of 
helpless Amfortas, in the wonderment 
of the vision of the Holy Grail, "Wliut 
aileth three, oh King, and what mean 
eth these things?”; and Amfortas, 
freed, explains how he mount not to 
sin, and wins freedom to u greater 
life; Panel XI, when Galahad is hailed 
the Deliverer, and beholds the Grail 
— the cup thut his ancestor Joseph res- 
cued ufter the Lust Supper, when Je- 
sus hud drunk from it, ami in which 
ho hud caught the precious blood of 
the Master ut Calvary — with a dourly- 


sting soprano solo "The Lord Is My 
Light," by Mrs. Blunt Ripley, In which 
site well showed the praise and faith 
of the accomplishment through divine 
aid; and finally, Iho breathtaking 
panel XII of The Golden Tree, lifer 
ally a glorious tree of golden leaves, 
the growth and fruit of Galahad’s per- 
petual obedience and service a vision 
that Its viewers will never forget In 
Its loveliness. 

At Its conclusion Mrs. Otis graci- 
ously Introduced Maude Nichols 
Lyons, who, however, having con- 
ducted at various moments, had al- 
ready attracted keen interest, in her 
sparkling aquamarine sequin evening 
frock.

Conspicuous 
in one corner stood an original Bill 
of Sale for negro slaves; against this 
appropriate background, Miss Mary 
Wigglesworth. whoso own ancestors 
had been sold into slavery, stood and 
sang The Battle Hymn of the Repub- 
lic. Old Black Joe. John Brown's Body 
and several other songs. A larger 
building, close to the cabin, also full 
of Civil War trophies was then 
opened, and hot chocolate and crack- 
ers served by the hostess.

Prof. Mather Finishes First Series of 
Four Lectures 

Last Sunday Prof. Kirtley F. Mather 
pave the concluding lecture in the 
tirst series of the season which he is 
delivering before the Mather Class 
at the Newton Centre Woman’s Club 
House. 

At the outset he took occasion to 
clear up some misunderstanding about 
the class. Everybody, who likes to 
conic, is welcome. There are no age 
limits. It is sponsored by the Baptist 
Church but is not restricted to Bap 
lists. It is open to the whole com- 
munity. There is regular and associ- 
ate membership. The only difference 
is that the associate members are 
those who, because of teaching ap- 
pointments, or other reason, cannot 
he present Sunday morning. They 
share everything else. On the tirst 
Sunday after the first Wednesday of 
each month there is a Round Table. 
The tirst one will he Nov. 11, at Prof. 
Mather's home. The Class Party 
comes the third Wednesday of each 
month. The next one will be Nov. 21. 

This series of talks deals with the 
nature of Nature. Some think that the 
administration of the universe is 
antagonistic to man. Some say it is 
favorable, ami others think it is in- 
different. 

There is no absolute standard by 
which to evaluate nature or natural 
laws. We cannot get outside of our- 
selves. All that we know is filtered 
through our own minds and colored 
by the tint of our own eyes. Man can 
make a satisfactory Interpretation of 
nature by using the test of utility. It 
works. Science accomplishes things 
on that assumption. 

As time goes on. we should dream 
of a greater and greater God, hut our 
dreams should he reasonable and rest 
securely on a rock foundation, even 
though in our speculations we have 
to go out beyond the territory of def- 
inite. proved fact. 

The old idea that the world was 
made for man is inaccurate. Man 
was made for the world and was 
adapted to the physical conditions of 
the world. Living creatures have 
been molded into conformity with ac- 
tual conditions. Man lias learned how 
to live in accordance with the uni- 
verse until now he has supremacy. 
He utilizes the contributions of other 
animals, but he is no longer in com- 
petition with the animals. To he sure, 
we still apparently compete with the 
insect world, particularly the bacteria. 
We have not completely subdued them, 
hut we know how to do. or can find 
out if we so desire; and when enough 
human beings want to conquer any 
bacteria, it is possible, as is shown 
by the elimination of malaria and yel- 
low fever from many places in the 
world. 

Man has physical capabilities, a 
trained mind, a developed intellect, 
and moral and spiritual powers, by 
virtue of all of which he has won 
through to his present position, and 
lie gets a response in the universe 
outside of him. You can't explain man 
without the forces which have per- 
mitted and directed him, for man 
alone is but an inadequate and tern 
porary creature. 

Man is a little lower than the 
angels. He finds a response in the 
universe to that spiritual fire within 
him which sends him forth to con- 
quer the world and all that’s in it. 
The opportunity is open to many but 
is seized hv the few. 

Nature is characterized by oppor- 
tunity. not determinism. Heredity and 
environment set limits for us all. but 
there is opportunity within the limi- 
tations. Wo cannot go outside the 
circle circumscribed about us. No 
one can jump, naked, from a high 
peak and expect to sprout wings be 
fore he strikes bottom. Heredity and 
gravity set definite limits to wliat we 
can do. There was no one-toed horse 
from a five-toed horse. There had to 
be a three-toed horse in between. But 
who fills the circle of his life to the 
full? There is room for the individual 
to make something of Ills life within 
his limitations. 

Nature leaves it to us to decide. 
Physical realities are indifferent to 
man. Whether or not the spiritual 
realities are indifferent to man must 
he left to the experience of the in- 
dividual. The indifference of nature 
is good for man. It would he very had 
if any extraneous occurrence could 
upset the uniform operation of nat- 
ural laws. God does not pluck a few 
individual brands from the burning 
and put them over in the good place 
when told that the beneficiaries are 
ready for that to happen. God Is no 
nurse maid to shelter mail from his 
follies and mistakes. God gives man 
the strength of mind and heart and 
soul, as well as the potential abilities 
to improve his life*. 

The nature of Nature is: 

1. Opportunity. 

2. Responsibility on man. 

2. Ability to meet the opportunity 
and live up to the responsibility. 

1. Then Nature goes off and leaves 
man to his fate. The door is open but 
he is not forced to enter. The deci- 
sion is till on him. Nature is looking 
on to see whether or not man will 
make good. 

Prof. Mather said that lie was sorry 
for the man who thinks that that sort 
of a God is no better than no God at 
all. 

Atheism is made by making up your 
mind as to wliat sort of God you 
want, then trying to find Him, and 
not succeeding. Some think that God 
is in direct and immediate control of 
everything. This causes trouble. 

In tin* discussion the question of 
child training was raised. An 8-year 
old thinks God is doing everything, 
putting tit*- stars in the sky, and seud- 
iiig rain and sunshine. Prof. Mather 
■•a id that It was not disastrous for a 
child to think that way, for the race 
believed the sunn* thing when It was 
eight years old. The same transition 
cullies lit the child that dime to tint 
race. The responsibility is on the 
parents, when tint child is 12 to ir> 
years old, to make certain t hut tin 
inevitable transition is a correct oni 
In the normal course of mental dc 
vclopiucnt. tint child will come out 
all right. Never poke fuu at the child 
who has a child like belief in God. 
Help him steadily to dream for his

Mrs. Mason’s Pension Discussed 

By Members Of City Government 

Alderman Collins States That The Matter Cannot Be 
Re-Opened Under The New Pension Act 


Tremendous Vote Cast In Newton 
For The Entire Republican Ticket 


TERMS $3.00 A YEA* 


At the mooting of the Hoard of Al- 
dermen on Monday night, Alderman 
Collins, chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee, referring to a petition which 
had been received asking the aider- 
men to make an effort to obtain a 
more liberal pension for Mrs. Ella Ma- 
son, retired police matron, stated that 
there is a misunderstanding among 
the public regarding this matter. The 
petition asked the Aldermen to reopen 
this case. Mr. Collins explained that 
while the Hoard is in sympathy with 
the petition, it cannot reopen this mat- 
ter as the pension was granted under 


ter as the pension wao niamou >•»»««. 
an act of the Legislature. Her pen- 
sion, explained Mr. Collins, is deter- 
mined by the Pension Board and up 
to the present time the Pension Board 
does not know what her pension will 
be because of Its inability to procure 
information about Mrs. Mason’s wages 
during the earlier years of her em- 
ployment by the Police Department. 
She has not filed the figures showing 
what she received. Mr. Collins ex- 
plained that under the provisions of 
the Pension Act for Newton’s employ- 
ees, $300 yearly is the minimum fixed 
and this is the basis on which Mrs. 
Mason’s pension has been paid pend- 
ing further information. 

Alderman Powers stated that before 
the Board of Aldermen accepted the 
Pension Act ho had Inquired what pen- 
sion Mrs. Mason would receive and he 
had been informed that the amount 
would be $600 yearly. The Ward 1 
member remarked that ho feels confi- 
dent that the Chairman of the Finance 
Committee, when he gave this esti- 
mate, sincerely believed this figure to 
be correct. Alderman Powers gave 
the information that during the earlier 
years of her employment as Police 
Matron, Mrs. Mason did not receive 
a regular salary, but was paid accord- 
ing to the time she gave. From 1904 
until 1916 she was paid at the rate of 
$1 per day. During succeeding years 
her salary was gradually increased un- 
til 1927 when she was given $1160. 
He said that he quoted these figures 
to refute the criticism made by some 
that "Mrs. Mason should have been 
able to save money during the years 
she held the position.” The Ward 1 
alderman referred to the cpntention 
which has been made that — "Mrs. Ma- 


son made applictaion for a pension 
last January before the Pension Act 
was accepted by the city of Newton, 
and that had she received a pension 
then, she would have been awarded 
more than she now receives.” 

Alderman Collins replied that he 
had not stated specifically that "Mrs. 
Mason would receive $600, but had 
given this amount as a rough esti- 
mate.” He explained that one matter 
which works against Mrs. Mason re- 
ceiving a larger pension is the fact 
that she was over the retirement age 
specified in the Pension Act during 
the last 10 years of her employment 
as police matron, these being the 
years during which her salary was ap- 
preciably increased. He stated that 
until the Contributory Pension Act 
was accepted by the city, Mrs. Mason 
was not eligible for a pension and so 
could not have been given one when 
she applied the first of the year, as 
the ruling was made that she was not 
a member of the Police Department. 

Alderman Noone asked if the fact 
that Mrs. Mason resided at Police 
Headquarters was taken into consider- 
ation in determining the amount of 
h<$r pension — being quarters at the po- 
lice building having been part of her 
allowance? Mr. Collins answered that 
this fact had not been mentioned in 
the Pension Act, it was a matter for 
the City Solicitor. 

Alderman Heathcote remarked that 
the advertising resulting from Mrs. 
Mason’s pension was not to the advan- 
tage of the Aldermen. He had asked 
Mrs. Mason to obtain the figures show- 
ing her wages from 1896 to 1903 but 
that the$e figures could not be ob- 
tained as the police records for those 
years does not give them. He stated 
that it has been the wish of the 
Finance Committee of the Aldermen 
to grant Mrs. Mason an adequate pen- 
sion, but the alderman have been un- 
able to pension her on a half salary 
basis as are policemen, because the 
City Solicitor has ruled that she was 
not employed on a Civil Service basis. 

Alderman Gallagher agreed with Mr. 
Heathcote and asserted that Mrs. Ma- 
son should be helped by the city. He 
commented that the present situation 
has caused severe criticism of the Al- 
dermen. 


| Ninety-Six Per Cent Vote Gives Hoover Large Lead. Sunday Sports Favored And 
Prohibition Endorsed By Narrow Margin 


Two Gas Filling Stations Opposed 
By Many Residents Of Newtonville 

Lively Hearing at City Hall on Application, For 
Filling Stations On Walnut Street 


Newton has never experienced such 
a national election as that held on 
Tuesday. The utmost activity was 
manifested by both the Republican 
and Democratic committees all over 
the city augmented by plenty of vol- 
unteers. This work brought out the 
largest vote and the largest percent- 
age of the vote to the registered list 
that Newton has ever witnessed. 
28,798 ballots were cast, 96% of the 
registered vote of the city. 

Hoover received 18,074 votes and 
Smith 10,438. There wore 64 scatter- 
ing votes and 222 blank ballots for 
this office. 

Allen had 17,831 votes for governor 
and Cole 10,050. both trailing the head 
of the ticket slightly. 

For Senator, Y'oung received 17 146 
votes to 10,648 for Walsh, who thus 
led the Democratic ticket. 

For Representatives to the General 
Court in the 4th district William B 
Baker with 7,608 and Representative 
R. C. Thompson with 7415 were elected. 
Gallagher the sole Democratic candi- 
date, having 5994. In the 5th district 
Representatives Saltonstall and Luit- 
wieler were re-elected without opposi- 
tion. 

The referenda attracted consider- 
able interest. Sunday sports were ap- 
proved by a vote of 13,695 in favor 
to 11,131 opposed. West Newton hill, 
the south side of Auburndale, Newton 
Highlands and Waban and one pre- 
F* nct , ® acl1 1,1 Newton Centre and 
Ward 7, were the only parts of the 
city in opposition. 3972 voters failed 
to act on this matter. 


On the question of instructing the 
state senator to favor a repeal of the 
1 8th amendment, there were 12,161 in 
favor and 12,344 opposed. Newton- 
vibe, West Newton hill, the south side 
of Auburndale, Newton Highlands, 
Waban, Newton Centre and one pro 
ciuct in ward 7 voted against the ques 
tion. 4293 voters were not recorded. 

The vote for president in the Mt. 
Ida precinct was remarkably dose, 
Hoover receiving 950 and Smith 951. 

A sad Incident of the day was the 
death of Mrs. Ella N. Marshall, who 
died from heart disease while inside 
the rail at Precinct 1 of Ward 7. 
Mrs. Marshall had received her ballot 
and was about to mark it. when she 
collapsed and died within a few min- 
utes. Medical Examiner George L 
West said that death was due to heart 
disease. 

The voting began early and by 10 
o’clock fully a third of the registered 
voters had cast their ballots. 

The Boy Scouts were present at 
each voting precinct and rendered 
courteous and efficient service in di- 
recting the voters to the right voting 
place. 

The returns were quite late In 
reaching City Hall although the vote 
for presidential election was can- 
vassed first and telephoned to the Citv 
Clerk. 3

“CHARITY" AND OVERHEAD 
EXPENSE 

“Why does such a large percentage 
of the expenditures of the Newton 
Welfare Bureau go towards adminis- 
trative expense and not Relief” is the 
question which was considered at the 
November Board Meeting of the Wel- 
fare Bureau on this week Wednesday, 
November 7. Miss Ruth Chapin, the, 
Secretary of the Bureau, cited many 
instances in which the services of the 
Bureau were required but for which 
no money relief was expended. In 
fact, the majority of its cases is this 
type. 

Runaway children, ne’er do well 
relatives of Newton families who find 
themselves stranded in any part of 
the United States are referred to the 
Bureau, and although no money is 
spent in such cases they require ex- 
penditure of time and effort. Trying 
to secure the right care for feeble- 
minded children and psychopathic peo- 
ple takes many hours, of work and 
yet no “relief” is needed. 

Miss Chapin cited two instances in 
which during three weeks’ time no 
money was spent but in one case, 25 
telephono and 6 personal calls were 
necessary and in the other, 14 per- 
sonal and 30 telephone calls were 
made. 

During the month of October, 31 
Newton families were given financial 
assistance, whereas 77 were given 
other service only. During the year 


1927, 38% of the total expenditures 
of the Bureau went as “relief” into 137 
families, whereas the expense for the 
other forms of “service” given to the 
other 203 families would come under 
the so-tailed “overhead." Many fami- 
lies are assisted by the Bureau over 
a period of years with legal, medical, 
financial, and friendly advice yet with 
very little financial expense. 

It is always much easier to hand 
out doles and food and money, but 
to do so indiscriminately, Miss Chapin 
said, would do more harm than good. 
In finishing she quoted the phrase, 
“Do not judge the Newton Welfare 
Bureau by t lie number of people it 
supports but' by the number it makes 
self-supporting.” The Bureau "is sole- 
ly a service organization and every 
dollar spent— whether for relief or ad- 
ministration— is expended in the serv- 
ice of its clients.”

He called attention 
to the fact that Mr. Orr owns much 
property nearby and is a heaw tax- 
payer. 

Mr. Peter Turchon. owner of the 
Colonna Apartments, located opposite 
the site of the station asked for bv 
Mr. Orr. lead the opposition aeainst 
the granting of the petition. He stated 
that the occupants of the 28 apart- 
ments in the building oppose having a 
gasoline station across the street be- 
cause of the noise and odors it will 
cause, because of traffic hazards It will 
produce and because of the diminished 
parking space it will bring about. He 
argued that there are alreadv too 
many gasoline stations in Newton-

IN THE JUNGLE 


Mr. Carveth Wells delivered a most 
entertaining and enjoyable illustrated 
lecture in the Parish House of the 
Second Church on last Sunday eve- 
ning. November 4. selecting for his 
subject, “My Six Years in the Jungles 
of Malay.” Mr. Wells kept his audi- 
ence in a spirit of mirth and good 
nature from the moment of his intro- 
duction and the outbursts of genuine 
laughter were so frequent that the 
echoes of one faded just in time for 
the next. Mr. Wells first described 
his life in "The Jungles’’ as an en- 
gineer sent by the government to sur- 
vey for the first railroad in that sec- 
tion of the country and later showed 
the picture on the screen of his rail- 
road complete with the train and en- 
gine in action. 

Mr. Wells has been quoted as being 
a genius at “Making a truth sound 
like a lie.” and tiie first part of his 
lecture bore out the statement, when 
he told about "Fish climbing trees.” 
and later put upon the screen, the fish 
with most unusual fins, which enabled 
him to easily climb any tree. The 
taming of wild elephants and tiie 
herds of them which the king has col 
looted for his own amusement, the 
various apes and monkeys, were to 
those unfamiliar to jungle life some- 
what surprising. The temperature of 
Malay which is always 80 degrees at 
night and 82 degrees in the day time, 
seemed quite liveable until the 
speaker announced that in the sun. 
tiie temperature was 160. The vivid 
colorings in Mr. Wells’ pictures were 
most unusual and beautiful, with the 
houses up on "stilts” with perfectly 
dry land around them, with boats tied 
to tiie front doors; while a picture 
taken two hours later, after one of 
their ordinary rains, the whole coun- 
try looked like one big lake and one 
could realize the need of boats tied 
to every door. Nine inches of rnin in 
two hours is but a common shower in 
Malay. The origin of Pearl tapioca, 
which is produced from a poisonous 
potato, but extracted in such a fash- 
ion as to produce a pasty substance, 
which is kneaded and drained until it 
becomes “Pearls of tapioca.” 

The cocoanuts which are white 
when taken from the trees, but turn 
brown from exposure and age, gave 
new thought to those who had not 
learned of the earlier stages of these 
things with which we are so familiar 
The beautiful orchids which grow 
wild, were too dresden in coloring 
to hardly seem real and one could not 
fail to think of The Divine Artist who 
causes such wonders to grow even in 
jungles. Miss Eleanor Bingham. Miss 
Elizabeth Phalen and Miss Sally Drew, 
were "The Artists Models,” upon 
which the speaker exhibited tiie vari- 
ous costumes worn by tiie natives of 
Malay. The Newton Mothers’ Club, 
who presented Mr. Wells, in tiie place 
of their usual Annual Bridge Lunch- 
eon, are to bo congratulated upon 
their very successful endeavor. 

ROTARY CLUB 

Mr. Don M. Hill was the guest and 
speaker at the regular noon luncheon 
of tiie Rotary Club held at the Wood- 
land Golf Club. Mr. Hill, who is com 
nmndor of Newton Post of tiie A uteri 
• an Legion, spoke of the observance 
of Armistice Day and gave an Inter 
eating account of how it was observed 
in London. Ho also gave some per 
sonal experiences during the war and 
closed with an appeal to the club to 
support a movement for the erection 
of u suitable memorial to the rest 
dents of Newton in all the wars in 
which the United States has been en 
gaged.

NEWTON HOSPITAL 

During the week ending November 
3rd there were 112 patients in the 
hospital, of whom 42 paid as much or 
more than cost of care. 40 paid less 
than cost of care and 30. including ba- 
bies were treated free. 8 babies were 
born, 5 girls and 3 boys. 107 patients 
were treated by the out-patient depart- 
ment and 11 in the eye clinic. 3 so- 
cial service calls were made in the 
homes and 11 patients were trans- 
ferred by tiie social service car. 

During the month of October 471 pa- 
tients. including 325 regular, and 146 
out-patient and x-ray. were admitted 
to the hospital. 318 were discharged. 
The largest number for any one t wen- 
tv-four hours was 135. and the small- 
est 104. The daily average for the 
month was 120.39. 52 babies were 

born. 27 girls and 25 boys. 49" pa- 
tients were treated in the out-patient 
department. 4S in the eye clinic. 62 
accident cases were treated in the 
Operating Room. 224 regular surgi 
cal cases were cared for in the Op- 
erating Room. There were 230 en- 
tries to the X-Ray Department. 75 
social service calls were made in tiie 
hospital and 27 in the homes. 34 pa- 
tients were transferred by the social 
service car.

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EDITORIAL 

It is most humiliating for Massa- 
chusetts Republicans to realize that 
while the entire country recognized 
the pre-eminent ability of Mr. Hoover 
for the great office of president, this 
state allied its efforts with the least 
progressive states in the union, and 
Its IS electoral votes will be cast 
for the opposition candidate. It is a 
matter of deep regret that this extra- 
ordinary result was probably brought 
about by the so-called “wet” Republi- 
cans who had not the brains or the 
breadth of vision to realize that a 
vote for Clover nor Smith on the pro- 
hibition Issue was a vote In favor of 
a most improbable result.

OPPOSE SALE OF M. & B. POLES 
AT HIGHLANDS 


A number of Newton Highlands resi- 
dents appeared at the meeting of the 
aldermen <>n Monday night t<> oppose 
tlie sale of poles which have been 
used by the Middlesex & Boston 
Street Railway to the Boston, Worces- 
ter & New York Street Railway Com- 
pany. The poles in question are lo- 
cated on Homer and Walnut streets 
and the Boston & Worcester desires 
to buy them to bring current Trom the 
Homer street power house to its wires 
on Boylston street, Newton Highlands. 

W. B. Wood of 1036 Walnut street 
objected to the transfer being al- 
lowed. He stated that he had been a 
property owner for 40 years and that 
the agreement between the city and 
the Middlesex & Boston Street Rail- 
way called for the removal of the 
poles and wires when the car tracks 
were taken up. Mr. Wood said that 
the residents of Walnut street wanted 
the wires removed. 

George E. Pernald of 1033 Walnut 
street expressed the opinion that the 
Edison Company has sufficient poles 
to carry its current to the Boston & 
Worcester wires without necessitating 
the use of the old Middlesex & Bos- 
ton poles. Leslie Anderson of 56 
Hartford street asserted that every 
family on that street objected to poles 
being used on that street by the Bos- 
ton Ac Worcester. Alderman Baker 
asked Jeremiah Horan, who repre- 
sented the Boston & Worcester Com- 
pany. where the company now gets its 
power. Mr. Horan replied that the 
power is obtained at Framingham but 
that more power is wanted here to 
permit better service for Newton. He 
stated that he understands tiie poles 
will be sold to the Edison Company if 
they are not sold to the Boston Ac 
Worcester. He remarked that the 
citizens of Newton are familiar with 
the financial troubles the company 
has had the past five years and they 
should try to assist it. Alderman Bail 
asked Mr. Horan if his company has 
considered using an underground con- 
duit and was told that tiie company 
cannot afford it. 

Mr. Hayes of 1030 Walnut street 
inquired of Mr. Horan regarding the 
size of the wires to he used and was 
told that the same size wires as have 
been used will he continued but that 
the poles now on Lincoln street will 
be changed to Hartford street. Mr. 
Hayes gave the information that a 
negative wire will have to be added to 
return the current to the Homer 
street station. Mr. T. A. Lane of 
974 Walnut street stated he repre- 
sented 50 families in his neighborhood 
who oppose the sale of the poles be- 
ing permitted because of the danger to 
their children from fallen wires.

ALDERMEN MEET 


A regular meeting of the Bonrd of 
Aldermen was held on Monday night.

Walnut street, Newtonville. These 
hearings are referred to in another 
part of the pnper. 

Other petitions for gasoline stations 
which were given hearings at the 
meeting Monday night were those of 
Michael L. Barry for a station on Boyl- 
ston street. Chestnut Hill on property 
formerly owned by the Boston Ice Com- 
pany; John McDonald for a station at 
217 California street. Nonantum, Louis 
Andrews for tut increase in capacity 
from 500 to 1500 gallons at his sta- 
tion, 1121 Chestnut street, Upper 
Falls; George Prince for a station at 
the rear of 63 Lexington street. West 
Newton, in connection with a garage 
and repair shop. This Is part of the 
Gorgone property where the fatal ex- 
plosion occurred last January. 

Edmund McDonald appeared to fa- 
vor the petition for the station at 217 
California street. He explained that 
this location is in a manufacturing 
district, there are no churches or 
schools nearby, tho station property 
will have ;» frontage of 75 feet and* a 
depth of 48 feet.

Irving Paul asked for a permit 
to erect a 6 car garage in the coalyard 
of the Luther Paul Company at 31 
Paul street, Newton Centre. He said 
the garage is needed to house trucks 
which are now kept outdoors. 

Hearings were announced on peti- 
tions for sewers in Linwood avenue 
and Valentine park, for the widening 
of the northeasterly side of Elm 
street between Washington and Web- 
ster streets, West Newton, and for 
the laying out and acceptance of Whit- 
ney road, Newtonville. 

The Claims and Rules Committee 
reported recommending leave to with- 
draw on the rfdaims against the city 
entered by Mrs. F. O. Harrell of New- 
tonville for damage to clothing caused 
by tar on a public highway, Mary E. 
Soden for damage to her automobile 
caused by a collision with the Library 
truck, PL C. Bliss formerly of Jack- 
son road on account of the illness of 
his wife caused by gas escaping as a 
result of sewer work on that street. 

Alderman Collins had the rules sus- 
pended to permit the appropriation 
of $150 to defray expenses incurred 
last Memorial Day. Alderman Earle 
of the special committee to consider a 
memorial to those who served In the 
World War reported that the commit- 
tee had conferred with the (Mty Solici- 
tor regarding the sign board on the 
triangle at Homer street and Com- 
monwealth avenue, where it is pro- 
posed to place the memorial, and re- 
garding the borrowing of money by 
the city to erect the memorial. He 
stated that the committee will, in the 
near future bring in a detailed re- 
port. Alderman Collins had the rules 
suspended to allow the appropriation 
of $1957 for sewer house connections. 

Alderman Bail asked that a traffic 
signal be placed at the corner of 
Woodward and Boylston streets, New- 
ton Highlands, near where a fatal 
accident occurred recently, and where 
a signal was supposed to have been 
installed last Fall. Chairman Greben- 
stein of the Traffic Committee prom- 
ised to take action on this matter. Al- 
derman Temperly asked that traffic 
signals be placed at the corner of 
Eliot and Boylston streets, and the 
intersection of Boylston and Chestnut 
streets in the Upper Falls district to 
lessen speeding at these points. Al- 
dermaa Heathcote asked for a street 
light near the station of Truck 1 at 
Newtonville. Alderman Earle of the 
Public Works Committee explained 
that the signals have been ordered but 
that they cannot be installed until an 
inspector from the State Department 
of Public Works approves of the vari- 
ous locations. Alderman Grebenstein 
stated that all these lights will he in- 
stalled within 3 weeks.

AUTO ACCIDENTS 


Sunday evening Mrs. Helen Howes 
of 111 I)alhy street, Nonatit urn, and 
MIhh Emily Butler of Cuba street, 
Watertown, were struck by an auto- 
mobile as they were crossing Water- 
town street near the Watertown 
Knights of Columbus clubhouse a 
short distance from the Newton line. 
The driver of the ear speeded away 
leaving his two vletims lying on the 
street. They were picked up by F'a 
trolman James Burke of the Water- 
town police who happened along, and 
taken to Police Headquarters at West 
Newton. There it was found that 
Miss Butler has escaped with slight 
injuries hut Mrs. Howes had suffered 
a slight concussion of the brain and 
painful injuries to her legs. She was 
taken to the Newton Hospital for 
treatment. 

Sunday night as Mrs. Mary Potter 
of 2117 Commonwealth avenue, Au- 
lmrndale, was driving her car along 
Watertown street, Newtonville, a 
large closed car came up rapidly from 
behind, struck Mrs. Potter’s car, and 
after pushing it for about 100 feet, 
broke from the contact and was 
driven rapidly up Wildwood avenue. 
The “speeder" was not acquainted 
with the locality as Wildwood avenue 
is a dead-end street and when the “hit 
and run" hero reached the blind end, 
he adopted the reckless expedient of 
operating his heavy car across the 
links of the Albemarle Golf Club, 
plowing ruts until he came to Crafts 
street. The car bore either a Vermont 
or New f York registration plate. When 
the collision occurred, Mrs. Potter was 
thrown against the steering wheel and 
slightly injured. 


THE DRUNKEN DRIVER 

“The reasons for Government Pro 
hlbition are summed up administra- 
tively by Robbins Stoeekel. Commis 
sioner of Motor Vehicles of Connecti- 
cut, when he says that the driver who 
is quite drunk is usually not danger- 
ous because he is so easily detected 
or incapacitated, but that the 'really 
dangerous driver is the man who has 
had one or two dTinks only, who still 
thinks he is in possession of his facul- 
ties, but whose driving judgment has 
been impaired.’ A moderate drink, a 
slight swerve in the wrong direction, 
colliding with any one of the twenty- 
three million motor vehicles that 
crowd the nation’s highways, may re- 
sult fatally. 

“If the Pennsylvania Railroad cat 
arrogate to itself the right to forbid 
its locomotive engineers to drink a 
drop, even when off duty, may not 
the American people, through its legal- 
ly authorized representatives, forbid 
all automobile drivers to do the same? 
He who drives a locomotive 60 miles 
an hour has a steel track to steer his 
course for him, and the train lie passes 
lias another. But he who drives an 
automobile 60 miles an hour has to 
steer his own course for himself on 
a common highway, and every car he 
passes is at his mercy. Moreover 
each crossroad he conies to is a grade 
crossing. Every engine r is a trained 
professional; but most automobile 
drivers are amateurs. If private Pro- 
hibition applied to the professional on 
a protected track is justified, surely 
governmental Prohibition, applied to 
the amateur on an unprotected track, 
is more than justified. But, Prohibi- 
tion applied to the driver means to- 
day, in America. Prohibition applied 
to everybody. So the automobile argu- 
ment for Prohibition is conclusive, 
even if there were no other.” 

Inflexible science says: "Moderate 
user, keep off! For at least four hours 
after a dose of alcohol formerly con- 
sidered ‘permissible,’ you, as a motor 
vehicle operator, may well be con- 
sidered a ‘menace to society.’ ’’ 

CITY HALL 

Public Buildings Commissioner 
Chadwick reports 153 permits issued 
in October for buildings valued at $1.- 
196,745. Of this amount $693,500 was 
for 5S single dwellings and $111,800 
for 12 double dwellings, $191,000 was 
for a school. The totals for the year 
show that 192S still leads previous 
years, with 1401 permits valued at $8.- 
37,770, compared with 1344 permits 
valued at $S.4S3,916 in 1927 and 12S7 
permits valued at $7,106,609 in 1926.

ABOUT TOWN

The killing by an automobile of an 
aged and respected West Newton 
woman, who had spent 60 of the 79 
years of her life in this city, empha- 
sizes still further the necessity for 
better illumination along Washington 
street from West Newton to the Bos- 
ton line. During the past couple of 
years five old persons have been killed 
by automobiles after dark while trav- 
elling to, or from, the Church of Our 
Lady at Newton. These deaths have 
all occurred on Washington street 
within comparatively short distances 
from this church. When the budget 
for next year is being considered, 
provision should be made to place 
more, and better lights along Wash- 
ington street. Most of the lights on 
this street are set on poles too high 
above the ground. The Street Depart- 
ment should be provided with funds, 
as soon as possible, to properly light 
(his street, used by more pedestrians 
than any street in the city, and the 
scene of the most fatal automobile 
acidents in which pedestrians are the 
victims. 

One street intersection at which a 
traffic signal would have been placed 
berore now, but for the narrowness of 
the street, is at the intersection of 
Pearl and Jewett streets. Inspector 
Halsey of the Public Works Depart- 
ment of the Commonwealth, recom- 
mends that corner lights be placed at j 
this location. 

Chief of Police Burke recommends 
that a traffic signal be placed at the 
intersection of Jewett and Waban 
streets, where a very high hedge 
causes an unusually dangerous traffic- 
condition.

NEEDLEWORK GUILD 

Friday afternoon. Nov. 2. saw a 
large crowd gathered in the parish 
house of the Newtonville Methodist 
Church. The occasion was the an- 
nual meeting of t lie Newton Branch 
of the Needlework Guild, when the 
collected garments are shown and a 
speaker of note gives an account of 
of the work. This year the society 
was fortunate In having Mrs. Thomas 
H. Preston, National president of the 
Guild. 

In the opening remarks. Mrs Arthur 
II. Alger, president of the Newton 
Branch, spoke of the growth of .the 
society, from a town to a city branch, 
from 14 directors to 5S, each collect- 
ing 22 garments. Last year the gar- 
ments totalled 1600, this year 1800. A 
new feature, the luncheon bridge 
proved so popular that it will be made 
an annual spring event. “This year.” 
said Mrs. Alger. “Our dream is ful- 
filled in having with us the National 
President, Mrs. Preston. She has 
lialped in our reorganization and has 
been an inspiration to us.” As she 
was presented, the audience rose to 
their feet. Many recalled in Mrs 
Preston, Mrs. Grover Cleveland, and , 
saw in her the beautiful and gracious 
young hostess at the White House who 
bore the honors of “first lady" in a 
way that made her universally beloved 
and admired. Her charm and ability 
now enlisted in the cause of a large 
philanthropy help to stimulate the 
spirit of generosity and to bring com- 
fort to hosts of needy people. 

Mrs. Preston emphasized tin* under- 
lying principles of die Needlework 
Guild, its appeal to the heart "and rea- 
son. “Foundations to endure must go 
below the frost line." she said. “There 
must he heartfelt interest and sym- 
pathy.” The reasonableness of the 
work is obvious. Often hospitals 
otherwise well equipped may be sadly i 
lacking in comfortable clothing for the 
discharged convalescents and here the j 
guild supplies a need. Many children : 
kept home from Sunday School and 
from recreation with tlieir mates be- 
cause of the lack of suitable clothing 
are discovered and helped. New gar- 
ments inspire self respect and often 
act as a cure for waywardness. 

The non-sectarian aspects of the ! 
work Mrs. Preston felt were a marked 
advantage and the simple requirement 
of but two garments a year and only 
one meeting made it possible for 
many to join. She urged the exten- 
sion of the work. Can not each mem- 
ber find some one else? The personal 
selection of the garments has a value 
With the choice goes the good will 
of the giver, and she preferred that 
gifts of money should not as a rule 
take the place of the articles. This 
work means co-operation of many 
which signifies more than the same 
amount in one large donation. It 
means “many hearts beating for some- 
one else." Hence the value. 

Establishment of junior branches j 
was suggested. Where children are ; 
learning to sew their efforts could 
be directed so as to cultivate the spirit 
of helpfulness while acquiring habits 
of diligence. They will become more j 
interested if they are working for | 
others. 

At the close of the meeting there 
were questions and a discussion, fol- j 
lowed bv the exhibit of garments and j 
a tea. Could the recipients be visu- 
alized one would see many more com- 
fortable and happy, ranging from tiny j 
babies, the care of the District Nurs- 1

ONE THING AND ANOTHER

Now that it is all over let’s call it 
settled and drop further discussion. 
The sooner that is done the happier 
and the healthier all of us will he. 
Nothing is to he gained by keeping 
some old grievance paraded before 
our friends, either in public or pri- 
vate. As the blacker of the two Black 
Crows has often seen tit to remark, 

• Whv bring that up?” 

If we want to study the figures that 
is quite all right, for a citizen that 
doesn't keep himself informed through 
the local paper of what is taking place 
about him isn't doing justice to him- 
self and his family. To live in a com- 
munity means that one should be part 
of it. Therefore, it is worth while 
to scrutinize the returns and see just 
what happened at the polls in Newton 
last Tuesday. When we have di- 
gested all that we may just as well 
set aside any further debate for noth- 
ing will be changed thereby. 

Most of us will agree that it is time 
we got the election off our minds for 
business and economic reasons, if not 
for our physical and mental uplift. 
For weeks and weeks I have listened 
to people here, there and everywhere 
putting oft' and putting off. "Better 
wait 'till after election.” is the phrase. 

1 have heard that repeated so many 
times that it has almost shattered my 
nerves. Proscrastiuation is a favor- 
ite pastime, both indoors and out, and 
the election had served millions of 
people as a fine excuse for letting 
things slide or neglecting plain duties. 

It's all ended. We know the re- 
sults and must abide by them. The 
city, the State and the Nation can- 
not afford to waste time in perform- 
ing postmortem examinations. Let’s 
get down to business nnd may there 
be plenty of it to do. 

The first and most agreeable im- 
pression furnished by my initial call 
at the new postoffice at Newton Cor- 
ner was that fact that I encountered 
no trouble in opening the door. That, 
to me. stands as a marked improve- 
ment in postal facilities in Wards 1 
and 7. There is not only a door that 
may be opened and closed in the way 
that becomes all good doors, but there 
are also a half-wood and half-glass 
partition with two inside doors which 
are sure to keep the interior of the 
place shielded from the biting winds 
of winter. You remember that in the 
old place they had to post a sign 
requesting people to make certain 
the door was shut. Otherwise the 
wind blew straight in from the street. 
The new building is so equipped that 
such a thing cannot happen. 

I found that there were two desks 
for writing purposes and although I 
did not experiment with them it ap- 
peared as though there was plenty of 
elbow room and a group of busy writ- 
ers should such descend upon the 
place at one time. Many patrons of 
the main postoffice in Boston are dis- 
posed. I have noticed, to conduct their 
business on the writing desks in the 
public corridors. In fact, I have no- 
ticed that some stayed so long that 
it seemed as if they were students 
of a correspondence school working on 
their lessons. 

The area for the public in the new 
office at Newton Corner is not as 
large as in the old place but that, it 
seems to me, will not make so great 
a difference except when the Christ- 
mas rush is on and a crowd has gath- 
ered to wait in line. Once the people 
learn that they are going to be 
crowded for room when mailing holi- 
day gifts they may appreciate the 
value of doing it early. 

As to getting to the new postoffice 
by going round the corner of Centre 
avenue I am in favor of it. Although 
we had excellent police protection 
and still have in Nonantum Square, 
there was always that which made 
us think we had to dodge automobiles 
and step lively. We can be far more 
leisurely under the present conditions, 
and buying stamps at such a nice 
looking, clean and outwardly and in- 
wardly attractive building will be a 
pleasure. In fact I shall buy fewer 
at a lime so that I may have reason 
to visit the place more frequently. 

This putting in place of storm doors 
and storm windows may not be evi- 
dence that winter is here but it is a 
pretty good sign that some people, 
either through experience or fear, are 
going to be prepared. The worst 
thing to me about extreme weather is 
not so much the wind, snow, etc., as 
the necessity of opening two or three 
doors to get in or out of a place. I

know that In residences it Isn’t so 
difficult for there we find less of n 
handicap than In large buildings, 
stores and other places where there 
are many patrons.

Brave people who re- 
fuse to wear overshoes or rubbers 
have my admiration, but not my sym- 
pathy. Whatever they avoid in the 
way of trouble Is all to the good. I 
don’t blame them for not wanting to 
bend over and buckle and unbuckle 
or shove on and yank off, but — some- 
times a good overshoe Is a blessing. 

This making footprints In the sands 
of time is a good thing, of course, but 
our footsteps in the winter are some- 
thing different again, for they demand 
more care. I would like to wear san- 
dals at all times but never having 
done that I haven’t the courage to 
begin. 


Although Massachusetts Is for the 
first time to celebrate Armistice Day. 
Nov. 11, as a legal holiday this year, 
there will be not only an observance 
on Sunday, the anniversary Itself, but 
on the following day. This Is part 
of the statutes which requires that 
when a holiday falls on Sunday it 
shall be celebrated the following Mon- 
day. 

Personally I think that It Is a happy 
coincidence that the tenth anniver- 
sary should fall on Sunday. If there 
is any day of the week upon which 
our citizens are more likely to pause 
for reflection on vital matters apart 
from religion, it is then. Why isn’t 
next Sunday going to provide us with 
just the very opportunity we need 
to contemplate what the men and 
women who served their country In 
the World War have done for us. 

The other day I turned to the writ- 
ings of a modern historian to see what 
he had to say in his chapter on "The 
United States Enters the War.” He 
quoted Gerard, the American ambass- 
ador to Berlin, as having said, “The 
Germans believed that President Wil- 
son had been elected by a mandate to 
keep out of war at any cost and that 
America could be insulted, flouted 
and humiliated with impunity.” I am 
sure that it was the knowledge that 
the Germans felt that way about us 
that stirred every heart and gave 
courage to the braver ones who took 
up the cause that our honor might be 
preserved. 

It Is the veterans of the army and 
navy, men who served in other capaci- 
ties and the noble women of the Red 
Cross and other units to whom we 
owe so much. They are entitled to 
every tribute that may be paid them 
next Sunday and Monday. Further- 
more, they can tell us in which way 
we may best observe the day. What- 
ever they believe appropriate should 
serve for us since the anniversary 
should be marked according to their 
wishes. 


Of course this is the age of speed 
and I stand ready to admit it. But. I 
ask you, would you think of chil- 
dren's playthings should anyone call 
upon to enumerate examples of prog- 
ress over land. Nevertheless, that 
which the youngsters use to roll them- 
selves over the sidewalks is far more 
rapid of movement than it was years 
ago.

Finally 
it was settled that the riding of these 
machines on the sidewalk might He 
permitted. A city ordinance to that 
effect was framed and is now in oper- 
ation. I am told. 

But think what the “scooters” of to- 
day are compared with velocipedes. 
Mark you, I am not encouraging any- 
thing lik»* more excitement for pedes- 
trians. They get enough as it is. I 
am merely reminding my readers that 
a “scooter” is evidence of speedier 
days even in the kindergarten. Of 
course I know that it is only a mutter 
of time before the youngsters will 
tumble out of their cribs into a tiny 
airship that will permit them to sail 
through the skies to school or up and 
down air spaces of their neighbor- 
hood. 

At present, however, the "scooter” 
is sufficient to give tiie kids a mild 
thrill and at the sumo time scare the 
wits of their elders who are compelled 
to he nimble and be quick if they don’t 
want to lie bumped.

A strong odor of liquor on (or in) 
the breath of a person driving an auto- 
mobile, is not enough to convict that 
person of driving while under the in- 
fluence of liquor, when other evi- 
dences of intoxication are not present, 
according to the ruling made by Judge 
Weston In the Newton court last Sat- 
urday. On October 23 Frank L. Bren- 
nan of 31 River road, Brookline, was 
arrested at Newton Corner by Traffic 
Officer Ray Taffe. Taffe observed 
Brennan driving a car past the big 
beacon at Washington and Hall 
streets and along the former street 
by the Trust Company building where 
traffic is restricted to one-way, west 
bound. Upon stopping Brennan, the 
policeman found that he had no regis- 
tration, was operating without a 
Massachusetts license, and, according 
to Taffe’s testimony in court, Bren- 
nan’s breath contained a strong odor 
of liquor. Patrolman Kilmain who 
was officer on the police auto which 
took Brennan to headquarters, and 
Clerk Henry Tibbetts, who was at the 
booking desk, both substantiated 
Taffe’s testimony. Judge Weston 
found Brennan not guilty of driving 
w^tile under the influence of liquor; 
he fined Brennan $5 for driving the 
wrong direction on a one-way street, 
$10 for driving without a registration, 
and filed the charge of driving without 
a proper license. 

Wallace Falvey of New York City 
was fined $10 in the Newton court on 
Monday for speeding. He was also 
charged by Officer Hammill with re- 
fusing to stop when ordered to do so 
by a policeman. This charge was 
placed on file as Falvey told the judge 
that when lie heard Hammill’s whistle, 
he did not think that it was intended 
for him. 

John Zroogian of Mechanic street, 
Upper Falls, was arrested Sunday 
night by Patrolman Davis charged 
with assault and battery on Micjael 
Kozel who works In the same shop 
with Zroogian at Upper Falls. Zroo- 
gian did not uppear in court Monday 
when his case was called, a statement 
being received from Dr. Thompson 
that he was sick.

6 social service calls were made in the 
homes and 7 patients were transferred 
by the social service car. 

On Tuesday, October 30, the Trus- 
tees held their regular quarterly meet- 
ing at the Newton Hospital. 

On Monday, October 29, the Hospital 
Staff held its regular monthly meet- 
ing. 

Grading of the grounds surround- 
ing the new hospital has been started. 
While one realizes that tho ultimate 
result will be pleasing, one cannot but 
regret the sacrifice of familiar shrubs 
and trees. One land mark which dis- 
appeared last week was a portable 
building erected twenty years ago to 
receive tuberculosis out patients. 

Of tho eleven accident cases treat- 
ed during the week, 5 wero the results 
of automobile accidents: one a man 
with a lacerated wrist; two women, 
one wit It a question of fractured ribs 
and one with a broken toe; one boy 
with a lacerated foot, and one girl 
with abrasions of the face. Of tin* re- 
maining six accidents, four were men:

Prof. Mather Starts Second Series Of 
Four Lectures 

What is religion? This was the top- 
ic of discussion last Sunday morning 
at the Mather Class at the Newton 
Centre Woman’s Club House. 

This was the first lecture ill the 
second series of the season, in which 
Prof. KIrtley F. Mather is taking up 
Modern Views of Ancient Problems. 

Last month he lectured on various 
conceptions of God. 

This month the subject will he the 
broad field to which we give the name 
of religion. 

Prof. Mather has collected in his 
November bulletin, which he has 
given the class, ten different defini- 
tions or descriptions of religion. 

The epistle of James defines reli- 
gion in terms of brotherhood, your 
activities, what you do here on earth. 

Paul, in his address on Mars Hill, 
emphasized the element of supernat- 
ural reality or relationship to a su- 
preme Being. 

A dictionary definition was then 
taken up. This includes morality in 
religion. Religion is greater than a 
code of morality or system of ethics. 
Prof. Mather took issue with the ref- 
erence to a supernatural being and re- 
ferred to E. A. Cook’s idea that reli- 
gion includes man’s feeling of a rela- 
tion to God and his thought and action 
resulting therefrom. There is some- 
thing bigger than man, such as nature 
or the universe or humanity. Here is 
no chasm between the natural and the 
supernatural. The supernatural is 
just as available for our understand- 
ing as the natural. It is our duty to 
discover natural law and as much of 
the supernatural as possible. The lat- 
ter is superior to our comprehension 
now and transcends our minds. It Is. 
however, part of the universe and 
therefore open to future discovery. 
The objection to the word, “being,” 
is that it suggests a person. There is 
personality in the universe, for there 
are moral qualities, but they are with- 
out physical attributes. 

The anthropologist, J. G. Fraser, in 
“The Golden Bough,’’ gives an un- 
satisfactory idea of religion, as primi- 
tive man conceives it to be, which 
means the propitiation of a higher 
power in direct command of nature 
and man. 

W. A. Brown of the Yale Divinity 
School, makes a very fair statement of 
our relationship to something outside 
of ourselves. Whether a deity is rec- 
ognized defends on environment. 
Some religions have no deity. Behind 
the moral qualities of the universe 
there is a driving force spiritualized. 

The Encyclopedia Rrittannlea says 
that religion is the quickening of the 
will to face life earnestly. 

C. A. Dinsmore, a Congregational 
minister, wrote “New Light on Old 
Truths." He says. “Religion should 
speak with a voice of unhesitating au- 
thority. It should point out the way 
of life so clearly that the wayfaring 
man need not err therein. The basis 
of our certitude in religion is our per- 
sonal experience with God, corrected 
and validated by the experiences of 
countless generations of men, inter- 
preted by seers and measured and ex- 
plained by the words, the spirit, the 
life of Jesus.” 

Our knowledge must be more than 
intellectual knowledge in order to be 
sure we have the right way of life. 
One sure foundation of true religion 
is our certitude in God. 

F. .1. Pack, a Mormon Geologist, says 
ili-o there is a sense of value about 
religion. It selects from all possible 
ways of living only that way which is 
worthy of acceptance. 

Religion embraces the entire system 
of universal truth. Not that every true 
ent is religiou That * 
the idea, but every true statement 
must be satisfactory to religion if re- 
ligion is to be satisfactory to man. 

Prnf. Mather then gave Ills own idea 
of religion. “Science lias at its goal 
the complete description of the world 
in which we live; religion seeks to find 
the most abundant life which man 
may possess in such a universe. The- 
ology concerns beliefs, just as do the 
theories of physical science. But re- 
ligion is a practical rather than a the- 
ooretical affair; it deals with a ‘way 
of life.’ ” 

We must use our intellects. We 
must evaluate. We must have clear 
ideas of a definite relationship to life 
as a whole. Theology is the science 
of religion. Religion is life itself, in 
relation to environment. It is t lie 
most highly valued and most worth- 
while life the individual can discover. 
And it should grow. The most worth- 
while life which Moses and Joshua 
knew is not enough for us. We know 
one more worthwhile. The religious 
concepts a thousand years from now 
will of course he hotter than ours. Val- 
ues are relative, not absolute. Prog- 
ress is to he expected. 

If we lived, right now, the sort of 
life which the majority of us know 
is worthwhile, the world would he bet- 
ter than it is. Our knowledge ex- 
eec-ds our practice. 

Tic origin of ethics lies in man’s 
n i' : ' 1 1 something outside of 

self. As a unit of society he needs 
to consider his relation to his fellows, 
and a code of ethics is the result of a 
consciousness of something bigger and 
broader than himself. 

The Bible was the result of men 
speaking what they heard within. It 
was the inner inspiration of the Holy 
Ghost. Our findings are relative. The 
whole nature of the driving force of 
the universe has not been revealed.

• ruth. Jesus presents an attitude 
toward the universe and then leaves 
with us the responsibility of discover- 
ing tiie truth about Die physical, mor- 
al, and spiritual nature of things. We 
must have the right attitude, as much 
as possible like Jesus, and then we 
may discover tin* truth. Jesus did not 
reveal everything.

MUNICIPAL LIGHTING 

October 29, 1928. 
Editor, Newton Graphic: 

Your recent issue states the cost of 
City lighting at $112,000.00 per annum, 
which is a considerable sum. You do 
not state the cost per kilowatt hour. 
Presumably, our taxes, which are al- 
ready high, and have been steadily in- 
creasing year by year, include this 
cost. Would it not bo well to investi- 
gate the question of a municipal light- 
ing plant, perhaps incorporated in tiie 
new City Hall group, where there is 
water for condensing purposes, or pos- 
sibly at some other good location with 
rail facilities for coal or oil delivery. 

So much progress has been made in 
tiie last ten years that power can be 
generated very cheaply, and there is 
no reason why our citizens should not 
have the benefit of this improvement, 
other tilings being equal. 

There are many successful muni- 
cipal plants in Massachusetts and 
throughout the country, and while 
street lighting is not a particularly 
desirable class of load, I believe that 
it could be shown a profitable under- 
taking. 

Newton is not well lighted now, and 
never lias been, largely because of its 
extent and the scattered population. 
Further, I do not know the kind of 
contract the City lias with the Edison 
Company and whether the distribution 
system could be taken over at a fair 
figure or not. Perhaps you could give 
us more light on this subject, both us 
to the cost per kilowatt hour which 
we are paying, and the ownership of 
the distribution system, which ex- 
tends through our streets and proper- 
ties.

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Director Baker Talks 
To Red Cross Chapters 

Given interesting Lecture On Porto 
Rican Disaster 

Representatives of the following 
Rod Cross Chapters: Boston, Cam- 
bridge, Brookline, Waltham, Welles- 
ley, Winchester, and Needham (a 
branch of the Newton Chapter) were 
the guests of the Newton Chapter of 
the Rod Cross at the Brae-Burn Coun- 
try Club, on Tuesday, the 12tli of No- 
vember, whehre a gathering of 50 Red 
Cross workers had an opportunity of 
hearing Mr. Henry M. Baker, Director 
of Disaster Relief of the American Na- 
tional Red Cross, speak on "Chapter 
Organization for Disaster." 

Mr. Baker told the workers that 
there were four needs present during 
every disaster and those were — the 
needs of food, shelter, clothing and 
medical and nursing service. Mr. Baker 
reminded the workers that the Amer- 
ican Rod Cross had been designated 
by Congress as the official relief agen- 
cy of the Country and that every Chap- 
ter in the United States should he pre- 
pared to function at a moment’s no- 
tice and under the chaotic conditions 
that, are always incident to disasters. 

Later in the evening after the Red 
Cross workers had asked questions 
on Disaster Organization Mr. Baker 
delivered an interesting lecture on the 
Porto Rico Disaster of September 
1928. Mr. Baker told those present 
that he, as the Red Cross official rep- 
resentative, entered upon the scene of 
the disaster just 4% days after the 
destruction began and within 8 hours 
after his arrival rations were distrib- 
uted to 485,000 starving peoplo. He 
also stated that 500,000 people were 
clothed— during the tornado the cloth- 
ing was literally ripped from the 
backs of the natives. The Rod Cross 
relief in this area was conducted with 
the utmost efficiency— idle factories 
were opened by the Red Cross and 
disaster sufferers worked in them to 
produce the much needed clothing; 
seed was distributed to the people 
who planted and harvested in 90 days 
($20,000 in seed produced a harvest of 
$1,250,000); each house was visited 
by sanitary experts who gave instruc- 
tion to the natives in the prevention 
of disease; 65 Rod Cross nurses (37 
of them native nurses) operated under 
the supervision of the Red Cross. Mr. 
Baker was told before he left Porto 
Rico that the help given to the na- 
tives of the Island by the Red Cross 
was the finest good-will gesture that 
the United States had over made. 

Mr. Donald Angler, Chairman of the 
Newton Chapter, after a word of wel- 
come to those present, turned the 
meeting over to Mr. Charles E. Kelsey, 
who* is Chairman of the Disaster Com- 
mittee of the Newton Chapter of the 
Red Cross.

On invitation of the Women’s Ad- 
visory Committee of tho Newton Trust 
Company, over 325 women depositors 
of that bank and of tho First National 
Bank of West Newton gathered at the 
Brae Burn Country Club on Tuesday 
afternoon, November 13th. 

Mrs. S. Hardy Mitchell of Newton 
Centre, the chairman of the Women’s 
Advisory Committee presided, wel- 
comed the women and asked them to 
send to her group at any time sug- 
gestions ns to improvements which 
the Newton Trust Company could 
make in its service to its patrons. 

Mrs. F. Lothrop Ames, chairman of 
the Women’s Advisory Committee of 
the Old Colony Trust Company, wns 
then introduced by Mrs. Mitchell. Mrs. 
Ames said that the Old Colony was 
the first l)a nk in Boston to form a 
Women’s Advisory Committee. It took 
this step two years ago. It is to open 
on December 4 very attractive larger 
quarters for women and offers to them 
expert financial advice. Mrs. Ames 
presented Mr. John A. Tuckerman, 
vice-president of the Old Colony 
Trust Company and manager of its 
up-town branch. 

Mr. Tuckerman stated that the in- 
terest of women in banking has come 
about during the past thirty years, a 
period which has witnessed the in- 
vasion of women into the business 
and professional life of the country. 

When it is known that 50,000 women 
filed income tax returns in Massachu- 
setts tills past year and that these 
returns represent a total of $200,000, 
000 worth of intangible property it is 
evident that there is a real need for 
education of women along financial 
lines. 

The four talks given by the Old Col- 
ony Trust Company to its women de- 
positors two years ago proved so pop- 
ular that the series had to be repeat- 
ed. 

Mr. Tuckerman then announced the 
speakers and subjects for the four 
lectures which are to be given this 
winter at the Newton Centre Women’s 
Club.

Aldermen Hold Lengthy Discussion 
On Fire Station At Newton Corner 

Architects To Submit New Plans With Bell Tower At Next Meeting of Board In 
Order To Start Work Early Next Year

For four hours Tuesduy night the 
Board of Aldermen in the confines of 
a committee room and in the open 
alderinanic chamber argued about the 
proposed new fire station at Newton 
Corner which is to replace the pres- 
ent antiquated and dangerously loca- 
ted quarters of Engine 1 and aerial 
Ladder 3. The discussion was not 
about the fire station ns a whole, but 
concerning a tower on it. 

The fire station at Newton Corner 
was built nearly 60 years ago and has 
long been much too small to furnish 
proper accommodations for the flre- 
men quartered there. Two officers and 
11 men comprise the crew of this com- 
pany and the sleeping quarters for the 
1 1 men are so crowded as to menace 
their comfort and health. The sani- 
tation in the old building is no credit 
to the City of Newton. The fire house 
is located just east of Nonantuin 
Square, the busiest traffic point 
in the city, where in addition to heavy 
automobile and pedestrian traffic, 
thousands of persons daily get on and 
off the cars and busses of the Boston 
Elevated and the Middlesex & Boston 
companies. 

For over 5 years there has been 
constant agitation for a new fire sta- 
tion at Newton. The need of a new 
station has been evident for nearly a 
score of years. Some months ago the 
special committee of the Aldermen ap- 
pointed to consider this matter rec- 
ommended that the site of the so- 
called Poverty Block on Washington 
street, Newton, between Channing and 
Thornton streets, he taken as the lo- 
cation for the new fire station. Be- 
cause of the fact that the damages 
which the city would have to pay for 
tile taking of this property would be 
high, and that there is a large lot of 
land almost directly across Washing- 
ton street at the corner of Centre ave- 
nue which the city has owned for 
years, and which it was commonly 
supposed had been retained as the 
site of* the new fire station, Mayor 
Childs refused to approve the action 
of tlie Board of Aldermen in accept- 
ing the report of the special commit- 
tee and specified that the new station 
shall he erected on the city owned site 
where the old armory stood and where 
the present police station now stands. 
The latter building is to he razed. 
The aldermen followed the Mayor’s 
wishes and accepted his recommenda- 
tions. 

Mayor Childs appointed Clifford S. 
White as architect of the new build- 
ing and Mr. White made plans to con- 
form to the requirements of Chief 
Randlett of the Fire Department and 
Buildings Commissioner Chadwick. 
When these plans were submitted to 
tlie aldermen they showed a prac- 
tical, attractive building — but this 
building had no tower. Several of the 
aldermen from the Newton Corner sec- 
tion objected to tho absence of a tow- 
er. Because of the very conspicuous 
location of the new station they be- 
lieved a tower will add matterially to 


the attractiveness of the building, and 
they contended it is necessary to pro- 
vide for the big fire-alarm bell which 
for nearly a half-century had warned 
residents of Newton Corner when fires 
ocurred. The bell was formerly on 
the old Eliot Block. Tower bells are 
not sounded now in Newton on first 
alarms hut are sounded on second and 
third alarms to help summon the fire- 
men who are on their day off. The 
public Buildings Committee of the Al- 
dermen, in deference to the wishes of 
tlie Newton Corner members, request- 
ed the architect to bring in alternate 
plans which would include a tower 
on tlie proposed fire station. In the 
meantime bids had been invited and 
received for the construction of the 
new building and a recommendation 
was received from Mayor Childs ask- 
ing that $79,000 be appropriated by 
the Board of Aldermen to finance the 
building of the structure. 

Action on the $79,000 was to be tak- 
en at the meeting on Tuesday night, 
hut when the plans were presented, 
the tower was still absent. Then the 
long discussion started. For about 
two hours the aldermen argued in the 
committee room: then they reassem- 
bled in the aldermanlc chamber and 
continued the gabfest until after mid- 
night. The Public Buildings Commit- 
tee and the Finance Committee both 
had voted to recommend that the mat- 
ter of making the appropriation be 
laid on the table. Alderman Fitts, a 
member of the two committees, dis- 
sented from the reports. 

Alderman Earle of Ward 1 argued 
against the acceptance of tlie reports. 
He told of the pressing need for a new 
building as soon ns possible to provide 
proper accommodations for the fire- 
men at Newton Corner. He asked the 
aldermen to visit the fire station at 
Newton and see conditions for them- 
selves. He asserted that a tower is 
not essential and that the appropria- 
tion should be passed at once so that 
the fire station will not be further de- 
layed. Alderman Fitts of Ward 7 
stated that immediate action is neces- 
sary in this matter. He explained 
that while Chief Randlett wants 
tower, he has admitted that one is 
not necessary. Mr. Fitts called atten 
tion to tlie fact that the bids on the 
new station would uuu.matieally be 
withdrawn tlie following day and that 
if the appropriation would not be 
be made, it is probable that nothing 
will be done on the construction of 
the building until next year.

Alderman Gallagher asserted that 
the Buildings Commissoiner was in- 
structed to bring in plans showing a 
fire station with a tower, and plans 
showing a station without a tower, 
and that he had not done so. He con- 
tended that the residents of Ward 1 
desire a fire station with a tower and 
the Fire Department should not de- 
pend on the Eliot Church bell to sum- 
mon firemen on second alarms. Alder- 
men Murray and Powers stated that 
they prefer a building with a tower. 
Alderman Hawkins expressed the 
opinion that a tower is not necessary 
and that since it has been settled 
where the station will be built, there 
should be no further delay in erecting 
it. 

Alderman Heathcote asked that the 
matter be delayed until plans will be 
submitted for the approval of the Al- 
dermen showing a building with an at- 
tractive tower. Alderman Powers 
asked if new plans providing for a 
tower cannot be presented for the con- 
sideration of the Board at the next 
meeting without necessitating post- 
poning this matter until next year. He 
said that the building should be start- 
ed without further delay. 

Alderman Grebenstein asked "What 
good is a tower?" He asserted that 
Newtonville residents had complained 
of the bell ringing on the tower at the 
house of Truck 1 and that fire alarm 
bells are an unnecessary nuisance. 
Alderman Baker favored immediate 
action on the* appropriation. He stat- 
ed that a delay in this matter will 
probably result in the fire station not 
being started until next year and he 
was of the opinion that the need of a 
tower is not very evident. Alderman 
Gallagher remarked that Alderman 
Grebenstein was showing unusual in- 
terest in the welfare of the firemen 
and that without a bell to call firemen 
off duty, it would he about 1 chance in 
20 that the men could be summoned 
in case of a second alarm. 

Alderman Fitts asked for a recess 
to permit the Public Buildings Com- 
mittee to confer with the Buildings 
Commissioner and the architect. Fol- 
lowing this recess Alderman Fitts an- 
nounced that at the next meeting of 
the Alderman. Monday, November 19, 
plans will be ready showing a fire sta- 
tion with a tower. Alderman Galla- 
gher moved copies of the sketch of 
such a building be in the hands of 
members of the Board two days be- 
fore the meeting and the architect 
agreed to do this.

Ethel W. Sabin, formerly of the Saco- 
Lowell Shops, for the benefit of com- 
munity work in Newton Upper Falls. 

The monthly Welfare Conference of 
the Newton Central Council was held 
there on Wednesday. November 14. 
Luncheon was served to about forty 
members and guests at small tables in 
the back portion of the shop, which 
will be the room used for community 
gatherings. 

The speaker for the day was Doctor 
Winfred Overholser, of the Massachu- 
setts Department of Mental Diseases, 
who talked In a very practical way 
on “How to link up Psychiatry with 
Every-day Case Work." Doctor Over- 
holser spoke of the new light which 
psychiatry has shed first on the men- 
tal and emotional life of the infant, 
and later on that of the school child 
and the adult. Newton was one of 
the first cities In the state, he said, 
to make special arrangements for 
backward children in the schools. The 
State holds "Habit" or “Child Guid- 
ance” Clinics in various places all over 
Massachusetts, where problem chil- 
dren under nine years of age can be 
taken for expert examination and ad- 
vice. 

One of the great difficulties in psy- 
chiatric work is to know what to do 
with the adult who has a "psycho- 
pathic personality." Many persons 
are on the border line between com- 
plete normality and abnormality and 
the only treatment in such cases is 
"understanding." 

Massachusetts has made it easier to 
"commit" mental patients to hospitals 
than many other states, and this 
shows an advance In thinking because 
it indicates that mental disease is to 
be treated on the same plane with 
physical disease. 

Various questions were asked Doc- 
tor Overholser. and there was consid- 
erable discussion in regard to the 
work in the Newton Schools for the 
backward child. Miss Bragg. Assist- 
ant Superintendent of Schools. Mr. 
Palmer. Principal of the High School. 
Miss Riley. Visiting Teacher, and 
others spoke in detail of the work 
done in Newton under the able lead- 
ership of Miss Sturgis, our School

Gubernatorial Candidate* Gain** (Mt —

The recount of tho votes cast In 
Newton for Allen and Cole In the con- 
test for Governor, was held Wednes- 
day evening at City Hall. Represen- 
tatives of the Democratic and Repub- 
lican parties in this city were present 
as well as the Registrars of Voters. 
A number of the clerks employed in 
the various offices at City Hall as- 
sisted in the counting. Ex-Mayor 
Charles E. Hatfield, Chairman of the 
Republican City Committee closely ob- 
served the recount Mr. Allen lost 
35 votes in the recount, getting 17,796 
votes instead of 17.831 as originally 
announced. General Cole gained 66 
votes, the recount showing that he re- 
ceived 10.116. Of the 66 votes gained 
by Mr. Cole. 42 were accounted for by 
an error made In Precinct ! of Ward 
6. A block of ballots contained 42 
votes for the Democratic candidate. 
These votes were credited to Mr. 
Cook, the Prohibition candidate, by 
the precinct officers in that precinct. 
According to the recount there were 
but 5 voters in that precinct who cast 
ballots for the candidate of the origi- 
nal. honest-to-goodness Prohibition 
party. This glaring mistake must not 
he attributed to any deliberate error 
on the part of some ultra dry among 
the Newton Centre election officers. 
The counters in that precinct. like 
those in many other precincts had put 
in about 20 hours of hectic activity 
and were quite fagged out when the 
vote totals were being compiled.

LOOSE PLAYING 

DEFEATS NEWTON 

Rimlge Technical school defeated 
Newton high on the football field last 
Saturday for the first time in ten 
years by taking advantage of the many 
mistakes made by the Newton eleven 
for a 13 to 0 victory. The visitors 
played the best game against Newton 
that any Rindge team has done for 
many years and well deserved its vic- 
tory. A wide end run by Burke, 
speedy Rimlge quarterback, which 
completely fooled the Newton secon- 
daries was good for 45 yards and the 
first score. A low pass from centre 
which Duane, who lmd confused his 
signals, fumbled, allowed Saurausky, 
Rindge right end, to tear in. retrieve 
the ball and run half the length of the 
tield for the other touchdown. Time 
alone kept Rindge from scoring in the 
final period when they marched from’ 
their 32-yard line to Newton's seven- 
yard line where it was first down us 
the game ended. Rindge made thir- 
teen first downs, one of which was 
with the aid of an offside Newton pen- 
alty, while the orange and black could 
made hut three. These three were on 
a fifteen-yard end run by Pescosolido, 
a twenty yard pass from Gilligan to 
Reilly and a fifteen yard pass from 
Gilligan to Andres. 

First Period 

Rindge won the toss and Pescoso- 
lido kicked off to Versackes in the 15- 
yard line and he ran it back to his 37. 
A gain of three yards followed by a 
long pass which Perry grounded 
forced Rindge to kick. Saurausky, 
right end, who does the kicking for 
Rindge dropped back and punted to 
Perry on his 30-yard line. Perry ran 
it back eight yards. Perry made two 
yards outside left tackle and Ham, 
playing fullback for Newton, made one 
outside right tackle. Duane kicked to 
the Rindge 33-yd. line and the visitors 
here first showed their strength. Gil- 
gun made three yards around New- 
ton’s right end before Pescosolido 
brought him down. Versackes hit 
right tackle twice for six yards more 
and Burke went outside left tackle 
for five and a first down. Duane 
knocked down a long pass and on the 
next play Chamberlain recovered a 
Rindge fumble on the visitors’ 45-yd. 
mark. Ham dented centre for a slight 
gain and Pescosolido cut inside of left 
tackle for three yards. Duane’s pass 
to Payne over the middle of the line 
was too high to be completed and 
Duane kicked outside on the Rindge 
32-yard line. Burke got around left 
end for seven yards before Schelnfain 
got the tackle and Gilgun smashed 
through left tackle for five more and 
another first down. Gilgun and Boyle 
hit left and right tackles for another 
i first down in three plays to put the 
1 hall in Newton territory. Andres 
1 replaced Ham in the Newton lineup. 
Burke took the ball on a reverse play 
and got clear on a wide sweep around 
the Newton right wing for forty-four 
yards and a touchdown. Saurausky 
failed to kick the goal. Pescosolido 
kicked off and after three plays Saur- 
ausky kicked to Perry who fumbled 
the ball on the 20-yard line and re- 
covered on the 12. Two plays gained 
hut little and Duane kicked to mid- 
field. Rindge had possession of the 
ball on the Newton 40 yard stripe as 
the period ended. 

Second Period 

Schelnfain stopped Burke for three 
yards around his end and Andres in- 
tercepted a pass on Newton’s 28-yard 
line, running it back five yards before 
being brought down. Mullen, who re- 
placed Perry, recovered Pescosolido’s 
fumble for a three-yard loss. Duane 
recovered a bad pass from center for 
a ten yard loss and then kicked to 
Burke on the Rindge 40-yard line. 
The Rindge flash ran it back to mid- 
field where Chamberlain got the tack- 
le. Four plays at the Newton tackles 
netted a first down. Slgener stopped 
Boyle for no gain and Duane inter- 
cepted a Rindge pass on his 27-yard 
line. Andres and Pescosolido gained 
but three yards in two attempts and 
Duane kicked to midfield. On the 
next play Newton recovered a Rindge 
fumble and refused an offside penalty 
against Rindge on the play. Mullen 
was thrown for a four-yard loss on an 
end run play and two incumpleted 
passes drew a five-yard penalty.

Burke got 
nine yards through left tackle and 
Boyle made it first down with five 
yurds through the same place. Slgener 
recovered a Rindge fumble on New 
ton’s 35 yard line to stop the advance. 
Perry and Andres could gain but throe 
yards in two plays and Duane kicked 
to the Rindge 25-yard stripe. Rindge 
was penalized five yards when its 
moving hack went forward before the 
snap of tlio ball. Saurausky kicked to 
Perry at midfield and he ran it back 
five yards to give Newton the hall in 
IUndge territory for the third time in 
tiie game. Andres hit the centre of 
the line for three yards. On (lie next 
play Chamherlaiu’s pass was low and 
Duane, who had confused the signal, 
fumbled.

and Newton drew a 15 yard penalty 
when the former talked before the 
first play. Pescosolido got the distance 
back on a fifteen yard end run romp 
and Gilligan hit left tackle for five 
more before he kicked to the Rindge 
40-yard mark. Gilligan knocked down 
a Rimlge pass and Iiobblee stopped 
Gilgun on the line of scrimmage. Per- 
ry took Saurausky's kick on his 25- 
yard line and he ran it hack seven 
yards.

ABOUT TOWN

The methods used by some chain 
store companies to increase their bus- 
iness are not compatible with the 
treatment which is supposed to be ac- 
corded to wage earners in this coun- 
try. Recently a concern which oper- 
ates a chain of grocery stores con- 
ducted a widely advertised sale. The 
managers of the smaller stores of this 
company were told that the store over 
which each had charge must show an 
increased business of $250 for the 
week— and that no excuses would be 
taken. It can be ensily understood the 
efTect of this threat on the store man- 
agers who were afraid that they might 
lose their jobs. Appeals followed not 
only to their customers, but even to 
acquaintances, to make purchases in 
order that the extra $250 worth of 
merchandise might be sold. The pe- 
culiar thing is — that n large percent- 
age of the customers of this particular 
chain store company is made up of 
wage earners who demand, and re- 
ceive good wages and decent working 
conditons. 


Newton has furnshed a considerable 
quota to the army of Nimrods which 
has been invading the forests the past 
couple of weeks to kill wild and “near 
wild” creatures. One group of New- 
ton men who went to the country 
north of the White Mountains did not 
land any big game, hut did get some 
thrills. One member of this group 
sighted a “bear” at a distance of about 
200 yards. Quivering with excitement 
he controlled himself sufficiently to 
aim at the "bear" and scored a visible 
hit. He shouted to a companion some 
distance away that he had killed a 
bear with his first shot, as the animal 
did not move after he had seen fur 
fly from it. Just as a matter of cau- 
tion, this hunter took anther shot at 
the "bear” and again scored a hit : 
more fur flying. Then he and his 
comrade cautiously approached the 
dead “hear.” The quarry was dead all 
right: but, it was not a dead bear. It 
was a dead tree stump: one that had 
been dead for some years. On their 
way home this group sighted the one 
and only buck deer seen on the trip. 
The buck, a fine specimen, stood in 
bold relief on a knoll about 500 feet off 
the highway. The rifles were not avail- 
able. hut one of the hunters managed 
to obtain his shotgun and fired. The 
buck was not struck; he was not even 
scared. He continued to stand on the 
knoll until a second shell had been 
fired; then disturbed by the noise, ho 
?almly ambled off.

considerable distancs from dumps in 
this city would appreciate the con- 
struction of inexpensive Incinerators 
to burn such rubbish. 


When we opposed the locating of 
(he new Newtonville school on the 
site off Cabot street between two 
brooks, Laundry Brook and Edmunds 
Brook, we asserted that tills location, 
the lowest drainage point in the sur- 
rounding terrain, was well saturated 
with water, and of a boggy nature. The 
excavation of the cellar for the heat- 
ing plant at the school, there being 
no basement under most of the build- 
ing, proved the truth of our assertion. 
So much water seeped into the exca- 
vation that a large pump was neces- 
sary to draw the water out at the rate 
of 800 gallons a minute to permit the 
building of the foundation. The con- 
tractors building the school have done 
a careful job of waterproofing and be- 
lieve there will be no trouble from 
seepage or moisture after the struc- 
ture is finished. We hope they are 
correct. 


The death of William F. Grace of 
Pearl street marked the passing of an 
old native resident of Newton, a man, 
who in an unobtrusive way took a 
keen interest in public affairs. He was 
a fine type of citizen and a real gen- 
tleman at all times. 

Until recently most of tlio reckless 
driving of automobiles was done by 
males. Women, with few exceptions, 
endeavored to operate cars carefully, 
even though many of them displayed 
weird ideas in driving. Today there 
is evident a growing tendency on the 
part of many girls and women to 
“speed,” to cut in and out in their 
haste to pass other cars. This tenden- 
cy manifests itself in the increasing 
number of automobile accidents in 
which one, or both of the cars are 
operated by women. Possibly after 
a few thousand more persons are 
killed and maimed in this — and other 
states — legal measures will be taken 
to compel a limitation to be placed 
on the speed of cars, not in the man- 
ner in which they are operated, but in 
their construction. It is unreasonable 
to expect that cars sold on advertis- 
ing arguments of being capable to 
speed SO miles an hour, “picking up” 
from 5 to 25 miles an hour within a 
few seconds, will be operated at 
speeds which will tend to decrease 
the number of fatal accidents. 

We write this after a woman driver 
coming up from behind the car we 
were driving last Saturday noon, 
squeezed her roadster between our 
car and a car coming from the oppo 
site direction. This happened on Con 
tre street opposite Pleasant. This 
“lady” driver continued on at a rapid 
rate and as she reached Homer street 
brushed past a car which was mak 
ing the turn from Centre street intr 
Homer street, despite the fact that the 
woman driving the latter car had beer 
signalling for 150 feet her intention 
to make this turn. 


Although Michael B. Collins of the 
Newton postoffice has declined tin 
position of Superintendent of that sta 
tion, to which ho was appointed, it is 
a source of gratification to his frien b 
that recognition was given to 25 yean 
of faithful service by a conscientiom- 
public servant.

Nothing sur- 
prises me nny longer about myself. I 
end by believing that I am only an 
Instrument played upon by circum- 
stances.

Warrenites Observe Open Night 

On Thursday, Nov. 8, parents nnd 
other interested citizens had nn op- 
portunity to visit the Warren Junior 
High School In session. The regular 
daily schedule of clnsses took place 
and hundreds of visitors crowded into 
the class rooms to hear the recita- 
tions and learn how "tilings are done 
in tills day and generation." The open 
session was a marked success in ev- 
ery way. 

Seventh Grade Wins Big Brother 
Contest 

At the Big Brother Spelling Bee 
held at WEEI last Friday night, Nov. 
9, Anne Campbell of the seventh grnde 
was the last to be spelled down. Nor- 
man Foster, nlso from Warren, stood 
up next. 

Mr. Schroeder Speaks on Athletics 

Mr. Schroeder gave a very interest- 
ing talk on athletics. Wednesday, 
Nov. 14. in the Assembly. He com- 
pared athletics in Europe with ath- 
letics in America. He described the 
Olympic games at Amsterdam, Hol- 
land. Tlie national hymn is played 
first and then the royalty arrives. The 
contestants come in next alphabeti- 
cally according to country. 

“The Americans formed a unique 
spectacle in their blue coats, white 
flannel trousers, and while straw 
hats," said Mr. Schroeder. All the dif- 
ferent countries lined up in columns, 
then the flag hearers of each column 
presented himself to the king. A can- 
non was fired and 2000 pigeons were 
set free to fly back to the represent- 
ed countries. This was one of the 
most impressive parts of the games. 

"What was the matter with our 
hoys at the Olympics?" was a ques- 
tion asked by many people when Mr. 
Schroeder returned from abroad. "The 
trouble was just this," he replied, 
"Our boys were good, but they found 
so many others just as good or better 
t hat it discouraged them. In our coun- 
try we have been satisfied with having 
one person break a record. The other 
countries have a great many to choose 
from." Another tiling he spoke about 
was sportsmanship. "English boys,” 
he said, “play a game for the sake 
of playing. If they lose a game, they 
are not ashamed. We are,” he added. 
"We are bad losers as a country, but 
we are fast learning that it is the 
playing that counts and not the ex- 
pertness of one person." Then he 
spoke about the gymnastic festivals 
that are held yearly in European coun- 
tries in which the rank and file take 
part. At Cologne, Germany, for in- 
stance, 20,000 boys vaulted eight feet 
in the air. At Lucerne, Switzerland, 
each year they have the same sort of 
turnfest, as they call It. Mr. Schroe- 
der said that the Olympic games were 
a festival of record and the gymna- 
sium meets were festivals of accord 
in which everyone was trained to a 
certain standard. It was the last type 
of meet that was so valuable because 
the whole nntion rather than one per- 
son was trained to live right habit- 
ually. This is the lesson we have 
learned from abroad — and that is the 
reason we have gymnastics in our 
school today.

Henrik Ibsen 
found the inspiration for his "Ghosts” 
and “An Enemy of the People” while 
serving for six years in a little Nor- 
wegian drug store And O. Henry 
probably the most famous of modern 
druggist-authors, spent several of ids 
early years in a Greensboro (N. C.) 
pharmacy.

What has religion done for civili- 
zation? This historical leview of the 
accomplishments of religion was 
made by Prof. Kirtley F. Mather at 
the regular weekly meeting of the 
Mather Class Inst Sunday morning at 
the Newton Centre Woman’s Club 
House. 

Before taking up the subject of the 
day, Prof. Mather Introduced the 
Class Librarian, Norman Alexander 
Hall, who distributed a list of books 
which Prof. Mather recommends. The 
plnn is for the members to purchase 
one or more and then loan them to 
tiie class for circulation throughout 
the year. This will give each member 
the opportunity to read a variety of 
appropriate books. Mr. Hall, besides 
being Class Librarian, has a book 
store at 40 Langley road, where he Is 
readily accessible every day. 

Sunday before last the dismission 
covered the nature of religion. Last 
Sunday the topic was “What has re- 
ligion done for civilization?” 

Religion has done many things 
which have held back civilization and 
retarded the progress of the race. 
They are briefly summarized as su- 
perstition, hypocrisy, persecution, 
chicanery, false sense of security, ul- 
tra-conservatism, and laissez-faire. 

On the other hand, religion has done 
vastly more to benefit civilization, at 
is indicated by the following subject- 
headings: Art. architecture, litera- 
ture, music, liberty, sex-equality, jus- 1 
tice, mercy, ideals of peace and broth- 
erhood, the trend toward unity, and 
consecration to the things of the spir- 
it. 

Prof. Mather developed each point 
at length. 

Superstition is the remnant of the 
old ideas about magic and tilings that 
seem miraculous. It is useless to ex- 
pect natural law to be modified with- 
in the sphere where it is supposed to 
work inflexibly. The use of charms 
will not cause the administration of 
the universe to change. 

Hypocrisy and persecution have al- 
ways done their foul work, and are 
too well known to require comment. 

Chicanery includes the hoodwinking 
or fooling of the people by bribes of a 
bouse on a fine street in Heaven or 
by forgiveness of sin. 

Religion at times gives a false 
sense of security, when only high en- 
deavor gives the true sense of secur- 
ity. Some people are so intoxicated 
with a religious spirit that their 
senses are benumbed and they live in 
a fool’s paradise. 

By ultra-conservatism is meant the 
habit of the typically priestly-minded 
individual who forever turns back to 
a fancied golden age of the past. A 
certain measure of conservatism is 
highly desirable, but all the facts and 
principles that man needs to solve 
his problems are not yet known. Ul- 
tra-conservatism holds back progress. 

By “laissez-faire” is meant the idea 
of letting what is, go on. It is im- 
possible for man to make any change. 
The responsibility is on God. All 
power is outside man. We are but 
pilgrims here; Heaven is our home. 
Make the best of things ns they are, 
and everything will come out right 
in the end. 

All these perversions are not 
chargeable to Christianity. Many of 
man’s mistakes are but stepping- 
stones. which have permitted him to 
get across to surer territory. 

The benefits which religion has con- 
ferred on humanity are manifold. 

In art and architecture the most 
beautiful and most lasting monuments 
have been created in response to re- 
ligious motives. The great pictures, 
statues, and churches have come this 
way. 

The great literature of all mankind 
has been the result of religion. Even 
pagan literature has been largely re- 
ligious. 

The finest music of the world shares 
the same source of inspiration. 

In the matter of liberty there is a 
heavy credit on the side of religion. 
In the alternating ascendancy of 
priests and prophets, the chains 
forged by the priests are broken by 
the prophets. Our own “Landing of 
the Pilgrims" symbolizes the freedom 
of man in relation to the administra- 
tion of the universe. The wheel of 
fate is moving all the time and ever 
going forward. Any given spot on the 
wheel has its ups and downs, but just 
now there is more liberty of thought 
than ever before. 

Sex-equality is fostered by the 
Christian religion. Not all religions 
are as far advanced as others in this 
respect. 

There is more justice and mercy 
in the world than ever before, and 
that is due largely to religion. 

The ideals of peace and brother- 
hood exceed the accomplishments in 
tlris respect, to be sure, but the ideals 
are all right and are gradually per- 
meating the fibre of the human race. 

The trend toward unity is exempli- 
fied by a truer understanding of reli- 
gion. which is gradually leading the 
race from a feeling of scattered dis- 
unity to a coherent unity of nceoni 
plishmeut. People are working co- 
operatively. and we are justified in 
living a serene life, confident of the 
powers of the universe, if man will but 
use them in the right way.

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ONE THING AND ANOTHER

I am told that merely to intrigue the 
interest of the citizens of Massachu- 
setts the big auditorium at the new 
North Station was first called “The 
Boston Madison Square Garden. " The 
name, it appears, was never intended 
to be permanent. It was a hit of 
psychology, which is another way of 
saying publicity stuff. Well, the “Mad- 
ison Square” has been left out and it 
is to be known hereafter as the Bos- 
ton Garden. 

Most of us, whether we follow the 
news of the pugilistic or sporting field 
know that it is planned to stage im- 
portant bouts there. The plea is of- 
fered that there has been no suitable 
place wherein these events, particular- 
lv of the major class, may be held 
with comfort and satisfaction— to the 
audience at least. It arouses one’s 
deepest sympathy to think that fol- 
lower/* of the prize-fighting game 
should have been without a beautiful 
gathering place all these years but 
now that they are assured of a finely- 
appointed. magnificently decorated and 
suitably arranged arena we may sit 
bnck and say. “Isn’t it wonderful!” 

But to get hack to the name. I can 
see where "Madison Square Garden” 
would remind many of the famous 
New York institution of that name 
and suggest to the memory and imagi- 
nation nil sorts of big doings, espe- 
cially boxing matches for immense 
purses. When, however, we get down 
to plain “Boston Garden” I am a trifle 
puzzled over what it is going to mean 
to strangers. Not that I disturbed over 
what the strangers may think of us, 
but I wonder if they won't be looking 
for something besides a big audi- 
torium. I am told that it couldn’t be 
called “arena” because Boston has an 
arena and that "coliseum” would not 
be appropriate. “Garden” was there- 
upon selected and will stick. One 
humorist has given the place the 
name of “Rickardorium” because Tex 
Rickard is one of the biggest stock- 
holders. In fact. New Yorkers are 
said to be back of the enterprise to 
a considerable financial degree. 

Whether outsiders have invested 
their money in the Boston Garden or 
not makes little difference. Some- 
body’s money has been planted in this 
garden with the expectation that it 
will grow, which may or may not 
account for the name. 


As much as I dislike to dwell upon 
a subject which is not so pleasing as 
it might be I feel it imperative that 
something be said about the prospect 
of improved conditions for winter 
travel. This is not intended as a plea 
for open roads and clean sidewalks, 
although I trust such may obtain as 
far as is humanly possible, but rather 
for those of us who have to find seats 
in the train and on the trolley cars. 

Heavy overcoats are soon to be 
donned — I believe donned is the word, 
though I have never heard it used in 
conversation — and we are not going 
to have the room we previously had. 
A woman or man, more particularly 
the latter, who has a feeling that he 
is entitled to two seats for a single 
fare, is apt to spread his outer cost 
at the right and left of him and thus 
sort of fill the space intended for an- 
other passenger. There is no rule, 
except that of good manners, which 
requires a person to keep his coat but- 
toned or, if unbuttoned, as closely 
about his form as is consistent. Yet 
there are those who never think of 
that, or if they do never observe such 
a custom. 

This is as nothing, however, when 
compared with those men who cross 
their legs and let one foot stick out 
in the aisle. I grant that it is often 
done thoughtlessly but nevertheless it 
is done and there a leg or foot re- 
mains as a hurdle for all passing 
through the car. I would not think 
for a moment that the purpose on the 
part of the owner was to obtain the 
advantage that might come of close 
contact with the bottom of another’s 
overcoat. Yet I can see that by first 
thrusting the left foot out in the aisle 
and having the shoe well rubbed by 
passing garments, one might then 
shift and stick the right foot forward 
for similar treatment. That would be 
one way of having one’s shoes nicely 
cleaned. A woolen garment would re- 
move the dirt and a fur coat would 
add a sort of polish. 

Well, whether the foot-stickers have 
any such scheme in the back of their 
heads makes no difference. The habit 
is annoying one for those who like 
to keep their overcoats in good condi- 
tion and who also feel that as much 
as is available of aisle space should be 
provided. I urge then that all try 
! to keep their feet on the floor.

I of intellectual recreation in this sec- 
tion. Furthermore, it is helpful and 
•makes for a better understanding of 
those things we should know and 
which, unless we study them, may 
puzzle us. 

When such a man as Prof. Mather is 
willing to give his time and permit 
others to share the benefit of his own 
experiences and achievements there 
should be a ready response. Oppor- 
tunities to learn are always about us 
but few are ns attractive. I am told, 
as this one. From one of the regular 
members of the class I have heard 
the most enthusiastic endorsement of 
the privilege offered. "I have been in 
attendance for two years,” said my 
friend, “and I have found myself 
greatly benefited in every way. I have 
come to look forward to the meetings 
for at them I learn of subjects that 
are no less than a revelation.” 

He continued, praising Prof. Math- 
er’s skill in imparting knowledge to 
the members of the class and dwell- 
ing upon the mutual satisfaction de- 
rived by all who participate. The 
fact that all are welcome and that it 
is non-sectarian, was also emphasized. 

In these days when the thoughtful 
side of human affairs is almost en- 
tirely shrouded or concenled by 
“things ever present” it seems to me 
that Newton is fortunate in having 
the advantage of the Mather Class. 
I shall expect to learn of its con- 
tinued growth and a wide spread of 
membership as indicated by represen- 
tatives from all parts of the city. 


It may not be known that the first 
junior high schools in the United 
States were probably established in 
1909-10. Berkeley and Los Angeles, 
Calif., Columbus, Ohio, and Wellesley 
in our own state organized such 
schools during these years, I find upon 
reading the nnnual report of the 
Massachusetts Department of Educa- 
tion, made public only recently. Since 
the subject of junior high schools is 
one of the educational topics upper- 
most in the minds of Newton citizens, 
the commission’s report has much to 
offer. 

In discussing what may be expected 
of junior high schools the department 
says that in the first place it will pro- 
vide a suitable educational environ- 
ment for children of the adolescent 
period. “It means,” says the report, 
"an enriched and flexible curriculum 
in order that the pupils may find 
work suited to their interests and abil- 
ities.” 

Gradual transition from the grades 
to the High School years is marked 
as the second thing which the junior 
high school is doing. “There is a 
gradual change from closely super- 
vised work of the grades to the more 
independent work of the high school, 
involving initiative and personal re- 
sponsibility,” says the report. 

Another of the list of educational 
accomplishments which the State de- 
partment says should be added is “the 
elimination or marked decrease of the 
gap or break between the elementary 
grades and the high school.” 

In order to get rid of this “gap,” 
says the report, the junior high was 
established. It then discusses the 
value of formal graduation and points 
out i i l- • opinion that “the proper place 
lor graduation would seem to be at 
the end of the course offered by the 
city or town to its pupils. There 
is no objection to a certificate being 
given to a pupil at the end of the 
junior high school. This may bo ac- 
companied by simple exercises. If the 
junior high school is to be considered 
a distinct unit of the school system, 
this much recognition of the fact is 
not objectionable. The desirability 
and value of a formal, elaborate and 
expensive graduation at the close of 
the junior high school may be ques- 
tioned.” 

Without doubt there is much to be 
said on both sides. I dare say there 
are parents who recall their own grad- 
uations and who have a feeling that 
their children might receive some- 
thing of the same thrill undergoing a 
similar experience. As a matter of 
fact I am rather disposed to take the 
State department’s view. But that is 
a matter to be argued and I doubt if 
much can come of a controversy of 
this kind. On the whole, the report 
Is of much interest and should be read 
by parents and other taxpayers as 
an enlightening document. 


Possibly it may seem a trifle ju- 
venile but I am looking forward to 
that day when Newton will have at- 
tained sufficient distinction to become 
immortalized in a folder marked, 
"Newton Map and Guide.” There are. 
of course, maps of Newton but I 
should like to see several enterpris- 
ing firms offering for sale or free dis- 
tribution a map of the city, together 
with illustrations and descriptions of 
the principal sights. Why not? 

It may be that somebody will argue 
that we know sufficient about our own 
burg to get around all right. I won’t 
•" cept any Buck statement. You ask 
a Newtonville man something about 
Newton Lower Falls ami see how soon 
von have him stumped. Or ask uii 
U pper Falls man to talk about Au- 
burndale and you have him guessing. 
Or take any village you choose, the 
results are the same. 

Have you ever observed the direc- 
tory in use at your favorite drug 
store? It is battered and tattered 
into shreds almost within a few 
months after first having been put to 
use-. The clerks tell mo there is fre- 
quent call every day for this volume 
or information. Now that, I contend, 
proves that there is a desire to learn 
- -at least on the part of some people. I 
I*: very city of importance 1ms a folder 
or several folders and they are all 1 
useful. But Newton hasn't anything I 
•ike that. We appreciate and value j 
tin; directory, but its size makes it 
a trifle bulky and yet it is the only ' 
place you will find Information about 
streets, etc. 

Why not something of the kind for 
a holiday souvenir? You know, 
something that will slide into the 
pocket with more ease than the pres- 
< nt street directory. A nifty sort of 
thing that will make us say, “That’s 
going to be a big help — I must keep 
that!” 

Well, here’s hoping.

MR. O’BRIEN HERE 


Mr. Robert Lincoln O’Brien, editor 
of the Boston Herald, was the speak- 
er Tuesday evening at the Men’s 
Club of Trinity Church, Newton Cen- 
tre. The club was the host to the 
Men’s League of the Baptist Church of 
Newton Centre and, in consequence, 
there was a record breaking attend- 
ance. 

Mr. C. R. Bennett, president of the 
Trinity Men’s Club, was toastmaster 
and the program included a dinner 
and community singing. 

Mr. O’Brien spoke on some of the 
aspects of the recent election, first 
calling attention to the differences in 
the election of this year as compared 
to those of fifty or sixty years ago. 
When Hayes was elected, he said, 
Ohio gave him 7000 majority, last 
week Ohio gave Hoover 700,000 ma- 
jority. Harrison carried his state of 
Indiana by 2100, last week Hoover 
carried that state by several hundred 
thousands. Fifty years ago, party 
lines wore firmly bound, whole fam- 
ilies voting solidly either tor Repub- 
lican or Democratic candidates. The 


present election marked an entire 
change with millions of voters acting 
independently of party affiliations. 

Air. O’Brien believed the election 
was not so much a matter of person- 
alities or parties but it was rather 
tlie approval of tlie people of the ex- 
isting order, and a mandate to pro- 
ceed on similar lines in the future. He 
then called attention to the advances 
made in industry and productiveness 
in tills country as compared with its 
past and with other countries and 
gave a subtle hint that possibly we 
might he headed for some form of bus- 
iness collapse. Mr. O’Brien made a 
most favorable impression on his au- 
dience and remained for some time 
after concluding his formal remarks 
answering questions. 

Tills meeting was the first of a se- 
ries of joint meetings of the five Men’s 
clubs of Newton Centre, whereby 
each club will entertain one other club 
and lie entertained by it during the 
next two seasons. 

Tlie next meeting will take place 
November 22 when the Unitarian Lay- 
men’s League will be the host to the 
Men’s Club of the First Church.

Liggett Drug Stores 
Cannot Serve Food 

Aldermen Refuse to Grant Them 
License as Common Victuallers 

For the second time within the past 
several months a petition from the 
L. K. Liggett Company, asking for 
common victualler’s licenses at its 
two stores in Newton and West New- 
ton. was refused by the Newton Board 
of Aldermen at its meeting Monday 
night. On June 20 a petition was pre- 
sented to the Board asking for theso 
licenses. The Franchises and Li- 
censes Committee at the July 25 
meeting reported unanimously against 
t lie granting of the petition and the 
Board voted to accept the report with- 
out a dissenting voice or vote. Un- 
daunted by this adverse action, the 
Liggett Company several weeks ago 
presented a similar petition. After a 
conference recently with managers of 
the local Liggett stores, the Fran- 
chises and Licenses Committee at 
Monday night’s meeting again unani- 
mously reported against the granting 
of the petition. 

After Chairman Hawkins of the 
Franchises and Licenses Committee 
had briefly explained to the Board 
that the committee does not believe 
that drug stores should go into the 
lunch-room business, Alderman Pow- 
ers, a member of the committee 
elaborated on the reasons which had 
influenced the committee in reporting 
adversely on the petition. He said 
that when the employees of the Lig- 
gett Company appeared before the 
committee, the information was given 
that should Common Victualler’s li- 
censes be granted to the Newton 
stores of this corporation, among 
other articles of food, soups and stews 
will he served. The committee was 
also informed that only 8% of the 
Liggett Company’s business is in the 
compounding of prescriptions. 

The Ward 1 alderman contended 
that the Liggett Company stores can 
more aptly he termed department 
stores than drug stores; that they are 
engaged in merchandising rather than 
in tlie drug trade, selling such articles 
as electric fans, heating utensils, 
bath-room fixtures, tea, coffee, jams, 
and many such things which ordinarily 
are not associated with drug stores. 
He argued that drug stores, in years 
past, had been allowed to keep open 
Sundays for tlie purpose of furnish- 
ing medicine to relieve persons who 
wore ill; but the Liggett stores sell- 
ing such a diversified line of mer- 
chandise, are competing with hard- 
ware, grocery and other types of 
stores which must remain closed on 
Sundays, and that if the law regard- 
ing the sale of merchandise ou Sun- 
days were strictly enforced, many of 
the sales made in so called drug 
stoves on the Sabbat li would be pro- 
hibited. He asserted that should com- 
mon victualler’s licenses he granted 
to the Liggett stores, similar licenses

Beacon St. Gas Station 
Opposed By Many 

Lively Hearing Held On Matter At 
City Hall On Monday Night 

A number of residents of Newton 
Centre appeared at City Hall on Mon- 
day night to participate in the hear- 
ing on the petition of tlie A. T. 
Stuart Realty Company for a permit 
to erect and conduct an automobile 
showroom and a filling station on the 
large lot of land at 714-7 IS Beacon 
street, Newtoa Centre, just, east of 
of Union street. 

Judge Thomas Weston appeared for 
the petitioner and called attention to 
the fact that the locution is in a busi- 
ness zone and that the entrance for 
cars to the automobile salesrooms 
will not be from Beacon street hut 
from a 30 feet righ. of way leading 
from Union street oack of the pro- 
posed building which will be an at- 
tractive structure. The filling station 
would have a frontage of 100 feet and j 
will be located adjoining tlie Gulf 
Station. Mr. Weston had letters from 
tlie owners of abhuting properties and 
from the owners of property across 
Beacon street, from the proposed lo- 
cation, favoring the granting of tlie 
permit. He suggested that the al- 
dermen ascertain where tlie objectors 
to the proposed station reside, as lie 
believed most of the objectors do not 
reside in the neighborhood where the 
station would be lo'-a‘ed. He argued 
that an attractive gasoline station 
and automobile salesroom is prefer- 
able to a cheap block of stores. 

Charles W. Bond of 112 Gibbs 
street objected to another gasoline 
station in Newton Cente. He claimed 
it would increase the tvaffic hazards 
and that people living in the neigh- 
borhood would prefer stores rather 
than a station. G. WUbur Thompson 
of 38 Everett street spoke at some 
length regarding the heavy traffic 
along Beacon street. He contended 
there is a sufficiency of gasoline sta- 
tions in the vicinity now and claimed 
there is an objectionable odor from 
them. G. W. Pickard, 59 Dalton road, 
stated that the proposed station 
would he a menace to the safety of 
his children who attend the Mason 
School and that it would depreciate 
the values of property nearby. 

Charles Wallour, 233 Grant avenue, 
also claimed tlie proposed station 
would be a danger point for his chil- 
dren attending the Mason School. 
Mrs. Ellis Speare, president of the 
Newton Centre Women’s Club, stated 
that organization has voted to ask 
tlie Aldermen to consider carefully be- 
fore granting a permit for the pro- 
posed station.

V'civton Corner To Have .An l'p-to- 
fliitc Fin* Station 

At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night, th" Public 
Buildings Committee approved the re- 
vised plans for the new fire station at 
Centre avenue and Washington street, 
Newton Corner, which will house 
Engine 1, Ladder 3 and the crews of 
these two pieces of apparatus. The 
revised plans, as presented by Clifford 
White, th*" architect, with the ap- 
proval of Mayor Childs and Building 
Commissioner Chadwick, show a low 
tower surmonnted by a cooper 
covered cupola in which the alarm 
bell formerly hung in the tower of 
Eliot Block will be placed. This bell 
has been parked during the past 
year in the yard at Engine 1 house. 
The tower will be midway on the 
Washington street side of the build- 
ing. 

The present police station will be 
razed to make room for the new struc- 
ture which will set hack from Centre 
avenue about 70 feet. The proposed 
building will be of Georgian Colonial 
style of architecture, using water- 
struck brick and cast stone trim for 
the exterior construction and »he in- 
terior construction will be of Are re- 
sisting materials. 

This building has been designed 
with the Are apparatus doors facing 
Center avenue and set back far 
enough from the Center avenue side- 
walk to allow the seventy-five foot 
aerial truck to come ont of the build- 
ing its entire length on City owned 
property before driving onto Washing- 
ton street or Center avenue. 

The basement of the building con- 
tains boiler room, coal room, and 
work room, and also a section for the 
Police Department. There is a room 
forty-five by fifty-six feet, and will be 
used for voting, voters entering 
through police section on first floor 
and leaving building on the railroad 
side. 

The first floor contains a room 
forty-five feet, six Inches by seventy- 
five feet for fire apparatus and has 
three exits. Provision has been made 
on this floor for a toilet, hose storage 
closet, space for portable oil and gas 
wagons, dry room, hose tower, stair 
tower, and call room, and a section 
has been reserved for the Police De- 
partment. The Inside walls of this 
first floor will be of salt glazed tile 
for a height of seven feet, six Tnches. 

The second floor contains a recrea- 
tion room, twenty-three feet by thirty- 
four feet, study twelve feet by twenty- 
two feet, two officers' rooms, seven 
three-bed sleeping rooms, dining 
room and kitchenette, store room for 
linen and blankets, officers’ toilet and 
a genera! toilet. The toilets contain 
amnle shower and toilet facilities. 

The second floor will be covered 
with linoleum, having metal sanitary 
base, metal door and window trim, 
ventilated doors. Recreation room 
and general toilet has a special 
ventilating system, providing air puri- 
fication. 

Ample facilities, well located, have

WALTHAM’S SECOND 
WIN IN TWELVE YEARS 

Waltlmm and Newton high schools 
renewed athletic relations Inst Sat- 
urday for the first time In three years 
with the Watch City eleven defeating 
its rivals 14 to 0 In one of the mildest 
games ever played between the two 
schools. There were no penalties of 
more than five yards at a time and 
hut one of these was for offside on 
Newton’s part. The othefs were but 
five yard setbacks for the second in- 
completed pass in four downs with the 
single exception of the award of the 
ball to Newton for interference with a 
forward pass. Waltham’s two touch- 
down margin was about the actual 
difference in the two teams as the 
Leary outfit counted nine first downs 
to four for Newton. Newton’s strong- 
est bid for a score was early in the 
game when by taking advantage of a 
fumbled punt and completing two im- 
portant forwards it was first down on 
the seven yard line. Hut Waltham’s 
defence was on the job and turned 
hack the attack. On the other hand 
the first of Waltham’s touchdowns, 
while coming at the end of an extend- 
ed march was more or less the result 
of a “break”. With a first down in 
the shadow of Newton's goal Pender- 
gast fumbled. Pescosolido was on the 
hall like a flash for a touchback but 
he in turn fumbled. When the pile 
was uncovered two Waltham lines- 
men wore in possession of the ball 
with Hardy, left tackle, having a 
slightly larger portion than his team- 
mate. Cormier, right guard. The ques- 
tion of who had possession of the hall 
when the whistle was blown to end 
play also entered into the discussion 
but the four officials finally agreed 
that the touchdown was legitimate. 
The other score of the game came in 
the third session with the aid of sev- 
eral forward passes. The final one 
was a heave of about twenty five 
yards from Pendergast to Perna, left 
end, on the goalline.

Duane wasted a rush outside and then 
Gilligan tossed a forward over the 
centre of the line to Payne, who 
leaped high between three Waltham 
secondaries to complete the pass for 
a 17 yard gain. Pescosolido got three 
yards at right tackle and Duane three 
more at the same spot. Gilligan’s 
toss to Andres was ruled completed 
when interference by Lindholm 
caused the Newton back to drop the 
ball, on the seven yard line. Pesco- 
solido hit centre for two yards but 
Gilligan failed to gain at left tackle. 
Andres got a yard at centre and then 
Pescosolido took the hall on a wide 
end run. His speed failed to carry 
him clear of the Waltham seconda- 
ries who tackled him on the three 
yard line.

TEAMS ARE EVENLY 
MATCHED FOR FINAL 

Next Thursday, Thanksgiving Day, 
at ion o’clock in the morning the 
Newton high and Brookline high 
school football teams will start their 
annual gridiron conflict which ends 
the local scholastic football season. 
Both teams Imvo had mediocre sea- 
sons and their records nro about 
alike. In eight games the orange and 
black has won three and lost five, 
scoring 62 points to its opponents 
combined 75. Brooklino, opening its 
season one week later than the Gar- 
den City outfit, has won three and 
lost four with a total of seventy-six 
points against its opponents total of 
eighty. 

Newton 1ms defeated Belmont, 
Cambridge Latin and Beverly and lost 
to FIverett. Somerville. Rindge Tech 
and Waltham. The Hines’ coached 
eleven has won from Boston College 
High, Watertown, Cambridge Latin 
tjml Somerville, has lost to Everett 
and Lynn Classical and tied Rindge 
Tech. But In four of Its games ail 
ineligible substitute was unwittingly 
used and the Wealthy Town school 
was obligated to forfeit its victories 
over B. C. High. Watertown, and its 
tie game with Rindge. 

No comparison of scores indicates 
the relative strength of high school 
elevens. Many years one school hns 
had a much better team on pnper 
than the other and has either won the 
game by the narrowest of margins or 
been unexpectedly upset. This year 
there Is little to choose between them 
and consequently the outcome should 
largely depend upon the way of the 
“breaks.” 

In contrast to last yenr when New- 
ton needed a victory or a tie to annex 
the Suburban league title, which It 
eventually did o'nly to pass along to 
Cambridge Latin when it was dis- 
covered that an ineligible substitute 
had been used for a fow minutes in 
several games , this year there is 
nothing at stake except the glory of 
winning the game. 

At present Newton Is in a tie with 
Cambridge Latin for the cellar berth 
and needs a victory to wind up the 
season on the same level as the 
Wealthy Town outfit. On the other 
hand Brookline needs hut a tie game 
to finish above the Garden City boys. 

There is one record which Newton 
hopes to smash this fall and that is 
the one held by Coach Tom Hines of 
Brookline. The Brookline mentor 
has been the head football coach 
there for nearly five years and slnco 
he has taken up the reins no Newton 
eleven hns scored a touchdown on Ills 
teams. Last year Joo Gilligan’s edu- 
cated toe provided the margin by 
which Newton triumphed over its 
oldest rival. The first game played 
while Hines has been coaching ended 
in a scoreless tie, while Brookline 
won the next two. 

The Newton-Brookline rivalry 
dates hack for thirty-four years. 
Brookline was the winner of the first 
game in 1894 by a 6 to 0 score. In 
1S95 it triumphed 22 to 0 to run up 
the largest score any Wealthy Town 
outfit has made against Newton. The 
next three years the two schools did 
not meet, but in 1899 relations were 
resumed and have never since been 
interrupted. Brookline won its third 
straight game in the series that year 
topping Nowton 11 to 6. hut with the 
turn of the century Newton turned 
the tables to win 15 to 6.

Pondergast, Llndholm Interfered with 
a forward pass, and Newton had a 
first down on Wultluun’s seven yard 
line. But Waltham tightened to sav<- 
their home field goal line Inviolntc 
for the season. The other Newton 
chance came late In the second 
period. Ollllgan had uncorked a beau- 
tiful fifty yard kick to the ten yard 
line. After one rush LaPorte kicked 
from his goal line. The hall landed 
on the 35-yard stripe and bounded 
back ten yards before a Waltham 
player could down it. Two plays 
gained about five yards and then Har- 
rington’s pnss went sailing over 
Pescosolido’s head to ruin any chance 
of a score. A few plays later Har- 
rington recovered a Waltham fumble 
on the 22-yard line but the period 
ended with fourth down and a yard 
to go. 

There were two outstanding parts 
of the game from a Newton view- 
point. The first was the marked im- 
provement in Gllligan’s kicking. 
Three of his eight kicks were of 
fifty yards or over beyond the scrim- 
mage line ami when Waltham re- 
turned the kick the orange and black 
had made a gain of considerable yard- 
age. On three other kicks Ills di- 
rection was slightly off as he at 
tempted to place them out of reach 
of the Waltham safety man and they 
traveled outside ab^ut thirty yards 
from the scrimmage. Newton gained 
fifty five yards more than the home 
team on punts, exclusive of the run- 
hacks. Gilligan ran back live kicks 
for a total of 70 yards and Mullen 
one for ten yards against seventeen 
yards for Pendergast on two at- 
tempts. 

The other outstanding incident was 
the defensive play of Phil Andres. 
Time after time he was making the 
right diagnosis of the play and either 
spilling it for a slight loss or stopping 
it on the line of scrimmage. It made 
little difference to him whether it 
came on his side of the line or not 
he was in on the play and aiding in 
the tackle. He made one particularly 
pretty tackle which stopped a play 
cold. LaPorte was carrying the ball 
on second down with about two yards 
to go. He was headed for a hole in 
the Newton line when Andres made a 
flying tackle to drop him for no gain. 
The Newton junior, who was the only 
player to start for Newton that will 
hf back in school next year and avail- 
able for the team, made the longest 
kickoffs of the season. On all three 
occasions the ball traveled inside the 
Waltham 20-yard stripe and twice was 
caught by the Waltham backs prac- 
tically on the goal line. 

Pendergast was the outstanding 
hall carrier on the field. He carried 
the ball nineteen times for a total 
yardage of 56. LaPorte carried nine 
times for 29 yards and Miehle eleven 
times for 27 yards, one rush of four 
yards scoring the point after the sec- 
ond touchdown. 

Newton’s air attack fared slightly 
better than Waltham’s. The orange 
and black completed nine passes out 
of thirteen, and another was ruled 
complete because of Waltham’s inter- 
ference. Most of the passes com- 
pleted were of the short variety, none 
for more than 20 yards which cut 
down the yardage gained by air con- 
siderably. On the other hand Wal- 
tham completed seven passes out of 
sixteen for a total yardage half as 
much as against that made by New- 
ton. Two of the Waltham passes 
were for more than twenty yards 
that scoring the second touchdown 
from Pendergast to Perna for nearly 
25 yards. It seemed as though Pen- 
dergast to LaPorte was the favorite 
Waltham pass. This one worked four 
times for almost as much yardage as 
Newton made on all ten of Its com 
pleted tosses. It is similar to the Gil- 
ligan to Payne Newton pass which 
worked twice out of three tries for 
35 yards gain. 

It is doubtful if there has ever been 
a Newton-Waltham contest that was 
freer from penalties than that of last 
Saturday. Not one major infraction 
of the rules was called by any of the 
four officials. Newton drew one off- 
side penalty while Waltham drew 
three five yard setbacks for not com 
pletitig the second or third pass 
within four downs.

They 
have a code and look at the mere 
pilferer with comtempt. while large 
thefts and murders inspire respect 
among them. But the young folk of 
these criminals are amenable to good 
influences and through hoy scout and 
other agencies can be won away from 
generations of banditry. 

Another group of whom Mrs. Rose 
spoke was the lepers. These afflicted 
ones show rare graces, the weak help- 
ing those weaker, and all manifesting 
fine community spirit. Their favorite 
hymn begins “I am so happy.” It is a 
blessing that an oil recently discovered 
frequently proves a cure when the 
disease has not progressed too far. 
The missionary reaches the outcast, 
and as a rule it Is difficult to ap- 
proach those of high caste. A notable 
exception is the work being done by 
Rev. Stanley Jones who has penetra- 
ted beneath the scorn of the Brahman 
and finds many hearers glad to hear 
about Christ and his way of life. In- 
deed the spirit of Christianity is be- 
ing felt in India and though mixed in 
strange ways with the old and unethi- 
cal attitude it is making marked head- 
way. 

At the close of her talk Mrs. Rose 
generously continued with her subject, 
conversing with the many who were 
eager to hear still more of her story. 
Mrs. Eddy suggested that a visit to the 
idols in Mr. Eddy’s study might be 
of interest, and there were displayed 
many of the deities, some fierce and 
repugnant, others smiling and gro- 
tesque. Mrs. W. E. Strong recalled 
pleasantly the visit that she and Mrs 
Decatur "had made in Sholapur when 
members of the "deputation." Among 
the new members present were Mrs. 
Robert Chandler of Tientsin. China, 
now on furlough and living in Newton- 
ville. She will he the speaker at the 
next luncheon meeting. There was 
general sociability and but few pedes- 
trians were permitted as the group 
left Mrs. Eddy’s home, owing to the 
many thoughtful autolsts, who in 
friendly fashion, carried the disperr 
ir.g members to their homes.

LIGGETT STORES AGAIN REFUSED 
VICTUALLERS LICENSES

would he demanded by independently 
owned drug stores in order that they 
might compete equally with the chain 
stores. He argued tlmt to combine 
tlie drug business with lunch room 
business will create a menace to 
health, stating that it is quite pos- 
sible for a drug clerk compounding a 
prescription and handling powerful 
drugs, to pause in such work to serve 
food, without properly washing ids 
hands, and thus transmitting drugs 
onto food served. He also contended 
that if a drug clerk is interrupted in 
the compounding of n prescription to 
act as a lunch counter man, accurate 
filling of the prescription will be 
doubtful. 

Alderman Fitts favored the grant- 
ing of tlie permit to the Liggett 
Stores. He contended that the real 
problem in the granting of common 
victualler licenses to stores in New- 
ton is whether, or not stores should 
be allowed to open on Sundays, and 
as drug stores can do business Sun- 
days. and the Liggett stores have 
established lunch counters in their 
in. Oiler places, tlie Stori ill 
Newton should he granted permits. 
According to Mr Fitts, the real ques- 
tion is whether, or not, drug stores 
shall be allowed to serve food. 

Alderman Weeks opposed the re- 
port of tlie Licenses Committee and 
favored the granting of the permits 
t,, the Liggett Stores. He stated that 
nearly all the Liggett stores in other 
cities have common victualler licenses 
and that it is a perfectly proper busi- 
ness for these stores to engage in. 
He said that he frequently gets his 
lunch at the Liggett store in Taun- 
ton and that no good reasons had 
been advanced why common victual- 
ler permits should not be given these 
stores at Newton and West Newton. 
Alderman Grebenstein asked what 
kind of lunches are served at the 
Liggett stores and Mr. Weeks an- 
swered that soups, sandwiches and 
such dishes are served. 

Alderman Woodcock opposed the 
granting of the licenses. He nrgued 
that if they are given to the Liggett 
stores, every drugstore in the city 
will ask for a similar license. Aider- 
man Gallagher, who is a physician, 
opposed the granting of the licenses. 
He stated that Liggett is tlie arch 
offender against the drug business in 
this country and has turned drug 
stores into miniature Sears Roebuck 
stores. He asserted that he would 
be losing his self respect as a physi- 
cian if lie voted to grant a common 
victualler license to a drug store: to 
do so would be the first step in bring- 
ing tlie Bowery to Newton. Alderman 
Earle told of talking to a druggist in 
this city who had stated that if tlie 
Liggett stores are granted common 
victualler licenses, lie will have to 
applv for one in self defence. Aider- 
man' Heatlieote asked if it is fair to 
other drug stores and small lunch 
rooms to grant common victualler li- 
censes to the Liggett stores? 

Alderman Powers took the floor 
. answer Alderman Weeks* 
j contention that “no good reasons had 
! been given for not granting the li- 
censes." He argued that bona fide 
j lunch room proprietors in Newton are 
i entitled to protection against competi- 
tion from drug stores. He told of a 
number of other applicants for com- j 
| moil victualler licenses having been 
; given leave to withdraw by the Li- 
| censes Committee this year because 
they do not conduct solely a lunch 
business. He stated that if tlie Lig- 
gett stores are granted such licenses, 
in justice to owners of other drug 
stores, and variety stores in the New- 
tons. these stores also will have to 
be granted common victualler li- 
censes. He referred to the high stand- 
ard Newton lias maintained as a resi- 
dential community and asked if it 
I should be toppled from its lofty 
| pedestal to the level of those places 
I where a large percentage of stores 
keep open Sundays? 

The Ward 1 alderman said that it 1 
was significant that when tlie Li- 
censes Committee had reported ad- 
versely on tlie petitions of ordinary 
applicants for common victualler li- 
censes, no attempts had been made 
by other members of the Board of 
Aldermen to defeat the recommenda- 
tions of the committee and he asked 
why the solicitude was shown for a 
corporation with a capital of many 
millions of dollars? He commented 
that the reason for this solicitude is 
“the magical name of Liggett.” 

The aldermen then voted on i ii** 
motion to Accept the committee’s re- 
port recommending leave to withdraw 
on tiie Liggett petitions. The major- 
ity of the Board voted to sustain the 
committee.

Tlie spirit of friendship manifested 
by the combined playing of tho Wal- 
tham High School hand and the New- 
ton High School band at the annual 
football game between the teams of 
these two schools last Saturday was 
in happy contrast to tho rowdyism of 
those youths from Newton who 
thought they were doing something 
“smart" Saturday evening when they 
toured Waltham in an automobile and 
threw eggs *at unoffending persons. 
Fortunately, these offenders were 
caught and appeared Monday in the 
Walthnm court where they were 
fined for their exhibition of bad man- 
ners. Of the seven found guilty, 
only one is a pupil at Newton High 
School. 


In view of the fact that athletic re- 
lations between Newton and Waltham 
had been strained the past three 
years, it was poor judgment on the 
part of the Newton boys who travelled 
to i lie Waltham athletic field last 
Friday night and painted the goal 
posts with Newton's color. Tlie Wal- 
tham paper referred to them as 
"hoodlums.”

DEFENDS INTERESTS 

Judge William F. Bacon, president 
of the Newton Cemetery Corporation, 
and II. Wilson Ross, treasurer of that 
corporation, appeared before the 
Board of Aldermen on Monday night 
at the hearing on the matter of build- 
ing a drain for Cold Spring Brook 
through private land from Homer 
street to Beacon street, to Allen ave- 
nue and thence across Beethoven ave- 
nue. ’Pile purpose of this drain is to 
dry the area in and near Cold Spring 
Swamp, situated south of Beacon 
street between Newton Highlands and 
Waban. 

Judge Bacon called the attention of 
the aldermen to tlie fact that tlie 
brook runs across the whole length 
of Newton Cemetery and is the most 
valuable natural asset of this beau- 
tiful burial place. To wipe the brook 
out would cause a serious financial 
loss to tlie cemetery and tho corpora- 
tion will oppose such action. Mr. Ba- 
con also called attention to the prob- 
ability that a strip 30 feet wide would 
lie taken through the cemetery if the 
drain is built and he stated that the 
corporation will expect to receive the 
value of the land thus taken. He told 
tlie aldermen that the corporation is 
not run for profit, all incomes over 
and above the actual cost of main- 
taining the cemetery being used to 
beautify the place. No dividends or 
salaries are paid other than tiiose 
given to tlie persons actually engaged 
in the work of the cemetery. 

H. Wilson Ross stated that while 
the Newton Cemetery corporation 
does not oppose the building of the 
big drain, and believes it necessary, 
the cemetery will expect to receive 
proper compensation for any losses 
it may sustain and will also expect 
that a pumping plant be maintained 
by tho city to assure tho brook 
through tlie cemetery being kept at a 
proper level. He explained that the 
boggy land at tlie rear of the ceme- 
tery will not be dried if tlie drain is 
constructed. This land has several 
feet of muck on It which must all be 
removed oven though a drain is built. 

James A. Waters appearing for 
property owners on certain streets 
near which the proposed drain will be 
built, told the aldermen that his 
clients will object to any betterment 
assessments if the drain is construct- 
ed as it will not benefit their prop- 
erties. 

Alderman Powers asked Mr. Ross 
if he had any idea of the amount of 
money tho cemetery will lose through 
loss of land if the drain is built. Mr. 
Ross answered that ho did not know, 
but the sum will he considerable as 
the land taken must be estimated in 
square fo> t and it has an appreciable 
value. Alderman Earle asked Mr. 
Ro; - it tho cemetery corporation has 
looked at tlie plans of the proposed 
land takings for the drain. Mr. Ross 
replied that he and his associates 
have very carefully examined the 
Plans. He added that tho cemetery 
corporation lias no desire to impose 
on tin city but it cannot afford to 
give away land which was to hove 
been used for ooinetery purposes. He 
stated the trustees of the cemetery 
will be very glad to co-operate with 
the city. 


HORSE RUNS AWAY

Tho wag- 
on overturned opposite 594 Centre 
st re. i, seattoridg broken bottles und 
spilled milk over thu street. 


ALMOST GET STATION 

Another episode in the Cashman & 
Ginsberg gasoline station serial was en- 
acted Monday night when this long 
sought, and long fought gasoline sta- 
tion petition had another appearance 
before the Board of Aldermen. For 
the second time this year tlie Fran- 
chises and Licenses Committee re- 
ported to tlie Board that it recom- 
mends the granting of a permit to 
(’ashman & Ginsberg for a gasoline 
station at 2285 Washington street, 
Lower Falls. Alderman Hawkins was 
the only member of the committee 
voting against the report, with Aider- 
man Lincoln reserving his rights. 

Alderman Hawkins, in explaining 
Ills stand on tills matter told of the 
five petitions for this station presented 
during the past few years to the al- 
dermen. He called attention to the 
arguments offered against the petition 
for the station, the first time it was 
presented, by many residents of Low- 
er Falls who later changed their at- 
titude. He argued that tho proposed 
site of tlie station is dangerous, loca- 
ted on a narrow street at tlie foot of 
a grade with tlie view obstructed by 
a high wall. 

Alderman Lincoln explained that 
while he lmd previously opposed tlie 
granting of the permit, he had 
changed ills views on the matter after 
again carefully observing conditions 
at the location and lie now favors the 
granting of the petition. Alderman 
Woodcock said that all the opposition 
to tlie petitions seems to lie within the 
aldermen: the people of Lower Falls, 
the three aldermen from Ward 4 and 
the members of tlie Franchises an 1 
Licenses Committee all favor the pe- 
tition. The removal of t lie Hamilton 
school ended the principal objection 
to tho proposed station and the per- 
mit should he given. 

Alderman Boil asked where the 
pumps will bo located at the proposed 
station. He was informed by Aider- 
man Gordon that Cashman & Gins- 
berg will meet any conditions re- 
quest I by the aldermen. Air. Gor- 
don told of the esteem in which tho 
people of Lower Falls hold the peti- 
tioners. 

Alderman Baker criticised the Li- 
censes Committee for its apparent lack 
of positive knowledge ns to tlie de- 
tails of the station layout. He con- 
tended that there are two sets of 
plans for the station, one set contra- 
dicting the other. Alderman Heath- 
cote reminded Alderman Baker that 
the latter had twice voted in favor of 
granting n permit to Cashman & Gins- 
berg and twitted him for changing his 
attitude on this matter. On the motion 
of Alderman AVoodcock tho petition 
was referred back to the Licenses 
Committee to have tlie location of the 
pumps and other details definitely de- 
cided upon. The matter will be 
brought before the Board at its next 
meeting.

Mr. George W. Brown one of the 
prominent businessmen of New Eng- 
land (tied Inst Friday at the home of 
his son. Mr. Edwin P. Brown, on Hun- 
newell hill, Newton. 

He was born In Northfleld, Vt.. 
August 30, 1841, and was the sou of 

Isaac W . and Elvira Patridge Brown. 

I'ntil lie was IS. he lived in North- 
field which Inter received many gifts 
: from him. including a library. After 
I attending the Orange County Gram- 
mar School, he went to Northfleld 
| Academy and then to the Newport, 
j vt. Seminary. 

I At the age of IS. he entered the 
! employ of the Vermont Central Rail- 
I road and spent six years with this 
company. At 21 he went into the 
grocery business in St. Albans, where 
lie had married Addle E. Perkins two 
years before. 

Young Brown, at 26, shifted to the 
hardware business, entering into a 
partnership under the name of Mc- 
Gowan & Brown. 

In l S69. Mr. Brown accepted an of- 
fer from the Central Pacific Railroad 
to become auditor of their motive pow- 
er department, with headquarters in 
Sacramento, Calif. In a couple of 
vears. he came East and became con- 
nected with Wheeler & Wilson Co., 
sewing machine makers, as a sales- 
man. His diligence caused his rapid 
rise until, in 1876. he was made gen- 
eral manager of their New England 
business. He nearly worked himself 
to death building up the company’s 
sales and had to spend a year in 
Mexico, recovering his health. 

Then, in 1S92. after 22 years with 
the sewing machine company, he re- 
signed to become general manager and 
treasurer of the Consolidated Hand 
Method Lasting Machine Company, in 
which for some time, he had had a 
financial interest and had. in fact, 
served as treasurer. 

Under his management the re- 
sources and standing of the company 
were so developed that it became the 
prime factor in bringing together the 
lasting machine companies. The new 
company was known as the Consoli- 
dated McKay Lasting Machine Com- 
pany and Mr. Brown was made gener- 
al manager and treasurer. 

The organization of the United Shoe 
Machinerv Company gave Mr. Brown 
the opportunity to furnish to every 
branch of the trade the highly efficient 
service that had characterized Uie 
management of his earlier enterprises. 

He was the presiding financial 
genius of Hie V. S. M. C. and in 10 
years became vice president and chair- 
man of the finance committee. 

George W. Brown was a director of 
the First National Bank of Boston, of 
the British and the French United 
Shoe Machinery Companies, of the 
George Tucker Eyelet Company. Ltd., 
and of other important industries. 

Mr Brown was a generous patron of 
music and besides being president of 
the trustees of the New England Con- 
servatory of Music was a director of 
the Boston Music School Settlement. 

He was a member of the Algonquin 
Club, the Episcopal Club of Massachu- 
setts, Boston Museum of Fine Arts, 
New England Shoe and Leather As- 
sociation. Boston Boot and Shoe Club, 
a life member of the Bostonian Socie- 
ty. Massachusetts Automobile Club, 
Boston Merchants' Association, Boston 
Chamber of Commerce and National 
Civic Federation. 

In 1025 he was awarded the degree 
of LL.D. by the Norwich University

Tho needs of modern man are 
served by the peculiar attitudes and 
tho unique life which proceed from 
a religious interpretation of the uni- 
verse. 

Religion can benefit us in our daily 
lives. Furthermore we can learn how 
to lay hold on its values and also 
how to create them and make them 
worth while. 

Man has to have some beliefs. If 
his beliefs are negative, then his life 
is negative, but whatever his beliefs 
may be. he has to believe in some- 
thing, and to that extent he has to be 
religious, and this leads to attitudes 
and habits of mind. 


Our daily lives are our temples, and 
we cannot separate that part which is 
for God and the other part which is 
for us. There is a unity of human- 
kind and a oneness of our lives 
which prevents such separation. 

The old idea of religion was built 
around the concept of a Holy City of 
God. That is changed now. Any re 
ligious interpretation of the universe 
brings a vision, which transforms 
mere existence into life. It presents 
a goal toward which we strive. Such 
a vision has religious character and 
is, in fact, religion, for it binds people 
to responsibility, and a sense of obliga- 
tion.

Thus real life is avail- 
able. 

If this vision fails, then we do not 
discover anything of a transcendent 
nature in the material world, and can- 
not hear tho music of the spheres. 
The vision gives us a sense of our 
part in the scheme of things, a sense 
of universal kinship with that which 
is worth while. 

On the heights our vision glorifies 
our lives, but we cannot live there 
forever. Life leads us down into the 
valleys, where worries and troubles 
assail us. 

Here religion can be of service in 
helping us to find some method of 
living which shall be in complete ad- 
justment with life and afford relief

from the strain, unrest, anxiety, and 
worry all about us. The ancient 
thought of Heaven was a place where 
we had an important mansion on the 
main street of the City of God. Mod- 
ern man wants things to be all right 
now. He does not want to wait. Re- 
ligion gives complete adjustment so 
there is no undercurrent of strain. 
There are only local anxieties and 
temporary strains. This undercurrent 
of quiet power makes us feel that we 
are at one with the universe, that we 
belong, and that we can and do par- 
ticipate in the great adventure. When 
that is comprehended, tho temporary 
stresses and strains do not count so 
much. 

The ability to control our feelings 
is not always within our power. At 
times we react involuntarily. We 
try not to worry, but we slip down in- 
to the slough of despond every little, 
while. Many of our human responses 
are instinctive. We are creatures of 
habit. Instinct is the result of habits 
gradually developed. We should do 
our best to develop good habits. Much 
that nppears to be mechanical turns 
out to be volitional. At least it started 
that way. 

Fortunately we have more fine 
habits than had ones. Furthermore we 
occasionally break a habit. The power 
is there. It is an alternative choice 
whether or not to break a habit, it 
takes time, to be sure, and meantime 
we react in the old. unsatisfactory 
way to external stimulus. Man is 
able to rise supreme over his habits. 
The best environment is a help. Tem- 
perament is something of a limitation. 
Everything is limited in some way. 
We cannot overturn the laws which 
set limits and nre themselves limited. 
He who reaches the limit of his at- 
tainments in one direction can find 
plenty of room for achievement else- 
where. Prof. Mather said that he had 
never seen a person who was living 
ns complete a religious life as he was 
temperamentally capable of living. We 
have not reached our limits, so we 
do not need to cross those bridges un- 
til we come to them. We are limited 
by temperament, but there is an 
abundance of territory within the lim- 
its. 

Religion makes one not merely out 
wardly at peace with life. It gives a 
solid foundation for the soul, so that 
we can quickly get back on an even 
keel, no matter how we tuny be buf- 
feted about by the storms. Religion 
gives inward poise, which banishes 
vain thoughts and futile feelings It 
is real and not a shnm. The molecu- 
lar structure of the crystal provides 
an outward appearance like cut glass, 
but what a world of difference there 
is underneath the outward appearance 
The glass has surface appearance and 
nothing else. Jesus lost his outward 
poise for a moment in Gcthsemaue 
and on the cross, but lie had some- 
thing within which brought Him quick 
ly back on an even keel. Underneath 
and eternal, rich, full, and true, His 
inward lmise gave Him the strength 
to recover His balance.

wealth of information and entertain- 
ment, but as all this was reported in 
full last June, space cannot be given 
here for repetition. In summarizing. 
Mrs. Arthur Devens Potter, General 
Federation Director, caused much 
laughter by her prophecy that at some 
future time Clubwomen would attend 
biennials in London, Paris, Sydney, 
Tokio, Shanghai, or other remote 
places, by airplane — just a mere short 
trip — while others remained at home 
hearing and seeing them all by radio 
and television. She also said — and 
Mrs. Potter can always bo relied upon 
to infuse humor into her reports — 
“Some women grow old gracefully, 
others join the General Federation 
and remain young.” 

A masterful piece of business was 
the serving of luncheon to the visit- 
ing Clubwomen in Masonic Temple, 
at which more than 1,000 were served. 
The Press luncheon, presided over by 
Miss Carolyn Peck, State Press chair- 
man, was attended by editors of Wom- 
en’s Club news in Boston. 

Several bits of outstanding inter- 
est in the afternoon, followed the ex- 
cellent organ recital given by Mrs. 
Dorothy Mulroney. The Wollaston 
Woman’s Club — having heard Mrs. 
Packard’s remark that the gavel was 
becoming worn so that she feared it 
might break — seized their opportunity 
and presented the State Federation 
with a new one, the Club’s president, 
Mrs. Wallace Rood speaking, and the 
presentation being mado by a Club 
member, Mrs. Boyd F. Bowles, who is 
State corresponding secretary. She 
stated that the gavel was made from 
wood taken from the old frigate Con- 
stitution, which was launched in 1797. 
It is of white oak, the head being 
made from wood from the keel. It 
was made by William Atkinson, and 
the inscription on the silver plate 
was done by Eugene Sanger. 

The second interesting event was 
the honoring of Mrs. Augusta Prescott 
of Springfield, a successful business 
woman who moved her husband’s 
business of ink manufacturing to the 
city from Boston, after his death. 

The outstanding business of the 
convention was the passing of a 
resolution calling upon Club members 
to study and stand behind the Multi- 
lateral Treaty to outlaw war, known 
as the Pact of Paris, that the treaty 


may have the enlightened public sup- 
port when it comes up for ratification 
in the United States Senate. 

Two new Clubs were admitted, and 
their presidents introduced to the 
gathering — Boston Home and School 
Association, Miss Nina Givault, presi- 
dent, and East Freetown Woman's 
Club, Mrs. Albert F. Edminster, pres- 
ident. 

The address of the day was given 
by Dr. James T. Shotwell, director 
of Carnegie Institute for Peace, in an 
inspiring discussion of outlawry of 
war, and of practical methods for se- 
curing permanent and world-wide 
peace. He made Clear the text of the 
Multilateral Treaty, and distributed 
as a welcome gift to Clubs 100 
pamphlets containing the complete 
text and his comment thereon, to be 
used ns a basis of the study which 
was voted in resolution. That this 
pact is not a mere moral gesture is 
proven, said Dr. Shotwell, when the 
man who was prime minister of 
France through the Battle of Verdun, 
considers that civilized nations should 
proceed definitely to the renunciation 
of war as an instrument of national 
policy. He went on to show how the 
supreme lesson of the World War 
was that war itself is no longer a 
pertinent or usable instrument of in- 
ternational policy.

The Annual Dramatics of the New- 
tonville Woman’s Club played to u 
large audience last Friday evening, 
the 16th, in the High School Audi- 
rium, to the gratification of those who 
wore seeking to add a substantial 
sum to the Club’s Scholarship Fund. 
It was a much amused and enter- 
tained audience, as well, for the 
farcical comedy, “The Torch Bearers,’’ 
written by George Kelley contained 
clever lines, and much wit, as well 
as being based upon a keen under- 
standing of human nature.

Mrs. J. Duro Pampinelll, Elizabeth 
Upham Stevens; Mrs. Nelly Fell, 
Alice I). Bond; Mian Florence Me- 
Crickett, Elalo M. Elicker; Mra. Clara 
Sheppard, Anna JudkitiH, and Jenny, 
Abide C. Thornton. 

The piny was coached by Mr. and 
Mrs. Derby Brown, and was produced 
by special arrangement with Samuel 
French of Now York. 

The scenes were: Act I. A draw- 
ing room in the homo of Mr. Fred- 
erick Ritter about eight o’clock; Act 
II. Behind the scenes at Horticul- 
tural Mali, the following evening at 
eight-thirty : and Act III. The draw- 
ing room at the Ritters’ two hours 
later. 

In the first act Mr. Ritter comes 
home to find that ART has entered 
his domain. Jenny, the servant, 
meets him in a joyful flutter, and his 
wife, hearing his voice, comes to 
greet him with the exuberance of a 
girl, and recounts all the compli- 
ments she has received as a “leading 
lady.” Mrs. Sholley was delightful 
in this pnrt, with her embarrassed 
modesty over the plaudits, and yet 
evident elation. Mr. Tylee, playing 
the unimpressed middle-aged lord of 
the household, was excellent in his 
naturalness. His masculine warning 
not to believe* everything said to her, 
his satire that was ovor the head of 
his wife, and above all his one con- 
cern being in the untimely doath of 
Mr. Sheppard, were well-done, indeed. 
His query, “how did you happen to 
act”; Mrs. Sholley’s roply, “because 
someone died"; and the subsequent 
explanation of the sudden death of 
the leading lady’s husband, which 
spoiled the plans, making Mr. Ritter 
demur, “why didn’t she keep his 
death a secret,” were introductory to 
the descent upon the house of the en- 
tire cast of the play for rehearsal. 

Elizabeth Stevens, as the melo- 
damatic, intense Mrs. Pampinelli, 
scowlingly concentrating upon her 
director’s duties, was splendid — typ- 
ical of many women seeking after 
the limelight, and expressing acquired 
information. The spell-bound atti- 
tude of her company as she corrected 
the wronged wife in her emotional 
scene, pleading with her to show more 
emotion, and showing her how to 
“emote,”’ brought a gale of laughter 
from the audience, so well was it 
done. Her gestures were the acme 
of ease and grace, the envy of be- 
holdors, who showed this keenly. 
Her unrest when Nelly Fell held the 
attention of a man — but especially of 
Mr. Spindler or Mr. Hossefrosse — 
and her stern rebukes, calling Nelly 
to attention, provided situations that 
made for nyich amusement of the 
audience. Mr. Huxley Hossefrosse’s 
evident interest in Mrs. Pampinelli, 
but his perpetual "dumbness” in un- 
derstanding her instructions, were 
admirably played by Robert Kelley. 

Mr. Kelley, too, bellowing as the 
enraged husband, made so farcical 
his part, that he aroused peals of 
laughter. The exaggeration in this 
farcical scene was ably seconded by 
Elsie M. Elicker, as the wronged wife. 

Mrs. Harold r. Bond — Alice D.— as 
the merry, merry widow, “nil kinds 
of widow," ns? site expressed it, beauti- 
ful in her white hair, playful with 
each man who entered upon the 
scene, put over her flirtatious part in 
a way that was a joy to behold. Her 
pretended dismay when rebuked, and 
the keen enjoyment of her attentions 
shown by Mr. Ritter, held the atten- 
tion of tlie audience so that many bits 
of other clever byplay were not al- 
ways seen. 

The entrance of Paula into the re- 
hearsal. which her husband is un- 
willingly viewing, ns the woman who 
is stealing a husband. (Mr. Hosse- 
frosse), brings the climax of hilarity, 
for her acting to her real husband is 
so awful that with the awed and dis- 
mayed outcry, "Oh, my God!” he 
falls in a dead faint. Reminiscent as 
this is of the similar fate of Clara 
Sheppard’s husband, he seems to be 
the second man knocked out by his 
wife’s acting, and the audience is in 
an uproar or glee. And then Mrs. 
Pampinelli shows her real “art" re- 
fusing to let such a triflling matter as 
a second dead man interfere with the 
production of her play, ordering till 
to "places” with a regal aloofness 
that Mrs. Stevens did with acclaim. 

The second act, behind scenes, 
gave splendid opportunity for mis- 
haps. The sticking door, blocking 
entry: Harold Bond ns Twiller, leav- 
ing his cane in the door on stage 
entry, and dropping half of his 
moustache on the stnge, not once but 
several times; Mr. Spindler, reduced 
from the cloud-gazing superior being 
of the first act to a rebuked culprit, 
first when he falls over a spike in the 
floor, then when his telephone bell 
refuses to work, only to go off with a 
zipp when not wanted— acting by 
Paul Knight. Jr., that was a delight 
to behold and the final catastrophe, 
the fall of the curtain just as Mrs. 
Pompinelli glides out in triumph to 
take her supreme moment in a cur- 
tain call, and her cold rage at the 
stage manager, provided one laugh 
after another. 

Derby Brown, as stage manager, 
unconcerned, retorting to her that 
he’d write it out why the curtain fell, 
nonchalantly eating a banana earlier, 
surely made the most of every bit of 
stage business in his part. 

Anna Judkins, ns Mrs. Sheppard, 
appearing in deepest black, but will- 
ing to take a curtain call for the part 
she had to give up. made her Lit very 
real, in her interest in the play and 
in her knowledge of the becoming- 
ness of her mourning. 

And then another man is taken 
out unconscious! And tills again 
after Paula’s scene with Hossefros- 
sel. We discover later, of course, 
that it's again her husband, but at 
the moment the thought of a third 
man being overcome is too much for 
the audience. 

In the third act, never were seen 
such flowers as arrived for Paula - 
too reminiscent of three macculine 
fatulitles. It was no wonder that on 
the program the Newton Rose Con- 
servatories, M. L. Kuuno, florist, and 
Newton Flower Simp were thanked 
with appreciation of generosity, for 
they did their best to make the ills 
play a cross between a funeral and 
a congratulatory affair. In this, 
Paula'i pars, over her husband’s 
surcasm; Mrs. Pominelli’s majestic 

superiority; and Nells Foil's frank 

expression of opinion of the mun with 


whom she flirted in the the first act; 
were most entertaining, so realisti- 
cally were they done. Mr. Ritter’s 
Joke of calling over the up stairs ex- 
tension with an offer from a motion 
picture company, was a bit of stage 
business that was most entertaining. 
Then Paula decides to give up her 
art, and this gives Mrs. Pampinelli 
the enjoyable lines of threat: "Re- 
member. there will still be actresses 
when husbands are a thing of the 
past.” “I know, but I HAVE a hus- 
band!” weeps Paula. And from Nelly 
Fell — she who has flirted with every 
man present — "That’s a cross every 
married woman has to bear!” 

The Dramatic Committee is to be 
congratulated upon the the talent of 
the entire company, and upon the 
plonsure that they afforded their 
Newton audience: Mrs. Clinton W. 
Tylee. chairman: Mrs. F. Spencer 
Arend, Mrs. Stanley B. Arend, Miss 
Marion Drew Bassett, Mrs. G. Win- 
throp Brainerd, Mrs. Lowell A. Bur- 
rows, Mrs. Myron M. Davis.

That tlie women of today have four 
different obligations was the asser- 
tion of Mrs. Nancy Schoonmaker at 
the Fall Meeting of the Newton Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs held at 
the Waban Neighborhood Club, Mon- 
day, November 19th. The first is the 
one they have always had: the do- 
mestic. which concerns the husband, 
home, and children; the second is an 
economic one involving saving, the 
budget, and managing a household: 
to these has been added the political 
obligations, and Mrs. Schoonmaker 
stated that American women have 
not quite fulfilled it yet: they haven’t 
done it intelligently in all cases, and 
they haven’t all performed it; but in 
time, this obligation will be fulfilled. 

The fourth obligation, which Mrs. 
Schoonmaker took for the subject of 
her talk was the international one. 
Europe lives very close together: 
enmity scars all mankind alike; what 
are we doing to abolish war? We 
gave in war and asked nothing in 
return. Although we did introduce a 
League of Nations and a World Court 
she personally was ashamed that we 
were out of these things. She was 
proud of the Kellogg Pact as we in- 
troduced it. What can women do? 
They are always best at talking, so 
why not talk peace? We can have 
peace if we want it. We are made up 
of different nationalities and get along 
well. We should work for world 
friendship and peace. 

Then she gave a short history o. 
war, from the tribal wars to the great 
war which involved everyone. We 
learned from this war first, that we 
are not too civilized to fight : second, 
preparedness does not prevent war: 
third, that war settles nothing.

It would be most surprising if the 
Mayor of Boston does not accept the 
plan suggested by Henry I. Harrlman 
of this city for the relief of the Cow 
ernor Square traffic congestion. How 
grateful Newton people will lie to one 
of the fellow citizens for straighten- 
ing out a hopeless tangle. Another 
feature, and one which is likely to 
prove of much force in putting the 
proposal through is the relatively 
small cost approximately $2,000,000. 
For that, too, Mr. Harrlman is to he 
commended. 

If ever there was a patient and long- 
suffering people in these times patrons 
of the Boston Elevated on the Brigh- 
ton, Brookline and Newton lines con- 
stitute that oIuhs. It is all right for 
some of my good friends to say, "O. 
why bother with the punk old trolleys 

why not ride on the trains?" I sub- 
mit that is all very well if you have a 
regular time for leaving Newton and 
coming out again, but if your duties 
are such that the hours of travel are 
necessarily varied you cannot always 
count on the train unless willing to 
wait or waste time. 

As 1 read the detailed description 
of the plans submitted by the Metro- 
politan Planning Division of which 
Mr Harrimun is chairman, I marvel 
at ih«- Ingenuity and skill displayed 
in solving, in part at least, what one 
may unhesitatingly characterize as a 
mussed-up state of affairs. Then to 
have reached a solution at a mini- 
mum in expense seemsL almost too 
good to he true. Knowing Mr. Ilarri- 
mnn and having observed the thor- 
oiiKhne with which he tackles any 
undertaking I am not surprised. Per- 
sonally. I Khali always ho grateful to 
him whatever happens. 

You should have stood on the side 
lines in i ho Legislature this year and 
watched i ho manner in which the Gov- 
« rnor Square subway extension hill 
was tossed from the House to the Gov- 
ernor s office, thence to the Mayor's 
office in Boston, buck to the Senate 
and round and round again and again. 
I know t hut the Governor believed 
tliai the automobiles should sliuru a 
proportionate amount of (lie expense 
because they as much us car-riders 
are benefited and moreover are prlm- 


But, of 

course, the legislators, representing 
tlie various communities affected by 
any levying of improvement cost 
screeched against putting upon them 
tho expense of a Boston improvement. 
They were willing t ho improvement 
should be made and to reap all ad- 
vantages therefrom, but felt that t ho 
city of Boston should pay the bills. 
The Mayor of Boston insisted that 
Boston should pay so much and no 
more. 

What seemed to have been loft a 
sad and disconsolate picture when the 
General Court was prorogued appears 
now to he a brightly-lighted way out. 
Moreover, I believe it will not only 
find fnvor but prove a monument to 
Mr. Harrlman. 

It is possible you were one of those 
who went to the State House to ex- 
press to the special commission ap- 
pointed for that purpose your views 
as to what form the 300th anniversary 
of the founding of Massachusetts 
should take. Inasmuch as the ter- 
centennary is not to be observed un- 
til 1930 there is still time to think 
some good ideas in ense you weren’t 
one of the group to advise the com- 
mission. But it might he just as well 
to get your suggestions in shape and 
send them along at the first available 
opportunity for the special commis- 
sion must report to the incoming Leg- 
islature something for that august 
body to act on. 

I doubt If any public hearing at the 
State House has drawn smaller num- 
bers than this tercentennary project. 

I must admit, however, that in this 
case the proceedings have been noted 
for quality rather than quantity and 
the comparatively small number who 
have appeared have represented in- 
telligence and public spirit. But how 
little the ordinary person is interested 
In the general proposition. Suppose 
you turn to some good friend of yours 
and ask him what he thinks about 
celebrating the 300th anniversary of 
the founding of Massachusetts. 

I have no doubt that he will prove 
a man of more, than ordinary abilty 
in various ways but I have good rea- 
son to believe you will have upset 
him completely when you talk on this 
subject. Isn’t it pathetic, or some- 
thing like that, to note how shy of 
knowledge of the history of our own 
State many of us have become, or al- 
ways have been. 

Let me tell you, however, that for- 
eign born citizens are not the ones 
to fall asleep over a volume of United 
States history. They know all the 
volumes and contents and also the 
words of "My Country, ’Tis of Thee,” 
"The Star Spangled Banner,” and 
"Yankee Doodle” and can sing them 
while many of us are humming along 
with now and then gasping out 
word or two we happen to have re- 
membered. 

Well, these bright, earnest people 
who have come from other lands to 
these shores, • have unhesitatingly 
pledged themselves to the special com- 
mission as willing and eager to give 
pageants in a number of Massachu- 
setts cities in order that the Founders 
of tlie Massachusetts Bay Colony may 
not be forgotten. If the descendants 
of the Founders slip in their efforts 
to honor their ancestors they may 
count on foreigners to save the day. 

Here we are on the brink of a uni- 
form system of traffic signals for the 
entire State. It may be reasonably 
expected that a large number of wise 
folk will say, “Why wasn’t it done 
before?” It couldn’t have been done 
until the problem attained its present 
size, for tlie history of traffic regula- 
tion shows that the hoy grew too fast 
for ills years. Hardly would one suit 
have been finished when it would 
prove too small for him, and another 
would have to be made. 

Recently I was invited to take an 
uutomobile trip to New York and re 
turn. An excellent “break” from the 
weather man made it a pleasure to 
ride through my own State, Connect! 
cut and New York. The variety of 
traffic signals was amazing. It struck 
me that in Connecticut and New York 
the systems were far more comprehen- 
sive than in our own State. We are 
apt, I regret to say, to think that 
things away from home are better 
than those to which we have become 
familiar. Nevertheless I think New 
York city has done big things in 
handling traffic and that tho adjoining 
communities on the Roston Post road 
and cities and towns of Connecticut 
have learned much therefrom. 

I couldn’t help but marvel at the num- 
ber of young men who were seeking to 
“thumb” rides as they say. They 
were out in large numbers and showed 
no hesitation in stepping almost in 
tlie path of the car and practically 
demanding to be taken on board. I 
didn't see any who got away with it, 
but judging from the persistence dis- 
played they must have been hopeful. 

There was a truck which bore a 
sign I’d never seen before. It read, 
"Sorry. No Lifts and No Risks.” 
That should hold the "thumbers” for 
a while.

The Mayor next introduced Mr. Al- 
bert A. Scott. Regional Director of 
Near East Relief, and presented Mr. 
Frank L. Richardson who lins served 
as Treasurer of the Near East Relief 
in Newton for the past years. Mr. 
Richardson gave a concise and com- 
plete report of the past and received 
hearty applause when he stated that 
over $1000.00 had already been placed 
in his hands during the Dinner. He 
assured all guests that Newton would 
measure up to the task of doing their 
proportionate share in the completion 
of the work. 


After the Mayor introduced Dr. 
James L. Barton the chairman of 
the National Committee of the Near 
East Relief and a fellow townsman 
the guests gave him a great ovation 
and rose to thoir feet in appreciation 
of his presence with them. Dr. Bnr 
ton spoke of the beginning of the 
work when Henry Morgonthau, our 
ambassador to Turkey, requested that 
$100,000 dollars be raised for relief 
work among the destitute children of 
the Near East. When at a first group 
meeting over $60,000.00 of this amount 
was raised, he stated, that over 135,- 
000 children had thus far been cared 
for and kept alive and trained. He 
said the people do not attend the Gold 
en Rule Dinners because of the abund 
a nee of food that is usually served but 
because of their interest in the help- 
less child. 

Mr. Herbert L. Willett, . National 
Representative from New York office, 
was then introduced and was the last 
speaker. Mr. Willett expressed plea 
sure at being permitted to be present 
on this occasion and said that when 
Ills task was completed with Near 
East Relief he with his family were 
contemplating living in Newton. Mr, 
Willett spent a number of years over- 
seas and related many interesting 
events that came under his observa- 
tion while in that country. He de- 
clared that tlie children that had been 
placed in different sections of that 
country were making good and were 
an asset both from an industrial 
and moral standpoint. Before the 
guests departed and left the dinner 
table they placed upon the altar near- 
ly $2000.00. 

It was one of those occasions long 
to be remembered because of the spir- 
it that brought the company together 
as well as the delightful fellowship 
enjoyed by all.

Nursing Association Drastic Zoning Changes Planned ~ 
Holds Annual Meeting ^ J(> ^ ^ ^ 

Elect* New Officers and Hoars ° 


Interesting Reports 


The Annual Meeting of tlie Newton 
District Nursing Association was held 
at the Headquarters, 12 Austin street, 
Newtonville, on Tuesday, November 
13. 

Tlie following officers were elected: 
Mrs. George M. Angler, president; 
Mrs. Samuel Tower, 1st vice-presi- 
dent: Mrs. Herbert Felton, 2nd vice- 
president; Mrs. Leverett Saltonstall, 
secretary; Mrs. Frank Schofield, 
sistant secretary: Mrs. H. C. Bond, 
Auditor. 

Mrs. St. Amaut reviewed the 
growth of the Association in the 7 
years that she has been president. 
The Staff has Increased from 1 grad- 
uate nurse and 2 students from the 
Training School, with headquarters at 
tlie Hospital, to the present staff of 
a superintendent. 3 graduate nurses 
and 4 students with their own head- 
quarters. 

The superintendent, Mrs. Paige, re- 
ported 15,459 visits this year, and 
1.835 attendants at the Well Baby 
Clinics. Three of the doctors who 
have served on the medical staff since 
the clinics were started resigned this 
year. Dr. Keene, Dr. Godfrey and Dr. 
Thayer. These men have given very 
generously of their time and service. 
We greatly appreciate it and thank 
them. 

Dr. J. Gallagher. Dr. W. O. Hallor- 
an and Dr. E. Burke have graciously 
consented to serve at the clinics with 
tlie other faithful doctors who have 
long served on the staff. 

The Board lias lost 3 loyal friends 
in the passing of Mrs. F. M. Stanley, 
vice-pres.. Mrs. Austin Whittier, asst, 
secy., and Mrs. Ellery Peabody, chair- 
man of the Finance committee, all of 
whom are sadly missed from the 
ranks. 

Mrs. Charles L. Smith lias resigned 
as Treasurer. She has held that office 
ever since tlie Association was 
formed, almost 30 years ago. The 
Board gratefully acknowledged her 
long and faithful service to the Asso- 
ciation and presented her with a sil- 
ver vase in token of its appreciation. 
Her place will be taken by Mrs. Louis 
W. Arnold. 

The Board is most fortunate in hav- 
ing Mrs. Angler, the former secre- 
tary. as our new president. Many

Private Residence Zones Replace Present General Residence 
Zones — Apartment House Districts Possible 


Tlie most important change in zon- 
ing in this city since 1922, when the 
city was first zoned, will Ik* discussed 
at a public hearing to be held at City 
Hall on Friday evening, December 
14. Newton was the first city in this 
section to establish zoning. This fact, 
in addition to Newton’s established 
reputation as a very attractive resi- 
dential community started a building 
boom here right after the zoning law 
was accepted, and for the past six 
years Newton has completely out- 
distanced all other cities in Massa- 
chusetts in the building of detached 
residences. 

The tremendous building boom in 
Newton brought to this city many 
speculative builders who crowded as 
many houses on the tracks they pur- 
chased as the zoning law* would per- 
mit. In addition, some of these build- 
ers applied for waivers on the law 
to allow them to construct houses on 
small lots. To prevent undesirable 
development of tracts of land remain- 
ing in the General Residence Zone, 
many residents of tlie city havp been 
urging the practical abolition of this 
zone and the inclusion of most of the 
districts now designated as General 
Residence Zones in Private Residence 
Zones. Another important reason for 
the proposed wiping out of most of 
the General Residence Zones is — to 
prevent the erection of apartment 
buildings. At the special meeting of 
the Aldermen last Monday night, 
Alderman Baker, Chairman of the 
Claims and Rules Committee, which 
has given much consideration to this 
problem, explained the reasons for 
the proposed changes. His remarks 
follow, as do those of President 
Weeks of the Board of Aldermen, 
who also spoke on this subject. 

Tlie City Clerk’s office force Is per- 
forming much detailed work notifying 
owners of property in the General 
Residence Zones of the hearing and 
the Board of Aldermen at the meet- 
ing Monday night appropriated $200 
for extra clerical work in connection 
with this matter. 


Alderman Baker said: "Inasmuch 
as the order before the Board for the 
appropriation of $200 for Zoning 
Ordinance expenses arises because of 
the proposed change of all land now 
in the General Residence District to 
the Private Residence District. I will 
make a statement in regard to the 
history, purpose and effect of this 
change. 

In December. 1927. the Committee 
on Claims and Rules reported favor- 
ably upon certain changes in the 
Building Code, which have no rela- 
tion to the Zoning Ordinance, and 
these changes were adopted. At that 
time the Committee also reported 
that it had been considering certain 
other changes which had to do with 
the general question of apartment 
house construction in Newton, and re- 
ported that in its opinion before any 
changes in the Building Code were 
made which might stimulate the build- 
ing of apartment houses, it would be 
well to change the Zoning Ordinance 
and the district zoning boundaries 
and limit the sections in which apart- 
ment houses might he erected. The 
Committee recommended that this 
subject be referred to this year’s 
Board and this was done. 

This subject has been before the 
present Committee on Claims and 
Rules during the whole of this year. 
The Committee has discussed it at 
many meetings and found it one of 
the most difficult questions with which 
it had to deal. The Committee has 
unanimously reached the same con- 
clusion as last year’s Committee, that 
prior to amending the Building Code 
in any way which will stimulate the 
building of apartment honses In the 
General Residence District this Dis- 
trict should he greatly reduced in 
area. Pursuant to that conclusion 
the Committee has ordered a hearing 
before the Committee on Friday eve- 
ning. December 14, at 7:45 o’clock, 
at which time it will hear all who 
are interested.

Newton high school football team 
won Its major objective contest of 
the season yesterday morning by 
edging Brookline 3 to 0 In a close and 
hard fought game. Newton had the 
edge in the first half rolling up five 
first downs to two by the Wealthy 
Towners. Robblee's alertness in re- 
covering a Brookline fumble and 
Captain Schelnfain’s ability to snare 
a pass placed Newton in position to 
score midway of the first period. 
With a first down on the five yard 
line and three plays failing to gain 
but two yards, Gilllgan dropped back 
to his 15-yard stripe and booted the 
ball between the uprights. The score 
hardly seemed sufficient to win at the 
time and the two elevens battled back 
and forth. Newton got as far as the 
Brookline twenty-yard line later in 
the game but was held, while Brook- 
line was inside Newton’s thirty-yard 
line several times in the last half, but 
failed to come through. Coach Hines 
still maintains his record of not hav- 
ing a touchdown scored on any of his 
teams by Newton, although the rec- 
ord was nearly broken. When Schein- 
fain caught the long pass from Gilli- 
gan preceding the field goal his 
momentum carried him outside the 
field before he could turn. He was 
only five yards from the goal when 
he went outside. Joe Gilligan was 
easily the outstanding back in the 
game but the entire Newton eleven 
deserves much credit for the game 
they played. It was by far the best 
this season from end to end and by 
every back. Chamberlain was back 
at centre and he proved he had a 
right to the berth by making many of 
the tackles. Robblee and Harrington 
were in on many of the plays that 
were on the opposite side of the 
centre. Andres played his usual good 
game backing up the line. 

First Period 

Andres kicked off to Captain 
Roberts of Brookline on his 10-yard 
line and he ran it back to the 33. 
Roberts took the ball once and Hoot- 
stein twice for a first down through 
the Newton left tackle. Fink then 
kicked to Gilligan on his 15-yard line 
and he ran it back five yards before 
being forced outside. Gilligan hit 
right tackle for two yards and then 
got through left tackle on a cutback 
play for 15 yards and a first down. 
Another left tackle slant by Gilligan 
was good for eight yards. Andres hit 
right tackle but was a half foot shy 
of first down. He again took the ball 
through centre for a yard and the 
necessary distance. Gilligan found a 
big hole at right tackle, got through, 
cut back and made eleven yards and 
another first down on the Brookline 
42-yard line. He again tried left 
tackle but slipped for no gain. Duane 
got through right tackle for six yards. 
Andres took the hall on a delayed 
play through centre for a yard. Gilli- 
gan kicked to the ten-yard line where 
Payne fell on the ball. On the next 
play both teams were offside and 
Fink then kicked. Newton was off- 
side and Brookline had the hall 
brought back as it had traveled hut a 
short distance.

ity hut, the upartnient walls consist- 
ing of hempen ropes. 

From the great Amazon basiu he 
pushed through to the Andes, the lo- 
cation of his major archaeological 
finds. He delved among the lost ruins 
of the Incas, the wrecks of cities 
which once housed a rich and intri- 
cate civilization- among older ruins 
even than the Incan, bearing evi- 
dence of an incomprehensible anti- 


| quity. 

The lecture was illustrated by still 
and motion pictures, which, consider- 
ing they were taken a thousand miles 
from civilization and under all kinds 
of difficulties were remarkable pro- 
ductions.

deuce to the Private Residence Dis- 
trict will prevent the erection of 
apartment houses on all land so 
changed. It will change the setback 
from fifteen to twenty-five feet from 
the street line and will reduce the 
portion of the lot upon which build- 
ings may be erected from fifty to 
thirty per cent of the area. 

Tho hearing covers tho chnnge of 
the entire General Residence District 
to Private Residence District i.e., two 
family house District, hut it Is not 
the intention of the Committee to 
recommend changing the whole dis- 
trict. It will probably recommend 
that certain small portions he left 
in the General Residence District 
We have not yet decided what por- 
tions should be left in the General 
Residence District, hut shortly after 
the hearing we expect to arrive at a 
definite conclusion as to what por- 
tions should ho left iu what may 
properly be called apartment house 
districts. 

Having done that we expect to re- 
port favorably on this proposed 
change from the General Residence 
District to the Private, and at the 
same time, on tho change which the 
Building Commissioner has recom- 
mended modifying the Building Code 
to a certain extent and bringing the 
requirements with respect to floor 
construction in apartment and other 
buildings in line witli modern prac- 
tice. 

I think that I may say that tho 
proposed change will not in any way 
impair the fireproof characteristics of 
these buildings. 

There is nothing before us now re 
quiring action, except the appropria- 
tion of $200, which is for the expense 
of holding this hearing, covering the 
cost of sending notices to all owners 
of land in the General Residence Dis- 
trict, of which there are over 4,000. 
After this hearing has been held the 
Committee may ask for a special 
meeting of the Board of Aldermen in 
December, at which this matter may 
be discussed at length. I hope every 
member of tho Board will keep the 
matter in mind and give it considera- 
tion in the meantime, in order that 
we may take action before the end of 
this year. 

President Weeks said: “We all 
know how some of these matters 
which have been given consideration, 
thought and study during tho course 
of the year come along toward the 
end of the year when the time is 
somewhat limited and still if is ex- 
tremely desirable that some of these 
things ho accomplished before tho 
year closes. 

This particular question has been 
agitated, talked of and studied by the 
Board and by tho Committee for the 
past year and a half at least, pos- 
sibly two years. This appropriation 
of two hundred dollars this evening, 
and the remarks of the Aldermen 
from Ward 3, (Alderman Baker, 
Chairman of tho Committee on Claims 
ami Rules,) serve to bring to our at- 
tention tlie fact that tho matter has 
been approaching a head, and that 
we hope to get some decisive action 
before the end of the year. 

"It so happens that this is a spe- 
cial meeting and that there are a 
number of members absent, and T 
think that those who are absent ought 
to have tho same notice as those 
who are present, and I therefore move 
tluil a transcript of Alderman Baker’s 
remarks, which explain this appropri- 
ation and what it is leading to, ho 
sent to every member of the Board, 
in order that they may have the mat- 
ter in mind and have notico of tho 
fact that tltis matter is approaching 
action by tho Committee ami wo hope 
by tho Board.”

ABOUT TOWN 


By Edw. H. Power* 

We hnve been informed that one 
source of revenue of the Roston & 
Albany railroad has dropped off con- 
siderably during the past year and 
the management of the rnilroad com- 
pany is endeavoring to nseertnln the 
reason. Tho nnswer is physlcnl — not 
financial. 

Registrar of Motor Vehicles Parker, 
In his campaign to save lives, has re- 
quested Chiefs of Police to instruct 
their subordinates to apprehend auto- 
ists operating cars on which only ono 
headlight is working. Mr. Parker 
pomises to revoke the registration of 
all such cars. There has boon alto- 
gether too much leniency shown auto- 
ists who drive cars improperly lighted. 
Policemen, for the most part stand 
on sidewalks, or at traffic posts and 
allow “one-eyed cars’’ to pass un- 
noticed. Anyone who drives a car 
realizes that a headlight may cease 
functioning while a ear is being op- 
erated, and the driver may be bliss- 
fully unaware of this fact. But, a 
policeman observing a car improperly 
lighted, should stop it and insist that 
the operntor go to the nearest garage 
and get a new bulb. There are all too 
many nutolsts who opernte a car night 
after night with but ono headlight be- 
cause they nre too indifferent, or too 
miserly to have both headlights on 
the car put in proper working condi- 
tion. 

A drive should nlso he made on 
those autolsts who operate cars with 
glaring headlights. They create much 
grentor hazards on highways than do 
those who operate cars with hut one 
headlight working. Many pedestrians 
have been killed by cars because the 
drivers of other cars were blinded by 
tho glare of improperly focussed 
headlights on approaching cars. 

And, while the safety drive is on. 
police in Newton, and other cities and 
towns, should get after autolsts who 
opernte with the number plates on 
cars so hidden, or so covered with 
grime and grease to be unreadable. 

Governor Alvan Fuller has been 
admonishing automobile insurance 
agents for taking too high commis- 
sions. Although the commissions 
formerly paid insurance agents 17%, 
with ordinary brokers obtaining 10% 
commissions, such percentages of 
policies which cost $21, $27 or $45, 
were not exorbitant, when one realizes 
that insurance agents and brokers 
have to pay rent, salaries and other 
office expenses, that they have been 
using their time and going to ex- 
pense of procuring plates for patrons, 
that they must go to more expense 
and use more time in matters regard- 
ing accidents and the settling of 
claims. Without getting too personal, 
we wonder what commissions Gov. 
Fuller received on the expensive 
commodity he has been selling? We 
do not know many insurance agents 
who became millionaires. Few of 
them have been able to manifest their 
appreciation of art by purchasing old 
masterpieces for sums which equal a 
king’s ransom.

Prof. Mather Closes Second Series 
Of Talks On Religion 

At the usual weekly meeting of the 
Mather Class last Sunday morning at 
the Newton Centre Woman’s Club 
House, Prof. Klrtley F. Mather closed 
the second series of lectures on re- 
ligion. 

His topic for this occasion was; 
“What may modern man do for re- 
ligion?" 

The modern idea of religion has 
changed from the old Idea of mir- 
aculously revealed precepts and doc- 
trines to a phase of life which Is one 
of inquiry and adventuring. 

Roligous life is not sent from Hea- 
ven and we are not expected to fit 
into a prepared mold. Rather than 
that, we have it as any other kind 
of life, in which we are seeking the 
mold for a life which is growing and 
expanding like an ancient empire 

Great thinkers have foreshadowed 
this process. The Bible says that 
where there is no vision, the people 
perish; and that young men shall 
see visions and old men dream 
dreams. 

A vision is something not yet rea- 
lized and not ordinarily seen. It is 
different from what the intellectual 
eyes see. Here is ahead of us a goal 
toward which we are going but which 
we have not yet reached. 

Our sight sees the past, but our vis- 
ions give a foretaste of the future, 
and furnish a glimpse of our ideals, 
which transcend our accomplish- 
ments. These visions show youth- 
fully minded people the world that 
is to be. 

Religon is distinctly a human thing. 
We depend on thoughtfully minded 
people for our religion. 

Prof. Mather expressed a lot of 
uncertainty about inspiration. He 
thought there was a human element 
somehow connected with inspiration. 
The acquisition of valuable truth 
comes from a flash of insight, a verit- 
able hurst of light, but it has to take 
place in the mind of a human being. 
Ideas have to be planted in the hu- 
man mind and the outlet for those 
ideas has to come through human 
channels. Truth crushed to earth 
will rise again, but only if some hu- 
man being stoops down and picks it 
up. It was particularly noteworthy 
that Prof. Mather did not explain the 
motivating causes which impel a hu- 
man being to stoop down and rescue 
truth. 

In the progressive development of 
the race it is a question whether re- 
ligion will continue to live and grow 
and be of value. Christianity is a re- 
ligion of discovery and growth. 
Truth is at times imprisoned in the 
narrow confines and shell of dogma, 
but the idea of Christianity is that 
these fallible minds of ours have the 
ability to carry on and do greater 
and greater works as time goes on. 
The essence of Jesus’ teaching is that 
the task is not eoirpl°»pd. It is not 
intended to build the world into con- 
formity with a narrow dogma pre- 
viously revealed . R is our task to 
discover what ideals ought to be and 
may be. We should have the spirit 
of adventure and launch out into the 
unknown hevond the field of knowl- 
edge, and make our dreams come true. 
We want to transform the unknown 
into the known. 

Each one has a responsibility. Each 
one can do something. Jesus places 
much emphasis on the little things 
and the trivial details. Every indi- 
vidual counts in the development of 
civilization. If you don’t make your 
contribution, the civilization of the 
whole world is stunted and held back. 
The whole is more than the sum of 
the individual parts. No man should 
he content to be an atom. We should 
he discontented with conditions as 
they are, the status quo. A negro 
once said that the status quo was 
Greek for the mess we’s in. Tho re- 
sponsibility rests on us to transform 
this mess into something worth while. 
We should not wait prayerfully and 
watchfully for the happy day when 
God will transform this world into 
the world that is to be. Some think 
the responsibility is on the atoms to 
operate mechanically and work things 
out by evolution. If they work right, 
that is fine, hut anyway it is not our 
fault. This is wrong. The respon- 
sibility is on us. We are the heirs 
of all tho ages and the custodians of 
future ages. We are masters of our 
spirits. We have both a responsibil- 
ity and an opportunity. 

The great trouble is, we do not 
know the ruels of the game. We know 
electricity, that is, we know the 
method, although our achievements 
are very far from being complete. 
We do not know the method or the 
laws of life and death and the spirit. 
Tlie limitations of the human mind 
hamper us in matters of the spirit. 
We may easily make mistakes. We 
cannot be sure that we can make 
manifest in a worrd of sense percep- 
tion the administration of the uni- 
verse. 

We may expect success, however, 
because tlie achievements of the past 
indicate success in tlie future. Man 
lias come tip to a higher level. The 
general level of humanity is so near 
the level of the great leaders of the 
past, like Aristotle and Socrates, that 
any kind of a leader is ahead of them.

ABOUT TOWN 


By Edw. H. Power* 

Newton Corner will again have its 
old lire alarm bell ready to function 
when the new fife station at Wash- 
ington street and Centre avenue will 
he completed early next week. At 
the meeting of the Board of Alder- 
men last week, that body, with the 
approval of Mayor Childs, voted to 
have a tower placed on the proposed 
building to contain the big bell. 

It Is over 40 years since the old 
Eliot Church was completely de- 
stroyed by fire. The old bell at that 
church had sounded the alarms for 
fire at Newton Corner and when the 
church was burned the bell went too, 
so it became necessary for the city 
to obtnin a new bell without undue 
delay, as the fire department in those 
days was comprised of call firemen 
who desponded when they heard the 
fire alarm. Several years before the 
old Eliot Church was burned, the 
Channing Unitarian Society at New- 
ton Corner had erected its present 
church building at the corner of Ver- 
non and Park streets. Before this 
structure was erected the society had 
worshipped in a building on Wash- 
ington street, opposite Clmnning 
street. After the new church was 
completed the old building, a large 
frame structure, was sold to the city 
as an armory for the Claflin Guards, 
the local militia company. The 
“armory" had a belfry, and this bel- 
fry was decided upon as the location 
for the new fire-alarm bell. 

The purchase of the new bell was 
quite an important matter. Several 
of the members of Engine 1 Com- 
pany were building tradesmen, car- 
penters. plumbers and painters, and 
they had often failed to hear fire 
alarms because the old bell in the 
Eliot Church could not carry far 
enough when the wind was contrary. 
Failure to respond to an alarm cost 
a call-fireman $1 out of his modest 
yearly stipend. But. this loss was 
trifling compared to the loss of pres- 
tige suffered. In the 80s the mem- 
bers of fire departments, even though 
but semi-professional firemen, took 
their fire-fighting duties real serious- 
ly. So, the firemen asked for a bell 
big enough and loud enough to be 
heard all over Newton Corner. Their 
demand was seconded by many per- 
sons who not only resided at New- 
ton Corner, but who also worked 
there. These folks got their biggest 
thrills going to fires. There were no 
movies, no automobiles in those days, 
comparatively few owned horses for 
pleasure, golf was unknown, a few 
thrills were needed. Fires furnished 
them. The new bell was purchased 
according to recommendations; it 
weighed over a ton. It was a loud 
bell. We know. As a child and 
youth, we resided for 17 years with- 
in 150 feet of this bell. And, when 
this bell awakened us at night, if the 
box sounded was within a half mile, 
we dressed and went to the fire. So 
did the other “kids” in the neighbor- 
hood. A fire at night usually was 
worth going to. 

Some years ago the old armory 
building was demolished and the big 
bell was without a home. Popular 
demand caused the city officials to 
place it in the tower of Eliot Block 
where it continued to sound alarms 
until the practice of ringing bell 
alarms was discontinued in Newton 
about two years ago. When Eliot 
Block was razed the big bell was 
taken down and has since been 
parked in the yard at Engine 1 house. 
After it has been placed in its new 
home at the new quarters of Engine 
1 and Ladder 3, it will ring but sel- 
dom, as it will be sounded only on 
second and third alarms, unless test 
strokes are sounded each day at 11:45 
a. m. and 5:45 p. m. as was formerly 
the practice. 


The promised “better service” 
which was to result from the cen- 
tralization of Newton’s postal service 
at the Newton Centre postoffice has 
not been conspicuously evident since 
this change was put into effect about 
three months ago. On the contrary* 
many complaints are being heard of 
poorer service. In jhstice to the post- 
office officials responsible for the 
change, further time should be given 
before the attempt to secure greater 
efficiency and economy shall be con- 
demned as a failure. The crucial

If, in subsequent 
months, the handling of the mail for

The wear 
and tear on street surfaces since 
automobiles became numerous has 
P»t Huch u burden on the Street De- 
partment that a proportionally less 
amount lias been available in late 
yours to keep the streets clean.

That is it possible to make a forest 
a success financially, as well as a thing 
of beauty, was pointed out by Profes- 
sor Richard T. Fisher, of the Harvard 
School of Forestry, at the Executive 
Board Meeting of the Newton Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs, held at the 
Newton Technical High School, on 
Tuesday afternoon. November 27th. 

Many have the theory that it is bet- 
ter to let nature do the work, because 
she always has and, therefore, always 
will, but Professor Fisher said that 
we must help nature, as she does not 
take enough care of the forests. At the 
Petersham Forest of many acres, Pro- 
fessor Fisher has worked for 20 years, 
since 190S, and, by his records kept 
there, he has proven that forests can 
be improved, and helped to be a finan- 
cial success. Age of trees and their 
yearly growth are important things 
to know in forestry. Three good and 
useful trees, he mentioned, are the 
pine, oak and ash. Much interest 
was shown in the exhibit of the State 
Department of Forestry in which a 
miniature forest was reproduced ou 
the tnble.

On Wednesday evening. November 
21. the Executive Committee held its 
regular monthly meeting at the hos- 
pital. 

On Thursday evening. November 22. 
"The Instructors’ Club" of Boston met 
at the Newton Hospital. Miss Doro- 
thy Raybold and Miss Margaret 
Grant, instructors at the Newton 
Hospital, and members of the club, 
were hostesses. 

On Monday. November 19. Miss 
Wheeler, the Social Service Worker, 
and Miss Gertrude Herrick. R. N.. Su- 
pervisor in the Out-Patient Depart- 
ment. attended an all day meeting at 
the Cancer Hospital at Pondville. 

Of the ten emergency cases treated 
during the week only three were au- 
tomobile accidents, one a woman with 
bruises and abrasions of both knees, 
and two men. one with lacerated fin- 
gers. and one with a question of con- 
cussion. Six men were treated as the 
results of various kinds of accidents 
one for a fractured arm received when 
he fell from a ladder, one for a dis- 
located shoulder caused by striking 
his arm against the bed while asleep: 
one for fractured ribs received when 
he fell from a window: one for a lac- 
eration of the knee caused by a chisel, 
one for a lacerated thumb caused by 
a screw driver, and oue for a sprained 
ankle. One child, a girl, was treated 
l leg 

During the week ending November 
26. there were in the hospital 121 pa- 
tients. of whom 43 paid as much or 
more than cost of care. 46 paid less 
than cost of care and 32. including 
babies, were treated free of charge. IS 
babies were born. 11 boys and 7 girls. 
1 1 S patients were treated in the out- 
patient department and 11 in the eye 
clinic. S accident cases were treated 
in the operating room. 5 calls were 
made in the homes by the social 
worker and 11 patients were trans- 
ferred by the social service car. 

On Thursday the patients, nurses 
and employees enjoyed a regular 
Thanksgiving dinner, the patients 
having first beeu given special per- 
mission by their respective doctors to 
partake of such a hearty meal. The 
menu was as follows: Grapefruit. 
Roast Turkey. Chestnut Stuffing, Cran- 
berry Sauce. Potato, Squash, Onions. 
Celery. Olives, Nuts, Raisins, Pump- 
kin Pie. Mince Pie. Fruit Pudding 
with Foamy Sauce, Vauilla Ice 
Cream for those not able to eat the 
other desserts. Coffee. Cream, Cider. 

Of the eight accident cases treated 
during the week three were the re- 
sults of automobile accidents: two 
women, one with a fractured rib ami 
lacerations of the scalp and oue with 
fractured ribs: one man with a ques- 
tion of a fractured pelvis. Oue boy 
was treated for a laceration on his 
chin caused when he fell on a piece 
of tin. The remaining four patients 
were meu: one was treuted for a 
puncture wound ou his toe caused 
when he stepped ou a nail, one for u 
puncture wound ou the top of his foot- 
caused when he was hit by a spike, 
one for uu abrasion ou his cheek re- 
ceived when he was struck by a piece 
of stone from a blast, and one for 
multiple abrasions of the face and 
forehead caused when he fell from a 
horse.

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It has more than once occurred to I 
me that it would be in the interest of 
the public* if there could he organized j 
a Society to Do Away With Useless 
(Mocks. Now that is a pretty long 
name hut inasmuch as It best ex- 
presses the purposes towards which 
such efforts should he directed I sub- 
mit that it should stnnd. When It 
shall have become successful the 
society could he known by Its initial 
letters. But that ts a matter for the 
more distant future. 

What I would like to see Is nil end 
put (I was going to stop put, hut stop 
ts the cause of the whole trouble) of 
such clocks as occupy important 
places on buildings and which do not 
run, or if they do run never may he 
depended upon. I doubt if I shall 
liave much difficulty in summoning to 
the reader’s recollection a huge clock 
ttint he has seen and which lms made 
him sputter because of Its eccentric 
or unreliable nature. It may he that 
the fashion is changing til public 
tinio-pieces and that no new ones are 
installed and old ones are left to 
struggle through their last days with- 
out interference. 

At the same time I know that there 
are many who will agree with me 
that we are troubled by useless 
clocks. It may he a lesson is being 
tnught us that we should not he de- 
pendent — and If that is the case then 
of course we must accept it as such. 
Still, why are there so many big 
clocks that have either run down and 
remained permanently in that state 
or which are so queer that they fail 
to keep up with the time — I mean 
keep the right or correct time? 
Haven't you been fooled more than 
once by a big clock on which you re- 
lied for accurate knowledge of the 
hour? And haven’t you seen a clock 
that has stopped months before, or 
maybe years before and the hands re- 
fuse to budge? To have these re- 
moved would he an act of great public 
benefit. 

In many a home there exists at 
least one clock ttiat doesn’t do its 
duty. Possibly it is an alarm clock 
that has been shaken severely every 
day or so In order to bring it to a 
realization of its improper behavior. 
What good is a clock that fails us at 
the proper moment? There may be 
some sentiment that makes the owner 
cling to such a time-piece but if that 
is true he is merely compounding a 
felony by allowing to exist and fool 
not only himself, his family and his 
friends, but any who may chance to 
turn to it for information. Here’s to 
tlie Society to Do Away With Useless 
Clocks! 

If I should say that I sometimes 
look at myself in the mirrors frame in 
slot-machines somebody might he 
impertinent and Inquire. “For what 
purpose?” I think, therefore, that it 
would be better to make it an im- 
personal matter and declare that 
there are people who do look into 
these mirrors and find satisfaction or 
dissatisfaction in so doing. I think 
it only fair to assume that the mir- 
rors have been placed in gum and 
weighing machines for the benefit of 
patrons as well as those who liave a 
penny in their pockets. 

Once I heard a young man suggest 
to his fair companion, who happened 
to he fussying about the appearance 
of her hair, that she gaze into a mir- 
ror in a candy-vending machine. Her 
look of scorn as she retorted. “I 
guess not,” was such as to wither a 
less loving and devoted admirer than 
he. He merely said, “O, all right" 
and obediently remained silent while 
she continued, “That’s one tiling you 
won’t catch me doing. The idea of 
suggesting it.” 

Just what aversion this young 
woman had to looking into a mirror 
in a slot-machine thereby determin- 
ing what the breeze had done to half- 
bobbed locks I cannot say. After that 
incident I sort of kept a watch on 
mirrors in public places. 1 saw a 
staid appearing man give himself the 
once over, adjust his necktie and de- 
part apparently well pleased. Then a 
young woman, fully as attractive as 
any I have observed in a passing 
throng, approached the mirror, made 
a few passes around her ears and 
trotted off with a smile. They are 
not the only cases. Others I liave 
observed glanced rapidly, as if to re- 
assure themselves, and not a few 
have really taken plenty of time 
about the process. 

There is always something in hu- 
man nature that brings out a new 
thought and if you want to prove this 
for yourself just hang around one of 
these mirrors I have described and 
see what happens. Before setting 
this down on paper I made such a 
suggestion to a young woman and 
her reply was, "Yes, aren’t people 
funny!” Whether that was a thrust 
at me I haven’t yet determined. 

We arc in for a city election next 
month. Present indications are that 
it will not be the cause of as much 
excitement as the Presidential and 
State contest. I have no intimate 
knowledge hut I doubt if our radio 
programs are to be interrupted by 
speeches from uldermanic candidates. 
Those who are members of the pres- 
ent board will, I expect, rely upon 
the public meetings of the hoard for 
broadcasting. The fuct that we do 
not elect a Muyor until next year 
leaves the hoard and school commit- 
tee members t he field to themselves. 
I Judge from what I read that it will 
not he overcrowded. 

Of course, I shall vote because it is 
the plain duty of a citizen. Condi- 
tions at the polls are not going to be 
such tis will require a turning-out of 
extra police. In fact, many voters 
are almost sure to remain away having 
Imd their fill of political excitement 
on November «i. As a matter of fact 
the city election, with no refiection 
upon any of the candidates, will be a 
hit like* serving somo warmed-over 
dishes from the last preceding big 
nnal in the household. 

After all Newton is a family nud 
although its members may have their 
clashes there (example precedent for 
such. Hasn’t somebody said that ull 
kinds of things happen in the best 


regulated homes. And Newton, as a 
home city, is pretty well regulated 
when you compnro with some other 
municipalities. I’ll go further and 
say that we have reason to pay our- 
selves compliments for n good many 
things. 

Getting hack to the city election let 
me add that tlie absence of burning 
issues should not discourage voting. 
I haven’t consulted the precinct offi- 
cers but I am very sure they prefer 
to have something to do rather than 
to sit still and wait for straggling 
voters. If you don’t vote for any 
other reason you might favor these 
precinct officers and give them some- 
thing to occupy their time. 


According to the State Department 
of Agriculture the first half of Its 
survey of roadside stands discloses 
that “nearly all of the better class of 
stands In Essex. Middlesex. Bristol. 
Worcester, Hampden and Hampshire 
counties report that they would wel- 
come some form of supervision and 
regulation.” 

It is rather surprising to learn 
from this same source that consumers 
who have been interviewed “do not 
seem to care whether there is any 
supervision or not.” Their attitude 
is due to a feeling that by personal 
inspection at the stands they may de- 
termine the quality of the- vegetables 
or whatver goods are sold. 

An attempt to have legislation 
passed to Insure the buyer, through 
tlie medium of a State inspector’s 
certificate, that he is getting fresh 
produce of good quality was killed by 
this year’s General Court. Possibly 
the legislature, in their wisdom, did 
the right thing. I do not know as I 
am not a patron of roadside stands 
and on the other hand have no Inter- 
est in selling fruit or vegetables. 

I have often questioned the ad- 
vantage of buying produce “out in the 
country” when at home there are 
regular dealers who are established 
in Newton and who deal squarely 
with their patrons. Possibly it Is the 
old longing for an innocent form of 
speculation, plus a notion that if the 
stuff is near the garden In which it 
was grown it must of necessity be 
"nice and fresh.” 

It Is interesting to observe what 
the State Department of Agriculture 
points out in its report to the effect 
that the survey shows thus far “that 
automobile drivers commonly buy 
their fruit and vegetables on the way 
hack home,” thus giving an advantage 
to the stands 20 to 30 miles from the 
cities. 

The department expects that the 
completion of its survey will indicate 
to what extent some form or super- 
vision or legislation is needed. Thous- 
ands of questionnaires have been 
sent out and when these are received 
and studied the department will be 
pretty thoroughly informed as to 
what It should recommend. 

I remember in this connection a 
friend of mine who once said, “We 
got a lot of fresh vegetables, cheap, 
but the money we spent on gasoline 
while doing our shopping more than 
offset any chance for profit.” 

“But you were satisfied,” I re- 
marked. 

“Well,” he answered, “my wife was 
and that’s good enough for me.’’ 

You, no doubt, have noticed some 
>f the new traffic signs regarding the 
parking of automobiles, the use of 
one way thoroughfares and markers 
to indicate where you may drive and 
where you may not and so forth. It 
is all part of the commendable effort 
to provide uniform traffic signs 
throughout the commonwealth. I 
looked at these new signs over in 
Nonantum square and although I 
had read considerable about them the 
object lesson was even more inform- 
ing. 

1 liave often heard arguments 
against “State control” and “central- 
ized authority” hut it seems to me 
that this idea is destined to be a suc- 
cess even if it does exemplify pre- 
cisely the so-called "autocracy.” 
Where would we have been if cities 
and towns, with the traffic problems 
increasing dally, decided upon signs 
and regulations of their own? With- 
out uniformity we should have more 
and more a complicated situation and 
one that would drive an automobile 
operator delirious on a long ride. 

The new plan has a consistent 
color scheme which may he learned 
right at one’s own door. If you study 
ti parking limit sign in Newton you 
should observe its shape, the style 
of lettering and the colors of tho 
paint used, for when you get into 
some other Massachusetts city or 
town you will know what kind of a 
parking regulation sign to look for. 
The same applies to tlie other signs 
for regulating traffic. 

In fact the State officials in charge 
of this have gone into tho specifica- 
tions so that in all signs there may 
ho a uniformity of shape, color, let- 
tering, mounting position, mounting 
height, supports and illumination. 

By the way, if you haven’t looked 
these signs over do so at once 
whether a driver or pedestrian or 
both. It will provide you with in- 
formation you should possess and at 
the same time show how Massachu- 
setts is progressing in this highly 
important study. 

Nothing could overshadow the im- 
portance of a big membership of New- 
ton people in the American Red 
Gross. Last year there were 7,000 
who joined. The drive now in prog- 
ress should equal, if not exceed, that 
number in this city. In fact, with a 
city of more than 50,000 population 
it is only to ho expected that at leust 
a fifth should contribute to so well 
known and imperative a cause. 

It Is necessary in some communi- 
ties to have an object lesson in order 
to stimulate giving. Thank heaven, 
Newton is intelligent and doesn't 
need to liave distress or disaster 
brought to Its door to remind the citi- 
zens that Hie American Red Cross is 
in need of maintenance and that the 
people themselves aro the ones to 
rally to its support.
